Farm Market 
Loss Blamed 
On Industry 


Manufacturers were rapped today. 
by a Harvard Professor of Econom- 
ics, 

Speaking to the Canadian Feder- 
ation of Agriculture in Niagara 
Falls—J. K. Galbraith—said man- 
ufacturers both in Canada and the 
United States’ feel they must have 
protection from European imports. 

Galbraith said, “If the manufac- 
turers feel they must have the con- 
tinued protection, then they must 
admit the consequences.” 

The Harvard professor said that 
“because ofthe protection, manu- 
facturers are denying Europe dol- 
lars with which to buy agricultural 
products.” 

Galbraith said, “The American 
and Canadian farmers are being 
asked to take the rap for the man- 
ufacturer.” 

The United States speaker also 
warned farmers. He sald, “Farm- 
ers are not realistic. They must 
never ask for the impossible and 
never give up the possible.” 

Galbraith spoke of Internation- 
al trade and said that “since the 
end of the war, United States has 
viewed the unbalance in Interna- 
tional trade as an emergency, to 
be dealt with as an emergency.” 

“In the Marshal] Plan,” Galbraith 
said, “we took a somewhat longer 
view and With great benefit. We 
specified 1952 as the year when the 
accounts must be balanced.” 

Galbraith termed the present 
trade balance betyeen dollar and 
non-dollar countries a “deep seat- 
ed disorder” and not a passing em- 
ergency. 

He told the farmer delegates that 
to keep a foreign market, Canadian 
and United States farmers must be 
willing to see their wheat, cotton, 
bacon and food stuffs put into In- 
ternational trade “at attractive pri- 
ces,”

TRY ANTABUSE 
TO RELIEVE 
LIQUOR HABIT 


. 

On signing a $500 bond and pay- 
ment of $20 prosecution costs, a 
Mariposa man was allowed to go 
on two years’ suspended sentence 
in. magistrate’s court here this mor- 
ning. He had been charged in con- 
nection with a brutal assault on 
his wife about ten days ago, and 
this wife still bears the marks of her 
terrific beating. Among the condi- 
tions of the bond was the under- 
taking by the accused to totally ab- 
stain from liquor, and to report to 
his phyician once a month. 

The physician in question, Dr. G. 
C. Arnold, appeared as a character 
He 
claimed that he had known the man 
for the past 12 or 13 years, and 
that he was a good provider and 
a hard worker. He was inclined to 
blame alcohol for the trouble, and 
told the court that the accused had 

promised to undergo antabuse 
treatment by him to overcome it. 

“Alcohol fs a peculiar drug—and 
it is a drug,” he stated, “and it is a 
known fact that it does peculiar 
things. While intoxication is the 


end result of the use of it, the — 


primary effects are much more dan- 
gerous. It takes only a few ounces 
of alcohol to reach this stage, not 
enough for intoxication, and it is 
at this point that the drinker is 
the most dangerous. He loses his 
inhibitions, and cannot think 
Straight, but otherwise his facul- 
ties are unimpaired. It is too bad 
that the courts ‘have to wait unil 
the dead-drunken stage is reached, 
as a drinker is more dangerous 
much earlier.” 

Asked by the Crown if this was 
any excuse for a man to beat his 
wife, the mother of his children, 
the physician replied that at a 
comparatively early stage of intox- 
ication, the drinker could lose his 
Judgment in this also. “Men are 
known to beat their wives even 
when sober,” he observed. 

While the Crown urged that at 
least a 30-day sentence be impos- 
ed, Magistrate Gee contended that 
this was the first known offense by 
the accused, and people from the 
community in which the accused 
resides, including the man's fath- 
er-in-law had asked the court to 
deal leniently with him. The accus- 
ed also promised to mend his ways, 

“I suppose I do temper justice 
with too much mercy,” Magistrate 
Gee remarked wryly. “It's a failing 
I have, and some of these days I'll 
wish I weren't quite so easy to get 
along with.”

IT CAN’T BE DONE! 

For a while it was fairly successfully contended 
in some quarters that our niche In life could be pre- 
determined by taking a series of prescribed tests. Some 
would have us believe that this is still true but they 
do not have the support of the psychologists. 

Arthur L. Benson, whose articlo “Tests Can’t Re- 
yeal What Career is Key to Your Future Success” is 
reprinted in the current issue of the School Guidance 
Worker, opens his article with a question and answers 
it firmly in the opening paragraph. “Can I take some 
tests that will tell me what job I’m best fitted for?” 
he asks, and answering himself writes: “Psychologists, 
the experts in testing, don’t agree with each other on 
lots of questions; but they line up solidly on this one. 
And the answer is No! No! A thousand times No!. So 
if you haye the idea that this problem of choosing a 
career can be solved by just taking a few tests, you 
aren’t on the road to success; you're headed up a blind 
alley.” : 

Benson then goes on to point out the value of 
tests and in so doing makes it clear that the reason 
many of us would like the choosing of our life work 
to be so easily decided is because of an inherent 
desire to escape making decisions for ourselves. This 
he contends, is a hangover from our childhood when 
our parents made all our decisions for us. 

Summing up the writer observes that while tests 
cannot tell you what job you are best fitted for, test 
scores can help you and your counselor to get a better 
picture of the kind of a fellow you are. And with a 
good honest picture of yourself in hand, you can start 
finding about about jobs and “you know what you’re 
looking for—a couple of jobs that suit Mr. Y-O-U.” 


Gthers Say 


FARMERS OFF BALANCE 

The loss of a good part of the British market, 
the U.S. cut in E.R.P. buying in Canada, and the low 
prices which Britain is offering for some dairy and 
agricultural products have hit the farmers a staggering 
blow. Only the wheat farmer, protected by long- 
term contracts, does not seem to be reeling. Farmers 
may not be sufficiently adaptable in their methods, 
or they are less sensitive to straws in the wind than 
other industrialists; at any rate, judging from the 
cries of shocked distress now being raised, they have 
been taken by surprise—despite the auguries of a year 
ago. Save Canada’s most important industry, protect 
the farmers, put floors under prices, subsidize. These 
are the demands, and undoubtedly the Government is 
going to heed-them. It has done so already in cheese. 
No one, least of all any Government, wants to see 
farming decline. Further, the constituencies across 
Canada are so apportioned that the farmers still have 
a voting influence out of all proportion to their 
numbers, 

Therefore cheese, eggs, beef and other agricul- 
tural products will be subsidized, either directly, or 
through “floor’’ prices, the government guaranteeing 
(as it has done in butter and potatoes) to buy if the 
free market price falls below the floor price. A floor 
price was put on eggs Thursday. 

Farmers cool enough to take a long-range view 
may ask themselves if subsidy is the best policy. It 
sets a pattern of state patronage (and control) which 
may prove irksome later when prices rise and con- 
sumers want ceilings to check the rises—and farm- 
ing profits. If the Government subsidizes the farming 
industry, why should it not directly subsidize the auto- 
mobile industry, the electrical industry, the farm im- 
plements industry? Is if? healthy that agriculture 
should be subsidized? Certainly it oddly fits the in- 
dividualism and free enterprise of most farmers.

Overcomes Ice 
Cutting Sticker 
Without Difficuity 


A novel way of overcoming one 
of the difficulties of*the natural ice 
harvest this year has been soly- 
ed by Mr. George Kennedy, Ken- 
nedy’s Bay. Discovering that the 
shoreling ice was only a couple of 
inches thick but that further out 
it was about ten inches thick, Mr. 
Kennedy was at first puzzled as to 
how to harvest the thicker blocks. 
He solved his problem by cutting 


a channel out to the heavier ice!

into shore where they were loaded 
on trucks to be hauled away for

is heavy, the trucks would load up 
at the scene of cutting operations. 


Rents Advance 


While many Canadian tenants 
slept last night the cost of the roof 
over their heads increased.

PRESSING HINTS 

One of the tricks of home sewing 
is pressing each section as you put 
it together.

| flat, darts pressed down and hems 


properly pressed, the finishing is 
easier and more professional, 

One of the tips the experts give is 
to lay strips of heavy paper under 
the seam edges before you press 
them open. This prevents a seam 
mark onthe right side of fabric. 
On lightweight fabrics darts should 
be pressed flat with the fold toward 
the center back or center front. On 
heavy fabrics or on wide darts, slash 
the darts along the fold and press 
open as if they were a seam. 

And when you're steam-pressing 
the hem, move the iron from the 
bottom of the skirt up. Don’t press 
around the skirt. It will stretch the 
fabric and make more extra fulness 
when you hand whip the hem.

HAVIN’ 
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Truman 
Says Make 
The H-Bomb! 


Washington Jan, 31 (BUP) Presi- 
dent Truman has given the go ahead 
in the United States to make the 
dread hydrogen bomb, The presi- 
dent says the development of the 
H-bomb would continue “until a 
satisfactory plan for International 
control of atomic energy is worked 
out.” 

In making the announcement Mr. 
Truman said that it was his respon- 
sibility to see that America is able 
to defend itself “against any pos- 
sible aggressor”, 

‘The president added: “According- 

ly I have directed the atomic en- 
ergy commission to continue its 
work oz all forms of atomic wea- 
pons including the so-called hydro- 
gen super-bomb.” 
‘The president's formal announce-- 
ment ended weeks of speculation 
over whether we would make the 
mighty weapon. It has been de- 
scribed unofficlally by various au- 
thorities as anywhere from one- 
hundred to one-thousand times as 
powerful as the original atomic 
bomb of the type dropped on Hiro- 
shimi and Nagaski.

Ere Omemee Became Omemee 


A hundred and twenty-rive years +. 
ago, those who trayelled the high- 
way east of Lindsay would have ey- 
entually reached the village of 
Williamstown. Making the same 
trip a few years later, they would 
have found the village a little more 
grown up, and doing business under 
the name of Metcalfe. By 1857, a 
change of name was again in order, 
and Omemee was chosen, by which 
name the village is known today. 
The Railway Comes. 

During the year 1856 the Grand 
Trunk Railway constructed a rail 
line from Port Hope to Lindsay via 
Millbrook, Bethany and Omemee 
junction. It was not until 1883 that 
the “missing link”, a railway line 
from Omemee function to Peterboro 
was completed. The first train, a 
passenger one, ran from Peter- 
borough to Lindsey on November 23, 
1883. 

At this time there was no build- 
ing of any kind where the station 
now stands, but shortly afterward; 
a platform was built at which the 
train stopped to pick up passengers. 
Later a building was erected to 
serve the purpose of a shelter and 
was looked after by a caretaker, 

The first “station” had been sit- 
uated at the Omemee junction, near 
the west end of the village, and all 
the business was transacted there. 
The assistant agent from the junc- 
tion would go to the “shelter” on 
Sturgeon Street to’sell tickets and 
handle express. 

The bullding at the Junction was 
burned in Weburary, 1927, and a 
railway coach was used as a prov- 
{sional station for about one year 
before transfer to the present 
building, 

The first engines to run through 

Omemee, were woodburners and 
they all had names, One which was 
known to have drawn thirteen box 
cars was called “Sampson”. After 
the “missing link” was built the 
engines were larger, stronger, and 
more modern. Now they travel at 
about three times the speed of the 
original ones and draw up to sev- 
enty box cars. 

Omemcee'’s Development, 

Incorporated as a village in 1874, 
Omemee reached the period of its 
greatest prosperlty some four years 
later, when it had 835 inhabitants. 
At that time, the village consisted 
of three churches, a high school and 
public school, a grist mill, two saw- 
mills, a tannery, a foundry, a shingle 
mill, a cloth mill, four hotels and 
several stores. From then on, there 
Was & decline brought about by the 
Industrial competition of the clties, 
until 1920 there was a population of 
only 467. The village remains, how- 
ever, the natural economic focus of 
the township and the latest census 
shows an upward swing with 611 
people residing there.

Farquharson, manager of 
the Lindsay plant, has confirmed 
a report that Corbeys Distillery, ow- 
ners of the local unit, are going to 
pay a week's wages for every year 
a man has been employed as a good- 
will gesture when the shutdown 
comes. It is reported that for some 
of the men this will amount to over 


$1,100. The bonuses work out on the 
Week's pay per year’s employment 
except where the employee has 
been with the firm for 20 years 
and then he receives 26 weeks 
Pay, 

It is estimated that the plant em- 
ploys about 25 men at the present 
time whereas in normal circum- 
stances about 50 men would be en- 
aged in processing wood alcohol 
from the raw materlal (wood) to the 
finished product.

I justice to those Lindsay and 
district hockey fans who supported 
the Meteors during the time we 
played our home games in Lind- 
say, I believe we should make pub-

ed in Lindsay. As vou are aware, 
Mr. Editor, for each of our home 
games played in Lindsay we had to 
play a return game elsewhere, say 
in Collingwood or Orillia, If our 
shares of the gate receipts were $75 
in Lindsay, we had to put out an- 
other $75 and sometimes more than 
that to engage a bus to play the 
return game. Thus you can see the 
cards were stacked against us, as 
we had no margin of profit to take 
care of the running expenses of the 
team which are considerable. 

Then again we were plagued by 
an epidemic of injuries, hospital and 
medical fees alone ate up $300. All 
of these injuries I believe were sus- 
ta‘ned at rinks other than Lindsay. 
At the outset of the season, Mr. 
McIntosh put up $500 to assist the 
team to locate in Lindsay but that 
sum turned out to be only a drop in 
the bucket. When the two Peter- 
boro teams decided that Meteors 
would probably prove their masters 
this year, they sought grouping 
elsewhere.

RDS SEEN NEAR BOBCAYGEON 


Seldom 
Seen In 
South Ont. 


District Forester A. B, Wheatley 
has something of unusual interest 
to report in the way of bird life 
in this district, this week. According 
to information recelyed from Mr, 
Wheatley, red crossbills have made 
an appearance near Bobcaygeon, 
and, he says, {t is only rarely that 
small flocks come through Southern 
Ontario during the winter months. 
The normal habitat of these birds 
is in the far Northern and Eastern 
parts of Canada. 

‘The local Lands and Forests Of- 
fice received specimens of two of 
these birds, part of a flock, which 
had been accidentally run down by 
@ ear on Highway 36, south of 
Bobcaygeon. Noticing that the birds 
were quite unusual, the driver 
prought them into Lindsay for iden=\. 
tification, where they were discov= 
ered to be red crossbills. 

' Crossbills, says Mr, Wheatley, are: 
the Only known bird in the world 


with the curious crossing of the __ 


upper and lower mandibles. Having 
this peculiarity is no hardship, but’ 
is definitely {n their favor, due to 
their feedng habits. There are two 
species: red crossbills, and white- 
winged crossbills. These birds are 
slightly larger than English spar- 
rows, and their bodies are a dark 
crimson-red colour. The red cross= 
bills have black wings, and white- ’ 
winged crossbills have two distinct 
white bars on their dark colored — 
wings. Crossbills belong to the family 
of finches, and their food consists 
manly of seeds which they extract - 
from the cone of various conifer-_ 
ous trees. With their crossed beaks 
they can readily pry pine or spruce _ 
cones apart and lick out the seeds 
with their peculiarly shaped ton- 
gues.

The most dangerous enemy of the 
traditional American way of life is 
not the Communist, declares John 
T. Flynn in the lead article of the 
February Reader's Digest, ‘but the 
American counterpart of the Bri- 
itish Socialist. He denies he is a So- 
cialist and operates behind a mask 
he calls ‘National Planning.” These 
Socialist Planners are enticing us 
down the dark road that has led 
many European nations to their 
doom ..., The same forces that ruin- 
ed Germany, Italy, France and 
Britain are repeating their work of 
destruction upon our economic and 
political organisms. Unless recog- 
nized for what they are, and stop- 
ped, they will destroy this country.” 

Condensed from Flynn's book, 
“The oad Ahead,” the article warns, 
“We are much further along ,the 
road than we suspect. If we do not 
abandon that fatal road, we shall 
ineitabiy, perhaps in less than a 
decade, be in the condition the Bri- 
tish now find themselves in.” 

Modern Socialism means State 
control of the entire economic sys- 
tem, Flynn states. While it will not 
take over every farm, mine, shop 
and factory, it will operate the 
basic functions of credit, power, 
fuel, transportation and insurance. 
The rest of the economic system 
may be kept in private hands but 
must be operated according to the 
State plans, under supervision and 
compulsion of government bureaus. 

Just as this system fastened itself 
on Britain by a movement that a- 
voided calling itself “Socialst,” so 
it is being promoted in America by 
Persons and organizations that ne- 
ver use the word “Socialism.” They 
call their system the “Planned Eco- 
nomy.” 

The speerheac and the central 
planning and propaganda machine 
of the national socialist economic 
planners in the United States, for 
example, is the American for De- 
mocratic Action. ADA advocates 
balanced production targets for the 
whole economy,” and “price, allo- 
cation, inventory and credit con- 
trols.” Such phrases, Flynn states, 
are actually a “costume of words for 
Socialism.” 

Each Socialist proposal, such as 
federal invasion of the fields of 
banking, electric power and medi- 
cine “is promoted as if it were just 
a single reform unrelated to all 
others,” Flynn says. “But the fact 
is that each is intended to liquidate 
some sector of the private-enterprise 
system and expand the aim of So- 
clalism.” 

The author urges all American 
who would preserve their tradition- 
al way of life to stop apologizing for 
their capitalist society, to guard 
against a single additional step to- 
ward Socalism, and to get rid of 
“compromising leaders who are wil- 
lng to surrender further.”

We can take a measure of pride in 
the progress we have made in the 
past quarter century in the age- 
long battle against disease and 
death. Twenty-five years ago, the 
death rate in Canada, per thousand 
of population was 12, 1 a year. Two, 
years ago it had dropped to 9.4 per 
thousand. 1926 we had 23,693 infant 
deaths. In 1947 we had only 16,324. 
In 1926 the toll of the great scour- 
ages of childhood, diptheria, scar- 
let, fever, whooping cough stood at 
2,518. In 1947 witha population al- 
most half as great again, death 
from these causes had dropped to 
401, It is progress, But Js it enough 
when {t could so easily be better? 

John Gunther in that heart - 
rending story of the struggle to save 
his boy’s life, that he titled Death 
Be Not Proud” had a message for 
us all. He told the pitiful story of 
ceaseless, unavailing effort, in the 
hope that he might draw other 
people into the fight. Death had 
no ground for pride. It had won, but 
only over an exhausted and wea- 
ponless opponent. Everything that 
human knowledge or science or 
sympathy could proyide had been 
tried. Death won in the end, but 
only after the bitterest fight. 

Not many of us would today con- 
cede, as our forefather conceded, 
that suffering wa, a divine origin 
to stimulate our Christan fortitude. 
Yet, implicitly, many of us are 
acceptng just such a doctrine, We 
are ready to let Death have its day 
of pride, while we overlook the ob- 
vious weapons that are ready to our 
hands. We have saved children’s 
lives, and the lives of adults too. 
All that is true. But we could have 
Saved more of them. We lost them 
through neglect of obyious and 
available remedies, Why shouldn't 
death be proud? 

Though pasteurization is an ef- 
fective protection against-some of 
the great killers, it {s mandatory 
in most of the provinces of Canada. 
We prefer to take our chance. 
Though Toxoid {js an absolute pro- 
tection against that once most- 
dreaded ravager of childhood, dip- 
theria, still, as late as 1947, 1,550 
children had to make their own 
small fight against it, and 139 of 
them lost. Typhoid, that once de- 
cimated whole populations, can be 
easily and cheaply defeated. Yet 
Death could look with pride on 
communitie, where {t had used this 
weapon effectively --not years ago- 
but this year. 

There are many agencies engaged 
in this great warfare with disease, 
Not least among these is the Health 
Departments of the various pro- 
vinces. It is doing its utmost to edu- 
cate the citizens of this great coun- 
try to the knowledge that Death, 
that, ultimately, must come to all 
of us, need not come too soon and 
most of all, need not come to the 
young. There's.the reason for Health 
Week, January 29th to February 4th, 
-to make clear to all of us that this 
1s our battle, That we too may hold 
our heads proudly knowing that we 
have done our utmost. There stands 
‘the challenge. ‘Death, be not 
proud!"

Eggs Up 5¢ a Dozen Here 
After Floor Price 


The price of eggs to the consumer 
in Lindsay advanced five cents per 
dozen immediately following an- 
nouncement of a floor price of 38 
cents per dozen Thursday by Agri- 
culture Minister Gardiner. The 
announcement and its subsequent 
effect brought cheers from poultry 
farmers and wholesalers and groans 
from housewives. The farmer is 
cheered because he will now not 
have to worry about the price of 
eges going below a certain level and 
the wholesaler because he stands to 
make some extra money on eggs he 
brought previous to the floor price 
at levels far below those set. The 
housewives are groaning because a 
brief respite from unreasonable 
budget demands has been partially 
snatched away from them by 8 gov- 
ernment order. The latter group is 
also annoyed because, on Mr. Gar- 
iner’s own admission, there is no 
guarantee that they won't be buy- 
ing storage eggs instead of fresh 
eggs and paying top price for them, 

Here are the details of the floor 
price scheme as recorded by British 
United Press in an interview with 
Mr. Gardiner Thursday: 

“The scheme provides that the 
Agricultural Prices Support Board 
will buy all eggs left in storage at 
the end of the season—next fall—at 
38 cents. 

Which is tantamount to saying 
that a wholesale price minimum of 
38 cents is being enforced now. 

Gardiner admits the plan will 
probably send prices on the climb 
immediately ... which is bad news 
for the housewives, but mighty rel- 
jeving news for the producer. 

In other words the housewives egg 
harvest—at the expense of produc- 
ers—is over. 

The Agricultural Minister {s hope- 
ful that there won't be any eggs for 
the government to buy at the end of 
the season and that thus the new 
scheme will not cost the exchequer 
anything. 

But that one may depend on how 
wholesalers react. 

In any case, Gardiner—in effect— 
warns them that the public won't 
stand for excessive profits. 

Explaining his scheme in more 
detail, Gardiner says: Eggs will be 
put in storage during the period of 
peak production, when ~ prices 
might otherwise drop. Then they 
will be taken out during slack pro- 
ducing months and put on the re- 
tail market, If any are left in stor- 
age when production picks up again 
for the new season, the government 
will buy them... at 38 cents a 
dozen. 

Gardiner admits there is no pro- 
tection for the consumer against 
unknowingly buying storage eggs, 
unless he wants to pay a premium 
for date-stamped eggs. But Gard- 
iner says Federal] Government reg- 
ulations, backed by government ex- 
perts, should make if certain that 
eggs going into storage as Grade A 
Large should come out at that 
grade. 

Gardiner was asked at a press 
conference what he thought the 
housewife would think about the 
lack of protection against storage 
eggs and he replied: What differ- 
“ence does {t make if she doesn’t 
know the difference. 

lit's worth noting that the 38 
cents minimum fs one cent higher 
than the U. K. dometsic price, 
which means that no eggs are likely 
to go across the border. 

To sum up, from the farmers’ 
angle: All surplus eggs are to be 
purchased by the government at 
28 cents a dozen, but costs will have 
to come out of that. 

The producer will be getting an 
actual floor price of 30 to 32 cents 
a dozen, The other six or eight cents 
will go in transportation costs from 
the farm to the storage point... .

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Cameron Girl Home 
From Africa Tells 
Interesting Story 


From a shorthand notebook to an 
African mission field 1s a long leap, 
and one not to be considered lightly, 
but Miss Edith Milloy, formerly of 
Cameron believes she mare the 
right choice. She returned a month 
ago from Africa, where she has 
spent the past four years as a mem- 
ber of the Soudan Interior Mission, 
and {s due to make the return jour- 
ney a year from now, This partic- 
ular mission is interdenominational, 
and {is educational, medical, ad ev~ 
angelistic in character, Over 700 
missionaries are attached to the 
parent organization, which main- 
tains outposts, in Nigeria, French 
West Africa, the Anglo-Egyptian 
Soudan, Ethiopla and Aiden. Miss 
Milloy has been stationed at Mopa, 
307 miles inland from the Nigerian 
seaport of Lagos, and has been tea- 
ching in a girls’ school. 

The daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Aubrey Milloy, of Cameron, she 
graduated from the Baker Business 
School here in 1939, she was employ- 
ed as a stenographer in Toronto 
for two years, before leaving for the 
Bible College at Three Hills, Alberta 
from which she graduated in 1944. 
1945 saw ‘her in Africa, where she 
has been working among the Yagba 
tribe, which, she says, is a division 
of another tribe, the Yorubas, whose 
language is used. This language is 
not difficult to learn, she states, al- 
though the many {inflections are 
ready to trip the unwary, with one 
word having as many as seven sep- 
arate meanings according to tone 
and context. 

The people amongst whom she 
worked are a farming people, and 
théir chief crops are yams and 
cassavas, which they hand-cultivate 
on plots of land seldom more than 
an acre in extent. They have lit- 
erally no idea of sanitation, and 
childbirth and infant mortality are 
both high. There is an orphanage 
maintained by the mission to which 
newborn babies can be brought for 
care when the mother dies — if 
anyone cares enough to bring them 
—but the people themselves are 
quite ignorant of artificial feeding 
procedures. Not far from Mopa, a 
leper colony of over 1,000 persons is 
maintained, but there is little seg- 
regation of lepers in the villages. 
Unfortunates who have become in- 
sane are left to shift for themselves, 
as are blind persons and others 
suffering afflictions. 

The mission was founded by Dr. 
R. V. Bingham in 1893. At that time, 
three men went into this field, but 
Dr. Bingham was the only one to 
return alive. At that time the trib- 
eS were cannibalistic, and although 
most of this has been stamped out, 
Miss Milloy says that about once a 
year, an old woman will disappear 
from a village, and the suspicion is 
that she -has been killed and eaten 
as a part: of pagan rites. 

Just getting ready to leave for a 
mission field thousands of miles 
from home can be quite a chore, 
since clothing, dishes and household 
equipment must be bought In suffic- 
fent quantities to last for the en- 
suing years. In regard to the cloth- 
ing, there is always the risk that 
ants will devour {t before it has 
even one wearing. 

“I was luckler than some of the 
girls,” says Miss Milloy. “I have 
seen dresses in perfect condition 
hung up at night, and they were 
nothing but shreds by the time the 
ants had got a meal from them, In- 
stead of taking a lot of ready-made 
clothes with me, I took enough for 
a start, with material to make more 
dresses a8 I needed them. Then, if 
this is something you really must 
have, such as shoes, you can send 
to a couple of stores in the United 
States which specialize in overseas 
orders.” F 

There {s only one nurse available 
at Mopa at present, although a mar- 
ried couple, doctor and nurse res- 
pectively, are now en route to a 
spot within 42 miles of the place, 
where they will set up a hospital. 
Meanwhile, missionaries make a 
yearly trip to “the plateau,” for 
medical examination and any need- 
ed dental work, A daily dose of 
quinine {s imperative as protection 
against malaria, although, despite 


this precaution, Miss Milloy has 
been ill with the disease during the 
past year.

Hodgson Endorses Floor Price, 
Promises Farmers His Support 


SCRAP FROM THE STRATOSPHERE — This small, rusty elec- 
trical device, called a “switchette” has soared 250 miles above the 
earth—higher than any other man-made article. Shown by Mrs. 
Delores Mohlmann of Schenectady, N.Y., the switchette was a 
part of the two-stage rocket (model of which Mrs. Mohimann 
also holds) ‘which set a new altitude record in February, 1949. 
Scientists formerly believed the record-setting rocket disintegrated 
when it re-entered the earth’s atmosphere. The badly smashed but 
almost-intact switchette was foundly recently at the proving

Goal Oil Can 
xplodes In

A 48-year-old man from Honey 
Island, Ontario, 1, in hospital at: 
Midland following the explosion of 
coal-oil can in his home Sunday.

Macey then 
returned to Lizotte's home and used 
a blanket to put out the fire which 
had started.

Weekend Fires 
Leave Many 
Homeless 


Some 63 people are homeless in 
various parts of Ontario as a re- 
sult of weekend fires which did an 
estimated 150-thousand dollars da- 
mage. 

At Ottawa, 53 people, including 
41 children, were forced into the 
street carly Sunday when fire razed 
two: buildings of the Uplands Em- 
ergency shelter. All belonging of 
six families were destroyed. Pre- 
liminary estimates place the da- 
mage at more than 50-thousand 
dollars. 

Ten people, seven of them chil- 
dren, were left homeless when fire 
destroyed their eight room house, 
The children were led to safety by 
72 year old Mrs. Jessie Fairbairn, 
who was taking care of them while | 
their parents were away. Loss is 
estimated at six thousand dollars. 

On Saturday, a fire in the Sarnia 
Riding Club buildings resulted in | 
a loss of 35-thousand dollars, and

Printed Word -- American Style 
Jamming The Canadian Market 


Ottawa Jan, 31 (BUP) The printed 
word --American style --is run- 
ning Canadian magazines off the 
market. 

That's the complaint of hundreds 
of newspaper and magazine publi- 
shers across Canada. And they're 
right. 

The total 1948 circulation of 36 
Canadian magazines was 41,905,523 
=-less than a third of the total cir- 
culation of all magazines sold in 
Canada. 

A major source of worry to cir- 
culation -minded Canadian pub- 
lishers ha, béen the recent intro- 
duction of Canadian editions of 
prominent United States perlodi- 
cals, 

This was one of two big problems 
the publisher, had to face in 1950. 


The other was the fact that such 
Canadian editions present to the 
Canadian reader the American view- 
point on world happenings. 


Certain publishers have come up 
with a posssible remedy, however. 


-In order to imprve their competi- 


tive position, they want all duties 
removed from magazine-type pap- 
ers on both side of the border. 


They presented this request to the 
Royal Commission on Arts, Letters 
and Solences, claiming that Can- 
adian publishers should get a even- 
break in thelr own land with com- 
peting publications. 

But many publishers feel that the 
only way to beat the American 
magazine “inyasion’ is to produce 
better-quality Canadian magazines.

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How Can 1? 


Q. How can I iron men's ties with- 
out leaying mark, of seams? 

A. Cut a piece of cardboard the 
shape of the necktie, slip it inside 

the tie, cover with a cloth, and press, 
‘There will be no marks left by seams 
and hems, 

Q. How can I stop hiccoughs? 

A. A remedy which usually proves 
very effective is to take a teaspoon- 
ful of granulated sugar and vinegar. 
If this doesn’t give relief, repeat 
the dose. 

Q. How can I improve the looks of 
powdered cake Icings? 

A. Add a few drops of lemon juice. 
This makes the icing very white. 

Q. How can I make a marking ink 
that will wash out? 

A. By rubbing or grinding into a 
fine powder, one part of fine soot 
and two parts of Prussian blue, with 
& llttle glycerine. Then add three 
parts of gum arabic and enough 
glycerine to form a thin paste. 

Q. How can I add a different flayor 
to bread puddings? 

A. Try adding some graham crack- 
ers to the recipe. 

Q. How can I remove grease spots 
from linoleum? 

A. Grease spots in linoleum or 
on wood floors should be washed 
with soap powder and COLD water 
until the grease is removed. Hot 
water will set the grease. 

Q. How can I remove fat’ from the 
hot soup? 

A. Pour the soup through a cloth 
that has been wrung out of cold wa- 
ter, and practically all the fat will 


Q. How can I make good short- 
cake? 

A. The best shortcake is made out 
of two layers of thin dough. Use 
more butter than usual, Spread the 
dough very thinly in separate tins.

The process consists of dipping 
the sliced apples in a solution con- 
taining a calcium salt for half to 
three quarters of an hour. The 
slices are then rinsed with water. 
They can be used immediately or 
may be canned or frozen for later 
use. 

Calcium Lactate was found to be

especially well suited for the pro- 
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ces of calcium lactate in a gallon 
of water proved sufficient to treat 
at least half a bushel of sliced ap- 
ples. 

But the experts emphasize that 
the calcium firming will work best 
with apples which are just slightly

making. It won't give entirely sat- 
factory results with oyer-ripe mealy 
froit.

EDITORIALS 


IT SHOULDN'T BE NECESSARY TO DELAY 
INFORMATION ON PUBLIC MATTERS 

Saturday’s little boiler disaster over at the Arena 
brings to light some of the difficulties encountered in 
trying to gather news. Here was a publicly-owned 
project in difficulty and for some reason or another 
it. was deemed expedient to delay letting the public 
have the available information. It develops since 
that the manager of the Arena was under instructions 
not to release any information on the affair until after 
proper authorization had been received from the Arena 
Committee. 

There should be no reason why the press should 
not have access at once to news concerning happen- 
ings at publicly-owned projects. It all the facts are 
not ascertainable at the time, then such as are avail- 
able should be made public. 

Withholding first hand information relative to in- 
cidents such as occurred on Saturday at the Arena 
does two things: forces the reporter to get indirect 
data which may not be accurate and throws suspicion 
on the affalr which may be entirely unwarranted. 


WHAT'S WRONG WITH SIGNS ? 

There is an effort being made in Toronto at the 
present time to have signs removed from some of the 
downtown business premises. Pictures have been ap- 
pearing in the press of that city showing views of 
sections of Yonge Street with and without signs and 
it seems that the idea has been somewhat contagious. 
In Lindsay, for example, a Movement seems to be in 
the making to stir up the controversy and work for 
the removal of these long-accepted business location 
indicators. 

Why some people should suddenly become stirred 
up about the sign situation is hard to understand. 
There are, at the present time, regulations covering 
erection of signs and authorization is usually granted 
subject to the supervision of the Police Dept. This in 
itself should be restriction enough on the erection of 
business markers of this type. Anything further than 
this at the present time would seem like an infringe- 
ment on the rights of the town’s business people. \ 

Signs are not usually unattractive and for the 
most part they are inoffensive. As a matter of fact 
many signs are literally works of art and they add 
to the beauty of any street and their passing would 
be greatly regretted. 

At the moment there doesn’t seem to be any 
sound argument against the signs and the only thing 
which the town needs to be concerned with is the 
safety of their structure and their general confoyma- 
tion to normal good taste in design. 

Signs are the landmarks of businesses. 


MORAL OBLIGATIONS OF PREVIOUS 
COUNCIL NOT BINDING ON 
THEIR SUCCESSORS 

There seems to be a wrong impression abroad 
concerning the obligations of a council in connection 
with carrying out the wishes of a previous one. The 
1950 Lindsay Council makes frequent reference to 
the fact that the 1949 Council agreed to do this, that 
and the other thing and infers that it is obligated to 
implement the intentions of the preceding council. 
This is not true. The Council in power is only obli- 
gated to conform to such by-laws as may have been 
effected by the previous council and even these may 
be rescinded. 

While there may be every reason for wishing to 
carry out the recommendations of the previous council 
there is absolutely no obligation to do so. To use 
this as an excuse for carrying out any work in 1950 
proposed by the 1949 Council is folly of the worst 
kind because if anything goes wrong it will be the 
1950 Council and not the 1949 Council which will be 
held responsible. 

If the 1950 Council deems certain undertakings 
expedient, it should implement them on their merits 
and not on the fact that a previous council planned to 
do so.

"ALONG A FEW YEARS AGO? 

It is sometimes hard to agree with all the argu- 
ments put forward in favor of organized recreation, 
not only as it applies to Lindsay, but in the rest of the 
province, 

Perhaps the one thing which is hardest to under- 
stand is the reminder by exponents of organized re- 
creation that they are cleaning, up the problem of 
juvenile delinquency or at least keeping it under con- 
trol. These people contend that by providing amuse- 
ment for the young people they are keeping them out 
of mischief. They say that if it were not for them juy- 
enile delinquency would be on the increase and argue 
that in view of this, money spent on recreation is very 
worthy of public endorsation.

SANITATION IMPORTANT 
HOME HEALTH FACTOR ; 

Restaurants are not the only places serving food 
where sanitary work practices are 
health,” declares Mrs. Gladys Dobson, chairman of the 
Health* League of Canada’s’ National Committee on 
Hygiene of Foodhandling. : 

In a National Health Week message, Mrs. Dob- 
son points out that methods of foodhandling in the 
home frequently are just as deserving of criticism as 
those of the much maligned restaurant. 

“Contamination of clean dishes by unclean towels 
probably contributes to the spread of dust-borne dis- 
eases in many more cases than we realize. The use 
of very hot rinsing water and allowing the dishes to 


air-dry would avoid this potential hazard and would 


also cut down one dishwashing operation. 


“Proper refrigeration of food-—particularly left- 
overs---is an important barrier to food poisoning. If 
you can’t keep it hot or cold don’t keep it long, is 
a good rule to remember.” t 

Mrs. Dobson, who is director of the Ryerson In- 
stitute of Food Technology in Toronto, throws out a 
cautionary word to women’s groups who cater to 
club banquets, etc. If sandwiches are made up well 
ahead of time of serving, make sure they are refrig- 
erated immediately. Food poisoning has been a not 
uncommon experience for those who eat “home 
cooked” club suppers, and it is suggested by Mrs. 
Dobson that the same care be given to the prepara- 
tion of stich meals as would be required of commercial 
establishments who operate under the watchful eye 
of the sanitary inspector—Health News 


A PUBLIC SERVICE 

A case came up in the local courts last week in 
which the testimony of one of this town’s medical 
men was not taken into consideration. In coming 
to the assistance of the police a medical man is per- 
forming a public service and in doing so he presumably 
records an unbiased testimony. If the testimony is not 
taken into account then the time taken to perform the 
service and the subsequent time in court is wasted.

BRUSHING REMAINS A LEADING 
FACTOR IN CARE OF TEETH 

Scientific research to determine the cause of den- 
tal decay has increased a hundred-fold during the 
last five years. Final results on some hopeful projects 
will not be available for some time, but progress 
reports give hopeful assurance that in some measure, 
dental decay can be overcome: 

Two minutes careful brushing of the teeth im- 
mediately after each meal will remove the cause of 
much tooth decay and prevent loss of teeth, says 
the Canadian Dental Association in a National Health 
Week message. Wood particles, lodged between the 
teeth, ferment and form acid, acid destroys the enamel 
covering, and decay progresses rapidly. But it is im- 
portant that the brushing be done at once, and care- 
fully, because certain foods, particularly sweets, form 
acid as quickly as four minutes, according to recent 
findings. If it is inconvenient to do this brushing 
immediately, the mouth should be rinsed with plenty 
of water; it helps but is not good enough.

MORE ABOUT PSORIASIS 
TREATMENT 

I write frequently about psorias- 
is (raised spots covered with white 
scales on the skin) because, while 
symptoms are not painful, they 
cause great distress and embarrass- 
ment to the patients, The spots look 
like splashes of mortar on the skin 

Although the cause of sporiasis 
is still unknown, the old-time rem- 
edy of arsenic (Fowler's solution) 
internally, and a weak calomel oint- 
ment externally, is still in use and 
seemed to give as good results as 
the new remedies until recently. A 
few months ago I spoke of a_new 
remedy, undecylenic acid (10 under- 
cenoic acid), which was giving good 
results in several cases of psoriasis. 
It is produced by cracking of cas- 
tor oil under pressure. 

For years it has been believed 
that psoriasis is caused by some 
fault in the body processes in hand- 
ling fat foods, and many cases are 
cured or greatly improved by ay- 
oiding or cutting down on fat foods. 
During World War I, when fats 
Were scarce, many cases Of psoriasis 
improved. : 

‘That undecylenic acid really helps 
cases of psoriasis is reported in the 
“Canadian Medical Association 
Journal” by Drs. Lemuel P. Ereaux 
and Gibson E. Craig, Montreal. 
These physicians gave undecylenic 
acid by mouth to 13 males and nine 
females who agreed to take this 
Temedy for a certain period. of 
these, 17 were followed for periods 
varying from 30 to 120 days. All 
patients in the series had failed to 

obtain relief from the various 
methods of treatment given by skin 
specialists and in hospital clinics. 

What were the results obtained 
by Ors. Ereaux and Craig? 

Group I. Three cases, with patch- 
es of psoriasis all over the body, 
became free, except for a/ fey tiny 
patches, within the two month's per- 
fod. 

Group 2. In nine cases, the results 
or improvement obtained were about 
the same as that obtained by oth- 
er methods of treatment. In these 
cases the patches became fewer, 
smaller, and scales more easily re- 
moved. 

Group 3. In five cases, the only 
changes noted were “slight” thin- 
ing and shrinking of the patches. 

These results, though not as sat- 
isfactory as we could wish, are at 
Jeast an improvement on the pres- 
ent-day treatment of psoriasis, 


Your Shape and Your Health 

Although insurance tables are 
based on weight as compared to 
height, physicians take into account 
the thfee general shapes of indi- 
vidual: (1) short, narrow body and 
Jong legs; (2) long, wide body and 
short legs; (3) normal length of 
body and legs; the one with the 
wide, long body and short legs will 
maturally weight more for his 
height than the one with normal 
length of body and legs.

Certain workers have certain 
characteristics that make them more 
prone to have accidents than oth- 
ers. These two physicians studied 
this subject of proneness to accid- 
ents, gathering information from 
the accident records of a large in- 
dustry, choosing the department in 
which most accidents occurred. The 
accidents were not of a serious na- 
ture and the risk of accident was 
about the same for all the workers 


tion had been emphasized. 

Over a period of four weeks, there 
were 1,642 accidents among 290 
men. About one-half of the workers 
had less than five injuries during 
the period, and the greatest, number 
of men had only one oceident. Yet 
during this same period (four weeks) 
five of the men, Jess than two per 
cent, had more than 20 accidents, 
yet took no further risks than the 
others. Tf chance alone had been 
to blame for the accidents, the ac- 
cident rate would have been less 
than half what it was, that is, 2.6 
instead of 5.7. These findings are 
the same as. those of other research 
workers, and confirm the’ belief 
that proneness to accidents is a life 
long characteristic which appears 
to be present in all aspects of life. 
| Other reports have shown that the 
group who have the most frequent 
small or minor. accidents also have 
an undue proportion of major ac- 
cidents. 

What causes one group to have 
more accidents than another group? 
The high-accident worker came 
|most frequently from a broken home 
{and had confliot with authority in 
both childhood and adulthood, had 
& poor work history and a record 
of domestic discord and contact with 
social agencies. Thus it is not clum- 
siness or lack of muscle and nerve 
coordination that causes accidents. 
These accident-prone workers 
should be transferred to less dan- 
gerous work. 


THE CORNEAL GRAFT TO 
RESTORE EYESIGHT 

When the family of a blind per- 
son read that several individuals 
who have been blind for years have 
recovered their eyesight by opera- 
tion, hope naturally arises within 
them, and they consult their phys- 
ician regarding their case. 

While there are no exact figures 
Dr. R. Townley Paton, New York 
City, in “The Sight Saving Review,” 
states that it is estimated 10,000 to 
15,000 blind people in the United 
States could have their sight im- 
proved through the operation of 
corneal grafting. The cornea is 
the window of the eye, and just as 
scum or other substances on a win- 
dow can prevent us from seeing an 
object outside, so can scum, scar, 
or cataract in which the cornea is 
clouded, prevent the individual 
from seeing clearly, if at all. If 
the window or cornea is cleaned or 
a new window or cornea placed in 
the front part of the eye, eyesight 
can be restored, providing the rest 
of the eye and the optic nerve car- 
rying the image-to the brain are 
normal. * 

While removal of a cataract in 
which the tissue of the lens of the 
eye becomes hardened and obstructs 
vision helps one type of blindness, 
operation fo replace a damaged cor- 
nea has only recently come into 
use. Formerly, trying to get _& fresh 
or “living” cornea has been almost 
impossible but this difficulty has 
been overcome by the establishment 
of the eye bank for Sight Restora- 
tion, Inc., in New York City. 

There are three surgical methods 
of removing scars or other condi- 
tions which prevent the patient see- 
ing throagh the cornea. (1) Total 
removal of the whole cornea and 
putting in a cornea from some oth- 
er eye; (2) putting in just a part 
of a cornea to replace the removy- 
ed blurred part; and (3) complete 
penetration or removal of a portion 
of the cornea and replacing with 
healthy living cornea tissues. Dr. 
Paton states that the third method 
of operation is most effective. “The 
cytting of the window out of the 
healthy cornea and the transplant- 
ing to a similarly cut hole in the 
cornea of the patient's aamaged eye,

covered, whereas, if he though he 
just had a cold, he would not re- 
main in bed and might easily dey- 
elop pneumonia. 

While the fear of an ailment may 
make us careful, too much fear of 
this ailment may upset all the 
body processes and render the con- 
dition dangerous, I have in mind 
tho great fear that exists in the 
minds of individuals who learn that 
they have high blood pressure. Thus, 
in the all-round treatment of high 
blood pressure, the removal of fear 
of high blood pressure forms an 
important part. 

In “Medical Clinics of North Am- 
erica,” Drs. Dorothea Loofbourow 
and Robert Sterling Palmer, Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, is out- 
lining the treatment of high blood 
pressure state that psychotherapy— 
treating the mind of the patient— 
should form a part of all types of 
treatment of high blood pressure 
because there is always *present ner- 
vousness and tension of mind, and 
these nervous symptom can be rea- 
dily relieved by simple measures. 
“Many patients come to the doctor 
greatly distressed because they have 
been refused insurance or have lost 
their jobs because of high blood 
pressure. They are extremely anx- 
ious, and fear the worst in the form 
of “shock or a heart attack.” 

These cases, so fearful of their 
high blood pressure, should be given 
the greatest encouragement, em- 
phasizing improvements in the pat- 
ients condition and belittling the 
possibility of non-improyement. 

The physician’s duty is to allay 
anxiety. “Relief of anxiety in many 
cases is happily accompanied by a 
considerable fall in blood pressure, 
but as a rule not down to normal.” 

The thought for all of us regard- 
ing high blood pressure is that calm- 
ness of spirit- acquired from our re- 
ligion or philosophy of life will pre- 
vent or greatly decrease the danger 
of heart and brain strokes.

tional disturbances, overeating and 
over-drinking, will send up the 
pressure temporarily, but if this 
occurs too often the elastic tissue 
in the wall of the blood vessels gets 
Stretched so often and so much 
that it loses its elasticity. More 
pressure is then needed to pump 
the blood through these non-elastic 
vessels. 
From time to time special blood diets 
are suggested to prevent high pres- 
sure, the underlying idea being the 
reduction of, table salt and Jiquids. 
The latest diet is known as the 
Kempner Rice Diet. In “Medical 
Clinics of North America,” Drs. 
Dorothy Loofbourow and Robert 
Sterling Palmer give an outline of 
this diet as used at the Massachus- 
etts General Hospital. 

1, Rice—Each day use 1 cup of 
rice measured before cooking. This 
yields abopit 4 cups of cooked rice, 
and brown, white or polished rice 
may be used. Boil or steam without 
salt, milk or fat. (Use no butter, 
margarine, drippings, lard, grease or 
salad oil.) 

I. Fruits—Fresh, raw or cooked.

U.S. Arms for Europe Under . 
Atlantic Pact Biggest Peace Time 


Flow Since Lend-Lease

Washington—(NEA)—The biggest 
peacetime shipment of arms to for- 
eign countries since lend-lease gets 
underway with Presidential approy- 
al of North Atlantic defense plans 
formal signing of agreements with 
‘the eight participating nations. 

Financed by $1 billion from the 
U.S. Treasury, the guns, tanks, rad- 
jos and radar, nayal stores, and 
aircraft equipment will be moving 
into Europe in mass quantities by 
early spring. First shipments will 
Start reaching the North Atlantic 
countries about 30 days after the 
President's official action. 

These war materials which are 
expected to permit the democratic 
countries to defend themselves a-_ 
Gainst possible Russian aggression, 
will come from four main sources. 

About $363 million worth will be 
taken from arsenals in the U. S. 
and from Army, Navy and Air Force 
usable stocks. This is the maximum 
amount of modern non - obsolete 
arms and equipment that the U. S. 
Services can spare for this purpose 
without impairing the efficiency of 
the American forces. The Army will 
provide about 80 per cent of this, 
the Nayy, 8 per cent and the Air 
Force 12 per cent. But all’ of it must 
be replaced by MDAP—Mutual De- 
Tense Assistance Program funds. 

Items from this source include 
small arms, ammunition, tanks, ar- 
tillery, medical supplies, radio and 
radar gear, aircraft parts, some 
small ships, turcks, mines, sonar 
gear, and many other things. The 
list includes many of the things 
which were “canned” after World 
War II. 

The second and smallest source is 
surplus military supplies from World 
War II. The U. S. services have de- 
clared these unusable, but $79 mill-| 
fon worth of repair can put them in 
shape. 

Third and largest source will be 
the purchase of new Weapons and 
material. About $478 million is auth- 
orized for this. Deliveries will prob- 
ably continue into next year, and 
will include the most modern types 
of weapons which have been devel- 
oped since the war. About $359 mil- 
lion will be for foreign armies, $36 
million for foreign air forces and 
$82 million for foreign navies. 

The final source of war goods for 
the North Atlantic countries will be 
from factories in Europe, U.S. ma-

earmarked for those war plants. 
With this start, the countries them- 
Selves will make an estimated $363 
million worth of arms and equip- 
ment as their direct share of the 
cost of the North Atlantic Alliance. 
Where these plants are located and 
what the goods will be are a’ sec- 
ret. 

All this is considered the first 
step in making the North Atlantic 
countries strong enough to defend 
themselves. It will merely “fill the 
gaps” in their present military for- 
ces. Countries receiving shipments 
include France, the United King- 
dom, Holland, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg, Norway, Denmark and Italy. 
The other North Atlantic pact sign- 
ers, Portugal, Iceland and Canada 
have not requested weapons and 
arms under the agreement. 

This part of the arms aid program 
that*the *President’s action sets in 
motion is called Title I of the North 
Atlantic Pact program. The total 
sum involves $1.314 billion. Other 
titles of the law include Greek and 
Turkish aid and certain ald for the 
Far East. The Greek and Turkish 
programs have been operating for 
two years. 


Last Ration Coupon Gone for French: 
After 10 Years, So’s Their Appetite

PARIS —(NEA)—The coffee coupon 
has at last disappeared from the 
French scheme of life, wiping out 
the final trace of 10 years of food 
dictatorship. 

The passing of a decade of ration- 
ing was scarcely noticed by the 
average Frenchman. The monthly 
four-ounce allotment of coffee per 
person was so inadequate that only 
the ‘economically feeble” bothered 
with it in the last year of rationing, 
when coffee was abundant on the 
Black Market, 

Nevertheless, the 10 years brought, 
about a rddical change in living 
for the French. Moralists consider 
rationing impaired the integrity of 
even the most honest citizen, and 
they wonder how long it will take 
Frenchmen to forget the intrigue, 
fraud, doubtful exchanges and gen- 
eral trickery which rationing {mpos- 
ed on the most straight-laced citi- 
zen if he wanted sufficient food, 
clothing ‘and fuel. 

The moralists go so far as to trace 
much of the present socfal agitat= 
fon in France back to the days when 
less-favored citizens overhead their 
luckier compatriot, exchanging ad- 
dresses where butter, meat, cheese 
and eggs could be bought without 
coupons. 

Most people in France haye for- 
gotten what rationing meant in the 
dark days of occupation and for 
two years after. Two ounces of 
meat weekly, potato coupons, the 
monthly egg, the long hourg spent 
standing in line outside food stores 
and the furtive visits to Black Mar- 
ket back-shops seem a long way off, 
Today, food stores are spilling over 
with goods of all kinds, available 
to everyone who can pay the high 
prices. be 

The salient fact is that French- 
men eat and drink less than they 
did in pre-war days, simply because

New york — NEA — Dwindling 
water reserves have struck hard at 
thousands of the West's fertile ac- 
res and now menace hundreds of 
thousands more. 

Richly productive lands are fall- 
ing idle at the very time the huge 
food demands of a rising population 
call for greater and greater output. 

The water story of the West is 
simply told: There isn't enough wat- 
er, never has been, never will be. 
Competition for available stores is 
reaching the frenzied stage. Not 
only are old irrigated lands threat- 
ened; pressure to bring new lands 
under the plow is at record pitch. 

Water for irrigation {s largely a 
western affair because rainfall in 
the 17 western states averages less 
than a sparse 15 inches a year. In 
the hot, sprawling Colorado river 
basin the sun soaks up 90 per cent 
of this total. The streams get most 
of their flow from the melting snows 
of the Rockies, the Slerras and 
other ranges. 


By diverting this flow and tap- 
ping underground resources built 
up over a long span, men have 
made the parched desert acres 
bloom. dams, canals and smaller 
irrigation works have been construc- 
ted at cost of billions. 

‘Today some 22,000,000 acres are ir- 
rigated in‘those 17 states. They in- 
clude California's famed Im perlal 
and Central valleys, Central Ariz- 
ona, the Utah valley, the Rio Grande 
valley in New Mexico, the High 
Plains of West Texas. Some of the 
world’s most valued crops come 
from these lands. 

The Bureau of Reclamation, spear- 
head of this spectacular effort, plans 
to add another 5,650,000 acres to the 
production rolls in the next decade. 
And 10,350,000 more are good en- 
ough to reclaim, This present fiscal 
year the Bureau 1s “spending $359,- 
000,000 in the 17 states—five times 
the outlay in 1940, Water projects 
in view mean expenditure of many 
additional billions. 

Government men estimate that 
irrigation today takes about half of 
all the water consurned {n America, 
With 17 billion gallons daily drawn 
from underground sources and ab- 


out 60 billion from surface supplies, 
irrigated farming is the nation’s big- 
gest user, well ahead of industries 
and cities. 

These heavy withdrawals have 
outrun the projects for harnessing 
new sources. Chisis is at hand or 
just around the corner for the West's 
finest lands. 

An example is California's Central 
yalley. Most of the irrigable acreage 
is in the southern half, the San 
Joaquin valley. But unfortunately 
most of the water is in the north- 
ern valley of the Sacramento riv- 
er. 


In the southern irrigation zone 
40,000 wells suck up water from un- 
derground reserves. Here in this 
“air-conditioned hothouse” cotton, 
beans, grapes, peaches and many 
other crops grow in lush profusion. 
But as they grow the water table 
sinks. It’s one of the worst areas 
of over-development in the coun- 
try. 

Thousands of acres have been ab- 
andoned as wells went dry or 
pumping costs went too high. The 
experts predict the same fate for 
from 400,000 to 800,000 more if new 
water isn't brought to the rescue. 

Luckily a rescue program is al- 
ready well advanced. The Central 
Valley Project, by a daring system 
of water transfers, will provide bil- 
lions of extra gallons to replenish 
the thirsty gacres at the valley's 
southern end. The chief features of 
the plan are now built and the first 
waters are flowing southward. 

The feats of river surgery are as- 
tounding, The Friant dam, fourth 
largest in the U. S. blocks off the 
San Joaquin, whose waters are then 
pumped 160 miles south via canal 
to the shortest area. To replace the 
dammed off San Joaquin waters 
farther downstream, water is car- 
ried from the Sacramento across a 
delta channel, uprivef through & 
110-mile canal and dumped into the 
San Joaquin. 


There's much more to the overall 


project; Eventually there'll be 48 
dams and 20 large canals. The goal 
is to save 2,000,000 acres now prod- 
ucing and bring another 3,000,000 
Into use. 

Central Arizona {is another region 
crying for water. Ground reserves, 
which supply 71 per cent of the

state’s needs as against 50 per cent 
in California, are being drawn out 
twice as fast as water is restored. 
Eyery year more land is being irri | 
gated. = 

Damaging salt content is building 
up in the soils as water levels fall. 
Once useful acres are now idle by 
the thousands. Without more water, 
a third of some 725,000 menaced ac- 
res may. go out of production. 

To stave off this disaster, Ariz- 
ona wants a $750,000,000 federal pro- 
ject to lift Colorado river water 935 
feet from its bed and haul it over- 
land to dry zones. But California 
and Arizona have scrapped for 27 
years over rights to that water and 
the issue is still unsettled. It is 
hard to see what other hope Arizona 
has. 

The most extreme over-develop- 
ment is on Texas’ High Plains re- 
gion south of Amarilo. Here in 1934 
some 300 wells irrigated 16,000 acres, 
now more than 10,000 wells supply 
1,000,000 acres. To offset this great 
withdrawal there is virtually no re- 
placement water. Danger signals 
will fly high until some surface wa- 
ter plan is worked out to achieve a 
sound balance. 

In the great Columbia basin of 
the Pacific Northwest, 40 per cent 
of irrigated lands suffer water 
shortages. Plans call for building 
up supplies for these and deyelop- 
ing 3,840,000 new acres. 5 

More than 100 dams projected for 
the Missourl basin, biggest of all, 
will some day irrigate millions of 
additional acres in the mountain 
and plains states. One project, the 

Colorado-Big Thompson, actually 
steals water from the westward- 
flowing Colorado and carries it 13 
miles through the Rockies’ backbone 
for the irrigation of 615,000 Missouri 
basin acres. ; 

Government experts want none 
of these grand plans, however, to 
obscure the less dramatic things 
that can be done to cope with the 
West's shortages: The lining of 
canals to prevent wasteful seepaye, 
the use of underground pipe to beat 
evaporation, the use of sprinkler ir- 
rigation on rolling land to check 
run-off, better timing of waterdiv- 
ersions, These small measures wise- 
ly applied hold the key to the sayv- 
ing of billions of gallons.

Washington — (NEA) — Presi- 
dent Truman and his family, and 
all future tenants of the rebuilt 
White House, will have the Joys and 
woes of teleyision woven inextricably 
into their lives, 

Being built into the remodeled ex- 
ecutive mansion is a supermodern 
television network. There will be a 
large TV screen in every room. The 
system wil] be operated by a master 
central control. Any local video 
show or network program, regard-~- 
Jess. of whether it is being broad- 
cast in Washington, will be avail- 
able to any White House occupant. 

Each screen will be tuned in mere- 
ly by dialing a number, just.as on a 
telephone. In addition to big screens 
being installed in every room, inclu- 
ding bedrooms, a giant six by eight

ing system. 

A spin of the dial will transform 
the network into a public address 
system for announcements or for 
paging persons. An occupant of any 
Yoom will also be able to tune in on 
any speech that is being made, or 
any meeting that is being held in 
any part of the building. 

Designers of the system, Public 
Buildings Administration engineers, 
report that {t can't be used for any 
unauthorized eavesdropping or spy- 
ing on anything that takes place in 
the White House. A meeting or 
Speech can't be monitored without 


the knowledge of the persons who 
gre speaking, the report says. 

Still another facility of the syst- 
em will permit the recording of any 
program by a-dial spin. This includ- 
es the recording of White House ev- 
ents, 

Direct lines will connect the ex- 
ecutive mansion to all major radio 
networks for the reception of pro- 
grams which don’t happen to be 
broadcast by a Washington station. 

The breakdown of just what this 
elaborate communications network 
will cost isn’t revealed by the gov- 
ernment engineers. When $5.4 mill- 
ion was given as the estimate for 
the whole White House renovation 
job, many construction experts were 
amazed at the high figure. However, 
as details like the TV-radio system 
are revealed piecemeal, it becomes

Textile Mill’s Front Lawn Is Scene

Pendleton, S.C. —(NEA)—A Pen- 
dleton textile mill ‘and a-herd of 160 
white-faced Hereford steers . have 
come to an understanding. The mill

going to keep the lawn neatly mow- 
ed. 
Actually, the mill — an ultramod- 
ern, windowless, air-conditioned 
structure’ —has a little more at 
stake in the steers than just chop- 
ping the grass. Grazing cattle on 
the mill property is part of an ex- 
periment with a new grass mixture, 
designed to make the South a great 
livestock region. =

out the South are attempting ta 
find other crops for the once ex- 
clus{vely cotton plantations.

Corn, the midwest’s great 
fodder, -doesn’t grow prolifically or 
economically in the South, because 
of certain: climatic factors. So Sou- 
fhern agronomists are working to 
find a high protein feed” that will 
Brow well. 

As part of this agricultural exper- 
mentation, the lawn’ around the 
Gerrish Milliken rayon twisting and 
weaving plant here is planted with 
a-mixture of alta fescue grass and 
Ladino clover, The fescue provides 
grazing over a-12-month period, and 
the Ladino clover gives grazing plus 
legumes. ; : 

Clerion College, South Carol- 
Ina’s state <agricultural. school, is 
working closely with E. Ww. Simp- 
son, the mill’s resident farm man- 
ager in the development. ~ 


The ‘fescue-clover combination 
was developed under the leadership 
of ‘the Department of Agriculture, 
and has been tried out in Oregon, 
Pennsylvania and other areas, But 
Simpson and his co-workers think 
the mixture thrives better in the 
Tolling hills of the Carolina Pled- 
Mont than anywhere else it has 
been grown. 

Many of the mill's workers, who 
have land of their own, have noted 
the growth of the grass and the 
year-round grazing of. the 160 steers, 
‘They have been putting in requests 
for some of the secd, which {s’ still 
Scarce. Next June, the crop will be 
harvested and these and other re- 
quests filled. 

The textile mill's experiment, 
Southern agriculturists hope, will 
help boost the South's livestock in- 
dustry, resulting in more and chea- 
per cattle, Such a result would in- 
crease: the egion’s per capita con- 
sumption of beef, still below the 
national average.

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Big Auto Prices Revive Big 
Argument Over Small Cars 


Detroit, Mich—(NEA) — Many 
experts are begining to think that 
Americans are at last ready to start 
buying small cars. 

They're dead sure mijiions of Am- 
ericans want a car priced a lot low- 
er than the cheapest 1950 models 
now being shown. 

Since mass production of atto- 
mobiles began in the U.S, car 
makers have kept & vigilant eye on 
the market to see {f Americans, like 
Europeans, would demand any great 
numbers of tiny cars. From time to 
time companies have tried ,to sell 
midget autos in the U. S. Most of 
them failed. Only two or three man- 
aged to keep going any length of 
time, on a small scale. 

Now, however, several factors ex- 
ist which might change the situa- 
tion. In the auto industry {t's a 
burning question. The present pros- 
perity has given thousands of fam- 
{les enough income for two cars. A 
small car might be the answer for 
the second one. 

On the other hand, the greatly 
increased cost of new cars has put 
them beyond the incomes of thous- 
ands of other families. This might 
create a big untapped market for 
snappy small car selling for less 
than $1000. There's also the chance 
of 2 small car becoming a fad. Am- 
erican tastes are unpredictable. 
‘There 1s much evidence that the 
fondness for great big cars has wan- 
ed. Owners have complained that 
they are too hard to handle in city 
t ic and too hard to park. Wom- 
en drivers are the biggest kickers 
on this score. 

The Nesh company has led the 
field in reviving the smell car quest- 
tlon. It made one sample model of 
a car which will for $1000 or less, 
if the company decides to start mak- 
ing them. it is taking auto around 
the country to sample opinion. If 
enough potential customers are dis- 
covered, the company will start to 
make the cars in quantity.

It has a foreign-made motor, giy- 
es up to 50-miles-per-gallon, and 
has 2 maximum speed of 66 mp.h. 
Its size is halfway between the 
smallest European cars and ordinary 
US. cars. It seats two persons and 
has no fancy chrome trim or acces- 
sories, but most people who have 
seen it agree {t's the best designed 
‘Tittle’ car yet made. 

At the same time the market for 
imported small cars is having & 
sudden revival. For the past year 
sales of. small British cars in the 
U.S. averaged about 500 a month. 
Last month sales more than doubl- 
ed. Only part of this increase is ac- 
counted for by the devaluation. 

Sensing this new attitude toward 
small cars, U. S. salesmen for the 
small French Renault, which sells 
for slightly more than $1000, have 
increased their sales recently and 
report greater interest in the auto. 

Convinced that this trend is more 
a demand for a cheaper car rather 
than a smaller car, the Kaiser- 
Frazer company is planning to start 
manufacture of a new standard-siz- 
ed low-price model, which may be 
offered to undersell Ford and Chey- 
rolet. It will be powered with a new

“supersonic” engine, to be produced 
by the Willys-Overland company. 
Low original cost plus cheap opera- 
tion will be the car’s features. Oth- 
er details of it are secret. 

Despite this evidence, the bigger 
auto makers still don't see 4 $1000 
car hitting the markeb any time 
soon. Charles E, Wilson, president 
of General Motors, said flatly that 
the people won't go for one, that 
could be sold for that price, at this 
time. However, a spokesman for the 
company, qualifying Wilson's state- 
ment, says GM is watching the mar- 
ket very closely, and if a big en- 
ough small car demand is detected, 
the company will start making 
them.

NO NEED TO MAKE 
THEM COMPLICATED 


Annual reports seem to haye one failing in com- 
mon — unnecessary complicity. This seems to be 
particularly true of publicly-owned projects of almost 
any kind. Whether or not this is, on occasion, done 
for a reason it is hard to say but it would be in the best 
interests of all concerned to abandon this practice. 

There is no need to make these reports involved 
or complicated in the final analysis. People, generally, 
are concerned primarily with learning whether a pro- 
ject is making or losing money and how much. It 
should should not be a difficult matter to present these 
facts to the public in a manner which could be readily 
and completely understood. . 

Another practise which needs to be discarded in 
reporting the progress of publicly-owned projects is 
that of giving out half-facts. Sometimes this gives a 
false impression of what is really taking place and 
lulls the public into a sense of false security. 

There's nothing like the plain, hard facts when 
{t comes to determining the profit or loss involved in 
any undertaking. This should be the objective of 
anyone preparing these annual reports, 

Let simplicity be the by-word.

Not Impressed With Need | 

Mr, Hardy appeared a little diffi- 
cult to impress with the need for 
any organized group, saying that 
those present didn’t represent Vic- 
torla County very well, and that | 
he thought that a, most of these 
present were unacquainted with 
each other, {t was a little soon to 
form into a group. 

“I have been in the business for 
30 ears”, sald Mr. Hardy, “and I 
feel that, on the whole, it is as pro- 
fitable a5 any branch of farming.

He recalled that 
on one occasion, Niagara Peninsula 
asparagus growers, through their 
organization, had successfully dis- 
posed of a bumper crop. Part of | 
this crop, said Mr. Newman, had | 
been disc-harrowed into the ground, 
and chain stores had been persuaded 
to co-operate in keeping prices up. | 
The surplus had then been export- 
ed at a bonus figure to the grower, 

Mrs. J. J. Sholer, one of the two 
women to attend the meeting, read 
an address which had been pre- 
pared as a letter to the editor of 
this newspaper. The text of this 
address appeared in the Monday 
column entitled “Voice of the 
People”. 

“When egg prices came down, I 
was interested because of general 
conditions”, she said.

Municipal Bd. Wants 20 


The Board of Education {s dis- 
satisfied with a recent ruling of 
the Ontaro Municipal Board, in 
connection with the proposed school 
building program, and will advise 
the Municipal Board of this dis- 
satisfaction. The Board of Educat- 
fon had asked for 25--year de- 
pentures of the debt of $550.000, the 
cost of alteration and enlargement 
of the collegiate. 

The Municipal Board has advised 
that “it is the policy of the Board 
not to permit a term in excess of 


20 years,” although according to the }- 


Act, up to 30 years !s allowed. 
While Mr, Forman expressed the 
opinion that as far as he was con- 
cerned, 20 years was as good as 25, 
and that “if we argue with them 
(the Municipal Board) we won't get 
to first base”, not all members a- 
greed with this. 

“We have an extensive build- 
ing program thrust on us”, sald 
Dr. R. M. Parker, “and I think 
we should press for 25 years. It isn't 
only the school building program, 


but there are so many other things 
being unloaded on the town that 
I feel we should have 25 years.” 

In connection with this matter, 
Mr. H. H. McFadden pointed out 
that the shorter-term debentures 
would make taxation too heavy for 
the coming generation. He sald that 
while the cost of the building would 
no doubt be more when the de- 
benture term was lengthened, it 
would tend to lighten the load on 
the taxpayer by spreading it over 
the longer period. 

“T think it’s up to the board to be 
well informed about a town such 
as this’, observed Mr, Forman, “I 
think their {dea is to keep the town 
from getting too far ahead with 
debentures”, 

A letter is to be written to the 
town authorities, with the request 
that it be passed on to the Munici- 
pal Board, pointing out the vast ex- 
penditures the town is having dur- 
ing the next year or so, and asking 
that the 25-year term be recon- 
sidered,

Revision Alters 
Famous Passage 


A new revised yersion of the New 
Testament changes one of the best- 
known phrases in the world. 


“Glory to God in the Highest, and 
on Earth Peace, Goodwill toward 
men” js corrected to “Glory to God 
in the Highest, and on Earth peace 
among men with whom he Is pleas- 
ed.” The new version js put out by 
a group of learned United States 
scholars who are experts on the 
translation of the ancient greek 
text of the New Testament. 

One expert says the revision of 
the verse is one of many found 
necessary in the New Testament to 
bring the book into language that 
men; women and children today can 
better understand. He says the 
King James version—while it will 
always maintain its supreme place 
in English literature— had about 
200 English words and phrases used 
in the sense “that they no longer 
convey to the reader.” 

He adds there also is some “bad 
grammar” in the King James vers- 
fon. And that the Church Scotland 
{s one of the pioneers in demanding 
that the King James version be re- 
vised.

Don’t Think H-Bomb Will 
. Improve Russia's Disposition 


A British United Press Feature 

The betting at Lake Success is 
that president Truman’s decision 
to go ahead with the hydrogen 
bomb won’t make the Russians any 
easier to get along with. 

Moscow's delegates are expected 
to be as obdurate as ever about get- 
ting down to drafting a real pro- 
gram for international control of 
both uranium and hydrogen bombs. 

But in Europe, the instant reac- 
tion to Mr. Truman's announcement. 
was that heaven and earth must 
be moved to reach agreement with 
the Russians to outlaw or control 
this terrible new weapon. 

The emphasis all is on control. 
Professor A. M. Low, the president 
of the British Institute of Engineer- 
ing, just about summed up the 
forlorn hope of those who want 
the hydrogen bomb outlawed en- 
tirely by saying: “Only a half- 
wit would believe the bomb can be 
banned ....you might as well try to 
ban influenza,” 

Low said he belieyed the United 
States would make a hydrogen 
bomp long before Russia can and a 
Dutch physicist Professor ©. J. 
Bakker, thinks the first American 
hydrogen bomb wiJl be made this 
year. 

Only one spokesman in Europe 
thought Mr. Truman’s announce- 
ment would have any effect at all. 
Professor Max Laue of Gottingen 
University in Germany said he be- 
lieved the announcement would 
have a pacifying effect in the 
cold war. 

British, French and American 
Communist spokesmen generally 
started a clamor to outlaw the new 
bomb before the first one is made. 

One famous British Liberal Daily, 
‘The Manchester Guardian, also rai- 
sed the hope that the bomb would 
be outlawed. The Guardian said 
hopefully that President Truman’s 
announcement implied his willing- 
ness to stop the hydrogen bomb 
program at once if a suitable agree- 
ment for international control is 
obtained, 

British editors agreed generally 
that Mr. Truman had to decide to 
@o ahead with the hydrogen bomb 
--that not to do so would haye been 
terrible and willful neglect, Lord 
Beaverbrook’s Imperlaist London 
Daily Express complained that the 
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announcement dramatizes the fact 
that Britain not oniy {is not going to 
make a hydrogen bomb but has not 
yet made a uranium bomb of her 
own. 

The Beaverbrook paper which does 
not even like American Financial 
help for Britain, goes on to say 
that Britain stands unprepared a- 
gainst the menace of the atom 
bomb and the hydrogen bomp alike. 

One member of the Japanese 
Parliament, now in Boston, said 
the Japanese were very thankful 
the United States had the hydro- 
gen bomb and not some other. coun- 
try. The Japanese politician also 
had a pithy answer to the question 
of whether atomic weapons arouse 
more hate than other methods of 
war, He said --“The people killed by 
the A-bomb are no deader than 
those killed by the iricendiaries.” 

Comment at Lake Success was 
that the Russians were not amen- 
able to reason in the years when 
they had no atomic bomb at all so 
they are not likely to become so 
merely because the American hy- 
drogen bomb will be more powerful 
than any atomic bomb tHe Soviets 
may have, 

And those military experts in 
both Europe and the United States 
who believe the Russian atomic 
bomb cancels out the American 
atomic bomb didn’t appear to 
think the hydrogen bomb had up- 
set their theory. They still were say- 
ing the United States should build 
more tanks and guns and put less 
effort into atomic weapons if it 
can't reach a definite overall set- 
tlement wth the Russians, 

Meanwhile: just to refresh our 
memory. The situation in the stale- 
meated U-N atomic energy negoti- 
ations is this -- 

First the majority plan calls for 


| international ownership and operat- 


ion of all atomic installations from 
minng or uranium to the finish- 
ed bomb, The Russian plan insists’ 
on national ownership and operat- 
fon. 

Second, the majority plan calls 
for continuous inspection, while 
Russia wants inspection only at 
stated intervals -;-in this way it 
would be possible for any nation to 
prepare for the {nspection. 

Three --the United States refuses 
to destroy {ts stock of bombs until 
the International Control Agency 
is set up and working. Russia wants 
all bombs detroyed while the con- 
trol agency {s being set up, a pro- 
cess that would take several years 
and might fizzle out-- leaying the 
United State with no atomic bombs 
and no control, 

To sum up it will be interesting 
to see if the hard-boiled diplomats 
at Lake Success are right --if 


the Russians will take the hydro- 
gen bomb in their stride.

Concern {5 being felt in railroad- 
ing circles at Lindsay over the num- 
ber of layoffs which have been 
made by the Canadian National 
since the turn of the year. It is re- 
liably reported that about 41 men 
have been taken off their jobs on 
the local division because of a 
trade slowdown which is partly at- 
tributed to seasonal slackness but 
More s0 to a decline in patronage. 

Mr. EH, R, Granger, CNR agent 
at Lindsay, says he is sorry to see 
the men being forced off the job and 
js trying desperately to do some- 
thing about it. He attributes a good 
part of the slack period in Lind- 
say to competition from motor 
transport companies which, while 
taking a big toll of available freight 
and express shipments, leave hard- 
ly any money in the town. 

The Lindsay agent explains that 
the 41 men laid off here represent 
@ payroll of about $8,000 monthly. 
much of which is left in Lindsay 
in the form of business for local 
merchants, rents, taxes, board or in 
other ways which contribute to the 
economic health of the town, The 
total number employed by the 
railway before the layoffs came was 
approximately 205 and the payroll 
amounted to about $38,950 monthly. 
This doesn’t include the 25 or more 
railway pensioners who live in 
Lindsay on retirement funds built 
up through their railway service. 

Mr| Granger says the importance 
of the railways to Lindsay can- 
not be over-emphasized. “This is a 
railway town and much of its 
prosperity depends on keeping our 
men as fully employed as possible”, 
he stated. The station agent, ob- 
viously concerned over the future 
prospects, said he would like the 


press to bring home the seriousness 
of the situation to every business 
man in Lindsay. “I am sure {f they 
realize the necessity for keeping 
our railwaymen employed they will 
specify that thelr goods be shipped 
by rail when ordering,” he declared. 

“We'll do everything we can to 
make {t convenient for the business- 
men of the town to use our facili- 
ties and we belleve it will be to 
their advantage to do so”, Mr, 
Granger pointed out. “We would 
appreciate it if you would make an 
| @ppeal to the people who can use 
our services, showing them how 
necessary it is to keep rail traffic 
in and out of Lindsay at the highest 
possible level.” 

The Lindsay agent sald he could 
see nothing but the prospect of still 
more Jayoffs unless there was a 
definite response to his appeal and 
he sincerely hoped that this would 
be forthcoming. 

Rates between railways and trans- 
ports are sald to compare fayorably 
so that the cost isn’t deemed a de- 
ciding factor.

Like Smashing Eggs? 


These Girls Get Paid For it 


The usual domestic recipe for 
angel-cake calls for anywhere from 
ten to fifteen egg whites, and just 
the act of breaking so many eggs 
for one product makes the average 
housewife wince ---especially /if 
she is also wondering how she can 
use up the yolks. Up at Silverwoods, 
though, they would just shrug fif- 
teen eggs off, and go on breaking 
and separating them by the thou- 
sand, 

In a chilly basement department 
upwards of a dozen girls are em- 
ployed to do nothing but. break and 
separate eggs, three at a time, Seiz- 
ing two eggs at once, & girl will 
break the shells over a metal bar, 
drop them, 1 at a tme into a funnel 
which allows white to run through 
into a cup. Then the remaining 
white is severed from the yolk, 
which drops into another cup. When 
the third egg has been seperated, 
the three are subjected to a sniff- 
test by the operator, and the fin- 
ished products are dropped into 
waiting containers. Mr. A. McKes- 
sock, in charge of this work, says 
that at this time of year, very few 
eggs are rejected, as all are care- 
fully graded first. 

Whites and yolks go to separate 
machines for filtering and mixing. 
In the filtration process, any lin- 
gering bits of shell are removed, 
and when this is complete, the 
finished product 1s- put up into 
pails, containing the equivalent of 
15 dozen eggs. Three types of egg 
product is made, says Mr. McKes- 
sock -whites only, yolks only, and a 
combination of the two, They are 
then frozen in order to preserve 
‘them until they reach the consum- 
er. 

Bakeries are the chief users of 
broken-egg products, and Silver- 
woods say that they break accord- 
ing to contract, the present contract 
béing with a Montreal wholesale 
firm which supplies bakeries with 
necessary ingredients. 

The most fascinating part of 
this operation is the speed with 
which the girls do the manual act 
of breaking the eggs. No butter- 
fingers here, and scarcely a pause 
in the smash, smash, smash, sniff! 
routine. Mr, McKessock says the 
company pays these operators a 
bonus beyond the usual hourly 
wage for increased production, and 
that the whole department works 
hard to earn it, Egg-breaking isn’t 
for everyone, however, as there have 
been ‘girls try a hand at it, only to 
find that the odour of raw eggs 
was just too much for them. 

“Tf they can last beyond the third 
day, they become accustomed to 
it”, states Mr. McKessok, “and from 
there on, they don't even seem to 
notice it”. 


Visiting Nursing’s Place 
In Community Outlined 


By Lindsay's 

“The Victorian Order service is, 
for everyone in the community re- 
gardless of creed, race or finan- 
cial status.” So stated Miss Valda 
Howard, VON in charge of the 
Lindsay field, at the first annual 
meeting of the unit here Friday p.m. 

In her address to the meeting, 
Miss Howard stressed the import- | 
ance of visiting nursing in the| 
scheme of things today. “Visiting | 
nursing is recognized by public} 
health authorities as an essential 
part of community health service,’ 
she declared, continuing, “It is de- 
signed to assist families to meet 
emergencies in their own homes. 
There are many diseases to which 
man is heir that are not of suffic- 
fent severity to require full-time 
nursing or hospitalization and yet 
skilled nursing is needed to safe- 
guard the patient and his family. 
The Vactorlan Order nurse \en- 
deavors to meet the special require- 
ments of patients who do not need 
or cannot afford the services of a 
full-time nurse as well as those 
who for various reasons do not need 
er cannot go to hospital. One of 
the advantages of a visiting nurse 
service is that patients can be dis- 
charged from hospital sooner than 
would otherwise be advisable, thus 
reducing the cost of illness to the 
individual family and the munici- 
pality and conserving hospital beds 
for the acutely ill and emergency 
patients. The visiting nurse works 
closely with the medical profession 
and observes professional ethics dt 
all times.” 

“Nursing care 1s given to the ac- 
utely il], medical and surgical pat- 
fents, these include those with 
heart or respiratory diseases, arth> 
ritis, burns, cancer, diabetis, hae- 
maplegia and fractures. During the 
four months of operation 125 visits 
were made to patients in this group, 
not including 48 visits which were 
made to patients with cancer. These 
visits are the most time consuming 
as a bed bath is given during the 
visit and any treatments necessary 
fre carried out as ordered by the 
doctor in attendance. It is often 
necessary to demonstrate the fund- 
amentals of nursing care to mem- 
bers of the family so that the pat- 
fents will be adequately cared for 
between visits.” 

“The chronically ill, or patients 
with long term illnesses present a 
special problem. Institutional care 


is not adequate to meet the need. 
The patient must be kept happy 
and the family often have to adjust 
to caring for the chronically ill per- 
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son in the home. The Victorian 
Order nurse does what she can to 
help. Occupational therapy is being 
used a great deal to exercise the 
affected muscles and to keep the 
patient content. Teaching the pat- 
jent to knit, sew or anything that 
interests him helps on the road to 
recovery. In this group 59 visits 
were made, and it has been gratify- 
ing to see the results. Especially 
when patients suffering from a 
stroke begin to walk again and 
take an active interest once more.” 

“Besides bedside nursing a ma- 
ternity service is offered. This 
includes counselling before the 
baby comés, this is known as pre- 
natal care, attendance at the time 
of delivery and after care of moth- 
er and baby. The trend towards 
hospitalization has lessened the 
number of home deliveries and it is 
the practise here in Lindsay for 
the mothers to be confined in hos- 
pital. Often new parents are unable 
to cope with the problems present- 
ed by a new baby, so the Victorian 
Order nurse will demonstrate the 
care of the baby, the making of 
formulas and answer any anxious 
questions. Only twelve visits were 
made for pre-natal counselling. 
This counselling helps the mother- 
to-be carry out the doctor's instruc- 
tions regarding clothing, diet, rest 
and exercise, There are also prob- 
lems which present themselves es- 
pecially in regard to the new baby 
and how it will fit into the family 
life. The Victorian Order nurse 
does her best to help the family. 
She is in fact, nurse, health worker, 
counsellor and sympathetic friend.” 

"The Victorian Order service is 
for everyone in the community re- 
fardlen; of creed, race or financial 
status. The nurse responds to all 
calls and requests come from every 
source, the doctor, the family, ne{- 
ghbours, the hospital and other 
henlth and social agencies. The Vic- 
torian Order of Nurses always works 
closely with hospitals and other 
health and social agencies, The 
policy of the organization 1s to work 
under the direction of a physician 
so that care can be continued only 
if there is a doctor !n attendance. 
During the year 43 families were ad- 
mitted and 62 patients were given 
care. Altogether a total of 359 visits 
were made,” 

“The fees for the four months 
totalled $177.00. 35 per cent of the 
visits were fully paid, 30.9 per cent 
were part paid and 33.9 per cent 
were free, The free visits were 
chiefly health counselling, and most 
of the nursing visits were either 
fully or part paid,”

Damming Of The Scugog

That the question*of water has 


been plaguing Lindsay for well over 
100 years is evidenced by a history 
of Victoria County, written by Wat- 
son Kirkconnell, M. A, Last, sum- 
Mer was not the first time that 
residents from the upper reaches of 
the Scugog River and Lake Scugog 
have been in water trouble, but 125 


years ago, it was a question of 
wanting less water, rather than 
more. 


According to Kirkconnell's history 
it was William Purdy who first 
built a mill on the Scugog within 
the present Imits of the Town of 
Lindsay, Before this, the river had 
been a very shallow and narrow af- 
fair, and the nearest gristing place 
was far to the south, at “Gray’s 
Mill”, near Orono, At a place de- 
scribed as Lot 21, Concession VI, 
there were rapids by which the ri- 
ver descended some three feet, wal- 
led in by high, steep banks, and 
at the head of these rapids, Purdy, 
with his sons Jesse and Hasard 
built a mill with an authorization 
for him to grist for the neghbor- 
hood for a toll of one-twelfth, 


Four years later, the government 
granted Purdy an addtional fa- 
vour, a deed granting “to William 
Purdy, of the Township of Ops in 
the district of Newcastle, miller, 
for Lots numbers 20 and 21 in the 
6th concession of the said Town- 
ship of Ops, and that the Surveyor 
General do make such a reservation 
in the Deeds that hereafter issue 
for the Lots now overflowed by 
the mill dam as wiil secure him in 
the rights of keeping the water at 
its present height without sub- 
jecting ‘him to an acton for dam- 
(sgd)) John Birkie, Clerk of 
Executive Council.

Purdy was thus given 400 acres 
of Jand and the promise of free- 
dom from legal action from the 
scores of settlers who were already 
located upstream and whose land 
would be extensively inundated by 
the building of the dam. ‘But all 
Was not well, Not only the Scugog 
River, but East and West Cross 
Creeks and Scugog Lake as well, 
were heaped far back over their 
customary banks. All trees on this 
drowned land died, and the stag- 
nant waters grew miasmic an a 
plague of fever and ague killed off 
Scores of settlers on the farms near- 
by. 

Then , says Kirkconnell, grief 
found vent in atcion, and the whole 
bereaved countryside, from as far 
gouth as Port Perry, rose up one 
summer day in 1838, seized flint- 
locks, axes, and pitchforks, and 
marched to Purdy’s mill. An attempt 
Was made to call out the militia, 
but in vain. However, no personal 
hurt was done but the dam was 
soon hacked away and swept down 
stream on the unpent waters. 

The grievances of the settlers 
Were so genuine that the govern- 
ment made no attempt to punish 
this act of violence, 

There ts an interesting sequel to 
this one-day war over the damming 
of the Scugog. According to an old 
document, an agreement was en- 
tered into on December 18, 1843, be- 
tween Purdy and the Board~ of 
Works of the Province of Canada, a 
department set up the year before. 
By this agreement, the government 
built a dam and lock farther down 
the river on the exact site of the 
existing locks at Lindsay Street. 
Purdy was to receive the use of all 


surplus water not needed for navi-. 


gation, and in return was to pro- 
vide™all his own flumes and flume- 
heads and keep the dam in repair. 
The Board of Works, on its part, 
was to receive half an acre of land

Cost Of Living Up On Year, 
Shade Lower During Month

The cost of living rosé slightly 
during the past year, but {t drop- 
ped during the month of December. 

That's the most recent report 
from the Dominion Bureau of 
of Statistics. 

The Bureau reports that on Jan- 
uary third of this year the index 
stood at 161 even. In January of 
1949 it was 159 -decimal-six --or 
an inerease of one-decimal-four 
over the year. 

However, it dropped point five 
during the month of De - 
cember, the bureau says, mainly 
due to ar. average drop of 16 cents 
8 dozen on eggs. During the month, 
for the first time since May, 1949, 
the food {ndex was under the 200 
mark. Besides eggs, pork, lard and 
shortening also slipped during the 
month. e, 

But a five-decimal-four cents 
rafse per pound of coffee, coupled 
with increases in beef, veal, fresh 
vegetables and sugar almost equal- 
led the plunge in pork products and 
eggs. 5 

At present we are paying 59- 
point-seven per cent more money 
to liye than we did in August, 1939.

Bacon Show Will Feature 
Quinte Seed Fair Here 


Victoria County hog producers are 
being offered the opportunity to 
show the quality of the animals 
they raise for market, at a com- 
petition to take place at the Quinte 
District Seed Fair, being held here, 
next month, 

The Livestock Service of the Do- 
minion Department of Agriculture 
is sponsoring this competition in 
conjunction with the Seed Fair, the 
Victoria County Hog Producers As- 
sociation and Canada Packers Li- 
mited. Each township {1s being invi- 
ted to submit five hog carcasses for 
entry in the competition, which 
will be judged first on a township 
basis, and finally »n an individual 
basis. The actual entry from each 
township will consist of four ani- 
mals, but the fifth 1s required in 
case of injury. Only one carcass 1s 
to be accepted from a single 
(producer. Department of Apjri- 
culture officers will judge the en- 
tries on the basis of suitability for 
the Wiltshire export trade. 


Canada, Packer, Peterborough 
will slaughter, dress and cure the 
animals, for which they are offer- 
ing cash prizes: The carcasses re- 
main their property, and will be 
paid for at market prices. According 
to Agricultural Representative Le- 
roy Brown, the animals must be ma- 
ture for market by March 1, when 
they should welgh, from 195 to 200 
pounds, When the live animals’ are 
picked ‘up for delivery to Canada 
Packers, they are to be tatooed as 
identification for the competition, 

According to Mr. Brown, this 
competition should provide a great 
deal of interest among loca} pro- 
ducers, They will be able to see just 
how their animals are graded, and 
perhaps the reason why some are 
not grading out as well as would 


seem probable when they are “on 


the hoof", It will show them, as 
well, how they can improve the 
quality of animals they are sending 
to the market.

Indicted on the murder count 1s 
25-year-old Joseph Byrnes. He 
has been remanded to February 
ninth for preliminary hearing. He 
appeared in Peterborough police 
court this morning, tired and be- 
whiskered and strode past his 
shooked wife without looking at her. 
The whole thing was a tragic hang- 
over from an Impromptu Saturday 
night drinking party. 


Peterboro detectives reconstructed 
the slaying this way. Byrnes became 
tired and annoyed when the party 
at his south end home dragged on 
into Sunday’s early hours. He 
thought a shot from the 1890-yin- 
tage rifle would sober up his guests 
so he could tell them to go home, 


A split second after the roar of 
the Spandau, the ten men and wo- 
men partying in his small wartime 
house froze in horror. The silence 
was broken by the scream of Mrs. 
Kendry—2g6 year old mother of two 
children. She fell to the floor and 
died seconds later. Her dancing 
partner and escort at the party—25 
year old Harold Frost—reeled as 
the slug emerged from Mrs. Ken- 
dry's body and glanced off his 
stomach, He was not seriously in- 
jured and the bullet spent itself in 
the floor.

Best Defense 


The President of the Teachers 
College of Columbia University says 
democracy is a very fragile form of 
government. 

The president --Dr. William F. 
Russell --spoke at the annual ban- 
quet of the Ontario Secondary 
School Teachers’ Federation in 
Toronto Saturday night. And he 
told the teachers that society needs 
to counter attack those who attack 
democracy to keep it from perish- 
ing from the earth, 

Dr. Russell sald democracy has 
only one sure weapon --education, 
And he added that this education 
does not mean only in schools and 
colleges but all the agencies that 
control the human mind. 

The president of the teachers 
college said school courses in citi- 
zenship often fall short of the de- 
sired goal, He sald lectures and 
books are not enough to teach 
citizenship but that the theories 
must be demonstrated and practic- 
ed. 

Dr. Russell pointed out that Com- 
munists spare no efforts to em- 
phasize democracy’s record in slums 
discrimination, intolerance, poverty, 
ill health and unemployment. And 
he said this should be counteracted 
In the schools by bringing the re- 
cord of liberty and individual op- 
portunity to the children,

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WATER BOARD WILL GAIN SUPPORT 
BY UTILIZING AVAILABLE RESOURCES 

Water users in Lindsay were interested in learn- 
ing recently that the Water Commission was increas- 
ing the pumping capacity of the well in Victoria Park. 
Present plans call for stepping up the output of the 
well by about 50 per cent which will greatly augment 
present supplies and afford the town a greater margin 
of safety in the event of an emergency. Peak demands 
last summer and fall reached something over 1,000,000 
gallons daily and with the increased pumpage at the 
park well, total output of the river and well would 
amount to approximately 1, 900,000 gallons in any 24- 
hour period, While it is not likely that such a maxi- 
mum demand would be placed on the system in the 
immediate forseeable future, it is evident that the 
potential maximum output would give the town a fair 
margin of safety. 

There has been some objection to the milky ap- 
pearance of the water when the park well reserve is 
fed into the mains but the Water Commission is taking 
steps to overome this. They have found out that the 
white appearance of the water is caused by air in it 
and a scheme is being worked out now to remove the 
air at the well. Failing this it is planned to pump the 
water from the well up to the stand pipe near the 
hospital and mix it with regular supplies there. This 
would have the twofold effect of removing the air 
and cooling the total supply by several degrees which 
would in turn lend to improve its flavor. It might be 
noted that well water is usually graded very hard, 
whereas river and lake water is generally relatively 
soft, thus when the two are combined something near 
an ideal all-purpose product is obtained. This should 
be the case at Lindsay by drawing on the two sources 
of supply, 

The Water Commission is to be commended for 
tapping all available resources to improve the local 
supply of water pending a closer examination of future 
requirements. They are able to pay for the local ex- 
pansion out of available funds whereas such develop- 
ments as the proposed Cameron Lake scheme would 
cost many thousands of dollars and the taxation bur- 
den might prove a real hardship and not be merited 
in a quiet period of development. At some future date 
it may be very necessary and likewise it may be pos- 
sible to do the job for a lot less money. 

Meanwhile the present filtration plant, with the 
addition of auxiliary supplies from the park well which 
would have the effect of relieving the demand on the 
equipment, may last for considerable time yet. The 
spirit of conservation is commendable and is to be 
encouraged. Further expansion and the necessity for 
seeking outside supplies of water, plus the need for 
a new filtration plant can be determined in the light 
of future developments.

GO IN AND SIT DOWN 

Complaints are heard in. some quarters that there 
is no place to sit down and wait until court opens 
since the police station has been moved to the fire hall. 
A closer look at the facts seem to indicate that this is 
not the case at all. 

Police Courts, when they are held at the Town 
Hall, are held in the Council Chambers and this large 
room is usually open quite early in the morning. There 
is nothing to prevent any person desiring to rest’ while 
court officials assemble, from going in and picking a 
moderately comfortable seat from among the 100 or 
so which are to be found there. Perhaps the reason 
this complaint was born comes of the fact that there 
is some misunderstanding about the right of a per- 
son to enter the court prior to court convening. So far 
as can be learned, anyone is at liberty to enter the 
room previous to court opening and occupy one of the 
seats set aside for courtroom spectators. 

The moral then: Next time you go to listen to a 
session of Police Court, walk into the Council Cham- 
bers or Court Room and take a seat. Unless you 
happen to pick one reserved for the magistrate, other 
authorities or witnesses, it is not likely you will have 
any difficulty hanging onto it. 

The only time this routine would be upset would 
be in the case of a closed court at which time all people 
other than those involved in the case are dismissed 
from the court room, 


MUNICIPALITIES WILL HAVE 
TO ASSERT THEMSELVES 

Lindsay is again involved in negotiations with the 
Ontario Municipal Board oyer the term of a debenture 
issue which is proposed to finance the construction 
of additions to the Town’s public and high schools, 
The Board of Education wants the term to be 25 
years so as to spread the tax burden over a greater 
number of ratepayers but the Ontarlo Municipal Board, 
a non-elected body, says it is only prepared to auth- 
orize a 20-year debenture Issue. At the same time the

Antihistaminic Drugs Break Up a 
> Cold Early 

One of the great problems in in- 
dustry is the great loss of time 
caused by the common cold. For 
Many years various methods of 
breaking up a cold, before it gets a 
real hold on the patient, have been 
investigated. Most of these me- 
thods have not been successful. 

A course of treatment which may 
bé Of great help in breaking up 
the common cold early is reported 
in “Industrial Medicine,” by Dr. 
J. M. Brewster, from investigations 
ata United States Navy Compound. 
Drugs to counteract histamine 
which is manufacturered by the 
body were tried. Among these were 
benadryl, pyribenzamine, pyrani- 
samine and others, The usual drugs 
codéine and papaverine, were tried 
in another group or control series. 
A total of 572 patients were treat- 
ed. 

A cold was considered to have 
been broken up or cured when all 
signs and symtoms disappeared 
within 24 hours of the beginning of 
the treatment. All symtoms were 
aborted in 19 of 21 patients in 
whom treatment with antihistam- 
inic drugs was begun within the 
first hour after the onset of the 


symptoms, and in 48 of 55 patients | 


treated within two hours of the 
onset. 

One hundred and sixteen of 156 
patients who received treatment 
within six hours and 165 of 234 pa- 
tients who received treatment 
within 12 hours of the onset, were 
also cured. Thus, as in other ail- 
ments, the treatment is more ef- 
fective the earlier it is given. The 
results obtained by the usual form 
of treatment (codeine papaverine) 
were much less favorable than those 
obtained by the antihistamine 
drugs. 

Two or three doses of the anti- 
histaminic drugs at four-hour in- 
tervals are enough to stop the 
symptoms in 90 per cent of the 
cases, if treatment is given within 
@ few hours after the first symp- 
toms of the cold appear. 

Dr. Brewster believes that the 
number of colds will be reduced 
when the antihistaminic drugs get 
rid of the sneezing, coughing and 
profuse’ discharge from the nose 
which is now left invisably on door 
Imobs faucet handles, handrails 
; and in the air. 


New Treatment Fo: Bronchial 
Asthma 

For many years the treatment 
for an attack of asthma has been 
the injection of 10 to 15 minims 
(drops) of adrenalin (epinephrine) 
under the skin. Lately we have 
been hearing and reading about the 
satisfactory resulks obtained in 
both asthma and hay fever by use 
of the drug benadryl, of which I 
have written several times, 

As most of us are aware, it is the 
histamine jn the body that causes 
us to be sensitive or allergic to 
various substances such a food, 
feather, furs, pollen of plants and 
house dust. For this reaon, research 
physicians haye been using newly 
discovered antihitaminic prepar~ 
atons to overcome the histamine in 
the system. Among these antihis- 
taminics is benadryl, 

In “The Southern Medical Jour- 
nal,” Dr. L. L, Friedman Teports 
that acute attacks of bronchial 
asthma were easily stopped, reduc- 
ed in frequency and severity or 
prevented entirely by aerosol bena- 
dryl administered by means of a 
hand bulb nebulizer. Each aerosol 
treatment consisted of 10 to 16 
drops benadryl solution (steri- 
Benadryl), The 12 patients studied 
ranged in age from four to 43 years. 
Nine patients studied ranged in 
age from four to 43 years. Nine 
patients had previously been treat- 
ed with systematically administer- 
ed antihistaminics and in  seyen 
caseés~ treatment had failed. The 
other two patients had obtained de- 
cided relief from both aerosol and 
benadryl taken by mouth, Thése 
patients, including one who had 
suffered from asthma for 25 years, 
had had no previous antihistaminic 
treatment of arty type. 

All of the 12 patients benefited 
from treatment with nebulized 
benadryl aerosol Acute attacks of 
asthma were stopped with as little 
as seven to elght minims of the 
aerosol, Treatment, by this method 
either prevented attacks of asthma 
entirely or lengthened the time be- 
tween attacks, When attacks did 
occur, they were milder, 

The attack is usually stopped 
with’ 10 minutes, and difficult 
breath and wheezing is promptly 
stopped. Mucous plugs become more 


watery and useless, exhausting 
cough becomes looser and brings 
up the mucous plug much sooner, 
It is now a fact that benadryl 
has attained high standing in the 
treatment of asthma, 


Hearing Aidg 

Just why so many people are 
willing to put on glasses to improve 
or correct vision and are unwilling 
to use aid, to improve their hearing 
is somewhat hard to understand, 
Fortunately, once a hard-of-hear- 
ing individual has been suitably fit- 
ted with a hearing aid, he gets 
so much more out of life that he 
becomes willing to use his hearing 
aid anywhere and always. Unfor- 
tunately, however, when he pays a 
good price for a hearing aid which 
does not give satisfaction in im- 
proving his hearing, nor in the 
necesst wear and tear, he is apt 
to discard the hearing ald and 
never try another one. 

Just where the blame rests for 
Jack of satisfaction is hard to say, 
but persistence on the part of the 
patient is always needed, and, in 
the great majority of cases, a well- 
fitted hearing aid that overcomes 
his hearing difficulty, keeps out 
noise is comfortable to wear and not 
expensive to maintain, is obtainable 
by patience on the part of the 
physician and hearing expert or 
the patient himself. 

In “Annals of Ear, Nose, and 
Throat,” Dr. Gordon Berry, Wor- 
cester, Mass., states that since the 
war the use and production of hear- 
ing devices have advanced sharply. 
With a well-fitted instrument, a 
gain of 40 to 50 decibels is now pos- 
sible in contrast to 30-decibel im- 
provement, considered excellent af- 
ter an operation which provides a 
; Dew method of sending sound to 
the brain, A decibel is the smallest 
sound that can be heard by the hu- 
man ear, 

Because of the noises that occur 
in war, the Army has studied loss 
of hearing and best methods of re- 
storing all or part of it. They have 
been able to teach the management 
of a new hearing aid in four to six 
weeks by army and VA methods. 
The owner learns to read lip, and 
listens to instruments and the spok- 
en voice (with and without back- 
ground noise) and voices on the 
telephone, General conyersations 
are carried on during active sports, 
social gatherings and dancing. 

Civilians should haye their hear- 
ing tested and ears examined by a 
specialist who can then prescribe 
the type of hearing aid with the 
amount and kind of aid necessary 
to bring the hearing to its best 
Possible condition.

CONTROLLING HIGH 
BLOOD PRESSURE 


As high blood pressure is the 
cause of most of heart stroke 
(coronary thrombosis) and brain 
stroke (apaplexy), physicians try 
to caution patients about the risks 
| they run if they are careless, and 
point out how they can live safely 
w! 4 high blood pressure as long, 
or nearly as long, as if they had 
normal pressure. 

Besides being giyen medicines to 
quiet and relax the blood vessels and 
rest the entire body, these pat- 
jents are put on a low salt diet, 
must avold tobacco and must not 
allow themselves to become over- 
weight. 

In “The Canadian Medical Asso- 
ciation Journal,” Dr. E, Maurice 
Heller states that, obesity (over- 
weight) is usually, but not always, 
one of the associated causes of high 
blood pressure, “but so often the 
blood pressure drops significantly 
and even becomes normal and re- 
mains 80 if welght is kept within 
normal limits.” As long as the 
patient is overweight, nerve cut- 
ting should not be done, as reduc- 
tion of weight may be all that is 
necessary to bring blood pressure 
down to safe limits. 

Other methods of reducing blood 
Pressure before surgery {is used aré 
rest, sedation {quieting of nerves 
with certain drugs) and psycho- 
therapy (common sense advice as 
to why pressure is up and how it 
can be reduced.) This method 
can best be followed in a hospital, 
but can be followed to a consider-, 
able extent outside the hospital, the 
patient reporting to the physician's 
office at regular intervals, 

Dr. Heller points out the well- 
known fact that the emotional ele- 
ment, even in some cases where 
there are real underlying causes 
for high blood pressure, is very im- 
portant and, that by helping the pa- 
tient to acquire emotional control 
alone, the high blood pressure may 
entirely disappear. The effect of 
emotion on the body mechanism 
should be explained to the patient 
in simple terms and he should be 
instructed how to alter his daily 
routine. By showing him how his 
blood pressure drops when he rest’ 
and relaxes, and assuring him tha

COMPLICATIONS OF 
SHINGLES DELAY RECOVERY 

One of the commonest skin ail- 
ments, which is really believed to 
be a virus (tiny organism) infec- 
tion ofthe neryous System is Herpes 
Zoster or shingles, as it is usually 
called. There is no special treatment. 
needed, as shingles runs its own 
course. 

The outstanding point about 
shingles is that it runs a course of 
four to six weeks, and then clears 
up. The patient is assured that he 
will never haye a second attack, 
just as in such diseases as typhoid 
and scarlet fever. 

There are, however, many suf- 
ferers with shingles who will tell 
you that their particular attack last 
ed for months, not weeks, and that 
they have had more than one at- 
tack. 

Skin and nerve specialists state 
that the reason some cases last for 
fnonths and second attacks occur is 
because the patient, by scratching 
the skin, infects it with other or- 
ganisms which, of course, delay re- 
covery. These other organisms des 
crease the power or effect of the 
shingles organism, so that its ef- 
fects on thé body are not suffic- 
ient to arouse enough body resist- 
ance to prevent another attack of 
shingles. 

In “The Journal of Neurology, 
Neurosurgery and Psychiatry,” 
London, Drs, C. W. M. Whitty and 
A. M. Cook, describe three patients 
with shingles, all of whom showed 
Myelitis (inflammation of the spin- 
al cord) as a complication. Two of 
these cases had several attacks of 
shingles in different locations in 
the body over a period of two or 
three months, thus showing a dif- 
ference-from the usual behavior of 
the Zoster or shingles virus which 
confers lifelong immunity by a 
single attack. The third patient. had 
a zoster infection brought on by in- 
jury to. the fifth nerve, Sometimes 
subsequent attacks are brought on 
by injury in the form of a growth 
Such as cancer or tuberculosis. 

Should shingles occur, have the 
patient try to avoid scratching the 
eruption, and should the attack be 
prolonged, have the family physic- 
jan consulted in an endeavor to 
prevent complications or treat any 
complications which may be pres- 
ent.

Soil Structure And Sheet Erosion 

How often haye you heard a 
farmer say after a rain that his 
fteld of cate looked as though a 
steam roller had gone over his 
field? By a little figuring you could 
show him that the energy of that 
rainfall was much greater than a 
steam roller. It works out like this: 
Imagine an inch of rainfall spread 
over one acre and that the ra{n- 
fall was composed of medium sized 
drops (8 1-2 drops would be one 
inch wide) falling with velocity of 
17 m.p.h. That volume of water has 
about the same energy as a 9 ton 
truck travelling 60 mph. states 
L. R. Webster Soil Specialist at 
the Ontario Agricultural College 

Unless the soil has some prot- 
ective covering the loss of soil by 
erosion 1s going to be tremendous. 
Furthermore the water will not 
enter the soll to be available for 
succeeding crops, Since it {s not 
always possible to have the soil 
protected by a crop then tne {m- 
portance of good tilth or good 
structure becomes evident. 

A wil with a good structure Is 
open spongy, will not smear over 
with a little rain or, in other words, 
the water soaks in rather than run- 
ning off and carrying away topsoil. 
A good soll structure will stand up; 
the granules will not collapse un- 
der {rnpacts equal to the 9 ton truck 
at 60 m.p.h. Buch a soll ts easier to 
work, is well ventilated and, if the 
plant food and weather are right, 
will produce a worthy crop. 

Soils have to be prepared in a 
structural way to withstand the 
beating action of thousands of 
raindrops. A good structure just 
does not happen; it is planned 
for. The better farmers use a soil 
building crop rotation to be as- 
sured a good soll structure and a 
productive soil. The soil condition 
after a two or three-year old sod 
fs highly desirable; {t is able to 
withstand heavy rainfalls, It is 
advisable to grow corn after a sod 
crop and take advantage of a good 
soll structure to control erosion,

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They're Out to Double U.S. $ale$

New York—(NEA)—Britain, out 
to bolster its economy with higher 
dollar earnings, is learning how to 
huckster its goods in this country 
in the lively style of the native 
American salesman. 

More and more often, you, can 
spot ads for British products in U. 
S. magazines. One has recently been 
carrying about 50 per cent more of 
such linage than a year ago. Single 
firms that can't afford the steep 
advertising bill for national or re- 
gional spreads frequently combine 
to foot the cost in joint campaigns. 

Six English biscuit companies ad- 
opted that plan. Another tie-up 
brings together producers of fcod. 
candy and high grade department 
store merchandise. This group has 
a sales force that visits nearly 70 U. 
S. cities several times a year, set- 
ting up big temporary showrooms to 
display British wares. 

To get the kind of distribution 

it wanted, a firm in Britain has in- 
vested millions of dollars in the sal- 
es corporation of ene of America’s 
oldest motorcycle manufacturers. 
Hence the U. S. concern is now sell- 
ing a full line of British motor- 
cycles, 
Even Punch, the famed English 
humor magazine, is trying to lure 
American subscribers. Says a cir- 
cular: “It (Punch) may be a bit 
different from the American idea 
of the comic, but it scores mighty 
high in your laughmeter.” 

For years the British standbys in 
the U. S. market have been Scotch 
whiskey, woolens, linens, cotton 
goods, pottery, textile machinery, 
motor cars, men’s clothing accessor- 
ies, phonograph records. But now 
Britons are plugging lawn mowers, 
bikes, hand tools, a wide range of 
machinery, electric shavers, ball 
point pens, plum puddings, and ale. 

At the recent national motor- 
boat show in New York, British 
firms sold more than 15 cruisers 
and several marine engines. Prize 
sale was a diesel engine to the pres- 
ident of the U. S. manufacturers’ 
group sponsoring the show. A can- 
~ny salesman proudly blazoned. the 
buyer's name on the engine as a 
challenge to his U.S. competitors 
across the aisle. 

Although some of these selling 
efforts have been going on for 
Many months. Britain’s 30 per cent 
devaluation of the pound on Sept. 
19, 1949, gave a big push to the 
drive for dollars. Price tags on 
British goods dropped five to 30 
per cent and currently average 10 
per cent under predevaluation fig-

After tumbling to dangerous lows 
last summer, Britain’s monthly ex- 
ports to the U. S, have now climb- 
ed back to a level slightly above the 
respectiable monthly average for 
the full year 1948. New York, Bost- 
on and San Francisco are the chief 
takers in this country. But British 
sales in Texas and other California 
cities are picking up and other 
western areas are showing interest. 


Britain wants to double or triple 
its American sales. But it isn’t out 
to flood our markets. Its target is 
equal only to about one per cent of 
yearly U. S. output. Devaluation 
was admittedly a big spur. Yet for 
the long pull Britons are banking on 
other things—like copying the en- 
ergetic tactics of America’s huckst+ 
ers. 

Key to the present campaign is 
Britain’s network of 28 consulates 
dotting the U.S. All are today bus- 
ily engaged in beating the bushes 
for business. Four—in New York, 
Chicago, New Orleans and San 
Francisco—are especially equipped 
for the job. 

Each of these has a superintesid- 
ing trade consul, who is a foreign 
service man, and a commercial ad- 
viser, usually a young but well- 
trained British businessman. They 
sound out the market in their areas. 

A sporting goods maker may be 
told he'll have to change the fish- 
ing equipment he produces for 
Spain if he wants to interest 
Rocky Mountain trout anglers. A 
potter is advised not to offer sou- 
thern customers the same plate de- 


signs that sell in New England. A 
clothing manufacturer learns he 
must use bright colors to catch 
the eye of outdoor-living California 
and Florida. 

Motor car and motorcycle makers 
discover they have to provide good 
spare parts service to win and hold 
markets in America. (The British 
now claim they can match the parts 
replacement speed of the smaller 
U. S. producers.) 

Overseeing Britain’s campaign in 
this country is a “minister com- 
mercial” at the embassy in Wash- 
ington. And until recently a weal- 
thy textile maker named Neville 
Blonde was dashing from coast to 
coast as a British salesman-extra- 
ordinary. 

He drummed up millions of dol- 
lars of trade as he ferreted out 
markets for all kinds of goods and 
services. Typical example: he read 
one spring day in 1948 that flood- 
Tayaged Portland, Ore., was short 
of cement to repair broken dams. 
A telephone call to Portland, an- 
other to Sir Stafford Cripps in Lon- 
don, and seyera] cement-laden Bri- 
tish ships were diverted in mid- 
ocean to Portland. It meant $800,- 
000. 

Mauufacturers aren't forced to 
make items that are salable in the 
U. S. But various controls exert 
heavy pressure. The producer who. 
tries for the American market gets 
first call on raw materials, mach- 
inery, manpower. The investment 
of sizable dollar sums may be ap- 
proved when it looks like the pay- 
off in dollars “will be large. 


Once He Paid to Throw Them Away; 
Now He Seeks Vintage °28 Video Set

Long Island City, N.Y.—(NEA)— 
If you've got a 22-year-old televis- 
fon receiver lurking in your attic, 
Isadore Goldberg would be very 
taterested in"hearing from you. 

It may come as a shock to learn 
fhat television is that ancient, but 
regular daily telecasts were carried 
{n 1928. Goldberg !s the man res- 
ponsible for making the early re- 
ceivers and- putting on the early 
programs. Now he'd like to find one 
of his old sets, 

“I betcha I must haye paid to 
have the darn things thrown away 
in “29", he says. “If I’d kept up 
those programs, I'd have - gone 
broke.” 

It was on August 15, 1928, that 
a New York newspaper carried a 
small story of the event, under the 
headline, “PEOPLES IMAGES TO 
BE CARRIED ON RADIO.” 

Goldberg, president of Pilot Rad- 
io Corp., has been in radio since 
1908, when he began fiddling around 
with cat's whiskers receivers and 
started a mail-order business for 
the early radio amateurs. 

The idea of transmitting pictures 
through the air {s an old one, but 
Goldberg says, “I was the only dope 


who was dopey cnough to keep go- 
/ 


ing.” His chief engineer in 1928, 
John Geloso, perfected a system 
based on the “Nipkow Disk," which 
was developed as early as 1882. 

This was-a mechanical, rather 
than electronic, method of transmit- 
ting images. It was a mechanical 
scanning system which directed the 
picture into units and then recom- 
posed it. 

The screen on those 1928. televis- 
jon receivers was 14 Inches square. 
To produce that image, a disk 30 
inches in diameter was needed, For 
a sereen of 10 inches, a normal- 
sized one today, the disk would 
haye to be about 16% feet in di-

ameter, a trifle large fore the aver- 
age Iving room. 

Another problem which made the 
1928 receiver uncommercial was 
that the disk at the transmitter 
and the disk at the receiver had to 
be rotating at exactly the same 
speed. The slightest yarlation and 
the sereen went blank. 

Actually, the poor commercial 
possibilities of the development 
were not, what made Goldberg quit. 
After four or five months of dally 


telecasts, with an hour in the af- 
ternoon and another in the evening, 
he decided to mové his plant to 
Lawrence, Mass,, and the whole 
thing was dropped, 

His company didn’t manufacture 
receivers in 1928. It sold plans and 
parts to amateurs. For $100, a per- 
son could get the works. About 500 
such kits were sold. 

The early telecasts were recely- 
ed favorably by the press. “The im- 
ages were not perfect, but they 
were readily recognizable,” wrote 
a Lewiston Me., reporter who had 
witnessed a telecast, 

Programs consisted mainly of 
singers and instrumentalists, They 
were transmitted from Coytesville, 
N. J., now Fort Lee. The person to 
be televised sat in a booth facing 
three large photo-electric cells ar- 
ranged in a triangle on a wooden 
frame, In the center was a six 
inch opening for the camera. The 
camera wasn’t mobile and the sub- 
ject had to sit still or his {mage 
was lost, 

In October of 1928, the television 
gadget was shown at the Blectrical 
and Industrial Exposition at New 
York's Grand Central Palace. ‘'Vis- 
itors who wish to do so may have 
their images televised,” said a note 
in the program. Goldberg recalls 
that the lines were terrific, and 
that once police had to be called to 
stop a minor riot of persons want- 
Ing to be televised. 

“Bul mosty of them thought it 
was a fake,” he says, “They thought 
it was dohe by mirrors,” 

Television today, according to 
Goldberg, is 95 per cent perfected. 
The image, he says, 1s as clear as it 
ever will be, although minor refine- 
ments, such as elimination of 
ghosts, need to be made. 

“Only color and transmission on 
ultra high frequencies for the folks 
in the sticks, remain to be perfect- 
ed,” he says,

Supply for Shrinking Reservoirs

New York—(NEA)—Most big A- 
metican cities are sending their 
pipelines fer out into the country- 
de today to capture the huge 
stores of water they need for their 
expanding populations. 

Rig! now, New York City, the 
nation's biggest cluster of people, is 
hreatened with water rationing or 
¥ because that steady reach- 
ing out was interrupted by the war. 
But New York’s case isn’t unique 
Indianapolis had a bad scare in 
1941 and Salt Lake City was going 
dry in the mid-thirties. Miami once 
feared creeping underground sea 
would ruin {ts fresh water re- 


And among the 12,000 communit- 
jes totally dependent on ground 
ater supplies are many which to- 
y face an early end to their ec- 
onomic growth — or even a loss of 
present strength—because water re- 
sources are endangered. 

It’s the high-paced life the cit- 
les are leading that accounts part- 
ly for the squeeze many are in. 
They're breeding urban-minded 
folk who too often. regard water as 
inexhaustible — available always at 
the turn of a tap. Cities are trem- 
endous wasters of water. 


Most sizable communities like- 
are industrial centers, and 
American industry at the mid-cen- 
tury mark js relying more heavily 
on water in its work. By itself the 
biggest user of water except in the 
irrigation West, manufacturing con- 
sumes nearly two-thirds of city 
supplies as well. 

Factories fan out and multiply, 

and theatres put in water- 
devouring air conditioners, home 
owners and apartment dwellers in- 
stall washing machines, dishwash- 
automatic sprinklers. It all adds 
to cuty use about 10 and a half 
lion gallons of water a day, three 
underground stores and the 
rest from surface sources. 
The cities, of course, are far from 
lone. Menaced by shrinking res- 
, farms may be abandoned or 
never started, factories moved or 
never built. But plainly no city of 
any size intends to let itself become 
ghost town for lack of water. 

Take New York. Present reser- 
voirs, drawing from mountains and 
rolling country on either side of 
the Hudson river to the north, yield 
s] ly less than the one billion, 
milion gallons the city was us- 
ing daily before current conservat- 
began. An extremely dry year 
ut reserves to @ 90-day supply. 


ARE AMERICA’S 
WELLS RUNNING DRY? 

Symbolic of the nation’s grow- 
ing water crisis that has prompted 
President Truman to order a special 
survey Is this Ohio farmer, search- 
ing out wells with a divining rod 
he claims has worked for 60 years. 
More scientific is the search by 
thirsty U. S. cities, told in the last 
of four enlightening dispatches on 
this winter's water shortage in the 
East.

But the city is spendi $400,000,- 
000 on a project to tap tributaries of 
the Deleware river farther west and 
add 540 million gallons a day by 
1956. Meanwhile it is speeding a 
plan to take 100 million gallons 
daily out of the Hudson upstream of 
the point where it becomes badly 
polluted and mixed with sea water. 
Other stop-gaps may be needed 


Experts figure that even the Del- 
gware project won't be enough af- 
ter 1960. An interstate commission 
now is framing a program for a 
series of costly dams on the Dela- 
ware’s main stem. New York would 
then be out of danger for 50 to 100 
years. 

“Water crisis” and Los Angeles 
always haVe seemed to go t 
er. Yet except for severe ground 
water depletion that hurts indus- 


A 


try, the booming southern Califor- 
nia metropolis has no immediate 
problem. Years ago it fought for 
and won a 240 mile aqueduct bring- 
ing down Owens valley water from 
the lee of the high Sierras. Now it 
siphons added billions of gallons 
from the Colorado river 300 miles 
east of Los Angeles. 

The city is using only 16 per cent 
of its Colorado river quota. Its rac- 
ing expansion can go forward for 
several decades before .the critical 


* poinf is reached. So when Los An- 


geles shouts “shortage” today, it is 
thinking far ahead. 

High on the city’s future book 
are two proposals: to get water 
from the Columbia river more than 
1000 miles north (by a system of 
water trades with closer areas), and 
to de-salt the sea water available 
{n endless abundance at its shore. 

The Bureau of Reclamation al- 
ready is studying the Columbia riv- 
er plan to determine how practical 
it might be. 4 

As for distilling ocean water, the 
Navy did it on a small scale in 
World War I. Efficiency of the pro- 
cess has been boosted eight times 
since the beginnings. But it is still 
too costly for any but special or em- 
ergency 

Congress is being urged, how- 
ever, to authorize research and may 
vote funds*this year. A cheap meth- 
od of distilling salt water clearly 
would revolutionize the outlook not 
only for Los Angeles but for all cost- 
al cities. 

Fast-growing Houston, already 
looked at in the story on indust- 
rial water, is on the shortage list 
neainly because of its heavy reliance 
on diminishing ground reserves, As 
it turns to ample unused surface 
supplies farther out, its problems 
will ease. 

A random sampling of other shor- 
tage spots might include Newark 
and Atlantic City, NJ.; Savannah, 
Ga.; Peoria, I.; Cincinnati and 
nearby industrial valleys in Ohio. 
There are many others. 

It is the 12,000 “ground water” 
towns that generally are most vul- 
nerable. Steadily flowing wells are 
their life. Few places can count on 
any source so reassuring as San An- 
tonfo’s great Texas well, the na- 
tion’s top producer with 25 million 
gallons daily. 


The only alternative for desper- 
ately thirsty cities in this’ huge 
group is to extend costly lines of 
pipe to distant surface supplies, just 
as sO many of the great urban cen- 
ters are doing. And there are econ- 
omic limits to this process for any 
city.

Housewives, With 55 Per Cent of Vote, Showing 
Signs of Discontent Over Sccialist Controls

London—(NEA)— There are few 
Britishers today who do not believe 
that the result of the General Elec- 
tion February 23 will depend on the 
women's vote. On that day the wo- 
men of England will have to face 
their greatest responsibility since 
they were allowed to go to the 
polls. 

It is not surprising, therefore, to 
find that both the Labor Party and 
the Conservatives have given the 

question Yong consideration and 
devoted a lot of time and effort to 
winning the women over. The elec- 
tion has superseded austerity as 
the main topic of conversation a- 
mong British housewives. 

Considering that women repres- 
ent 65 per cent of the 35 million vo- 
ters in the British Isles (this in- 
cludes Scotland, Wales and North- 
ern Ireland,) {t is easy to under- 
Stand the hopes and apprehensions 
of Sociaists and Tories. 

After all, in the final analysis, 
Who if not the women haye been 
most affected by the silent, blood- 
Jess revolution which has engulfed 
the whole nation during the past 
four-years ? 

Consider 55-year-old Mrs. Edith 
Evans, the prototype of the work- 
ingman's wife. Life offers her few 
pleasures today. 

“We were all much better of du- 
ring the war,” she admits. “Then 
we were not only sure of our ra- 
tions but knew everybody shared 

alike. Today our rations are 
much smaller. Of course there. {s 
plenty of chicken, game and fish a- 
round, as well as vegetables and 
fruit, but all at uncontrolled prices 
which are much too high for my 
housekeeping allowance. 

Were it not for the fact that the 
Evanses are caretakers of a house 
divided into two apartments, and 
that Mrs. Evans works anything

from 10 to 12 hour$ a day cleaning 
and cooking for her tenants, they.

of starvation. Evans is a baker's 


delivery man, works 10 hours.a day 
and brings home pay which ayer- 
ages 90! shillings $12.60) a week, af- 
ter deduction of income tax and in- 
surances. 

Mrs. Evans deolares emphatically 
she will not. vote for the Labor 
Party this time. 

“They haven't kept their prom- 
ises,” she points out. “Eyen ‘the 
Health Bill is a washout. My hus- 
band has now. been. waiting seven 
months for a new set of teeth and 
Heayen only knows when he will 
get it.” 

Liberal-minded Englishmen say 
there is a good deal of discontent 
among the working-class women. 
They are tired of standing in line 
for all sorts of things, tired of red 
tape and state direction. They are 
extremely. conscious of the cost of 
living index, which in mid-Janu- 
ary jumped another point.

Things are different with the 
men.

Hemophiliac’s Dream May Come True 
Because He Told ft to a Newspaper

Union City, N. J—(NEA) — For 
26 years, Robert Van der Voort has 
battled hemophilia, the bleeding 
disease for which there ts no known 
cure. For the last four years, he has 
dreamed of a way to help pthers 
who suffer from the dreaded ill- 
ness. 

Today, because the story of his 
dream was told in the New York 
World-Telegram and the Sun last 
month, Van der Voort’s hopes are 
on the way to becoming reality. 

The story of Van der Voort's 
hopeful plan that some day all 
the -victims of the cripling disease 
could be banded together and, 
through medical and soclal research 
improve methods of treatment and 
eventually find a cure. 

Van,.der Voort’s dream caught 
the eye of Robert L. Henry, pres- 
ident of Hemophilia Foundation, 
Inc., in New York, who started the 
organization wifh the same hopes 
that inspired Van der Voort’s plan. 

Before Henry could get in touch 
with Van der Voort, the Union City 
man had formed his own group — 
the New Jersey Hemophelia Soc- 
jety, back by the Union City chapt- 
er of Kiwanis, When Henry ex- 
plained, however, how merger of 
the local group with an interna- 
tional organization would speed 
the chances of making Van der 
Voort’s dream a reality, the two or- 
ganizations were merged, 

Van der Voort now is a vice pres- 
ident and on the board of trust- 
ees and executlye committee of the 
national foundation, and he works 
at these “dream jobs’ at his home 
616 Eleventh St. That 1s not all he 
does; despite his handicap, he works

when he can at embroidery and 
needlework factories, traveling a- 
bout in a. tricycle cart he designed 
for himself. 

_ Like Van der Voort=the»Hemo- 
philia Foundation believes that con- 


centrated researcn can find a cure 
for the disease, on which scientific 
progress now stands just about 
where it was 2000 years ago. Then 
{t was mainly associated with roy- 
alty, since its most famous victims 
were the Czaroyitch of Russia and 
Don Juan of Spanish royalty. 

Sub-surface bleeding leaves many 
hemophiliacs crippled at the: knees 
ankles, elbows and fingers, and the 
result often resembles polio suffer- 
ers. It strikes only males, but {it can 
strike without any previous family 
history or background of the illness, 
and has been known to skip as 
many as seven generations before 
Teappearing without warning. 

Today intense research js going 
on at the Children's Hospital, Bos- 
ton, under the direction of Dr. Louis 
K. Diamond, director of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross Blood Bank. Already 
blood fractions have been isolated 
that have been helpful for many 
hemophiliacs. 

This project has been underwrit- 
ten for one year by the Hemophilia 
Foundation, which makes no pub- 
lic appeals for funds but works 
through ciyic organizations and 
fund-granting foundations {nterest- 
ed in medical research. 

The merger that took place in 
Union City puts both the national 
foundation and Van der Voor} clos- 
er to making their dreams a reality. 
The Union City Kiwanis Olub ts 
urging the Kiwanis International 
to join the battle. 

And Van der Voort, who gets ar- 
ound a lot despite the fact he has 
to push himself in his | tricycle 
cart, is probably the hardest work-

New York—(NEA)—The boys in 
the radio business would like to 
know the answer to one little ques- 
tion: What has Arthur Godfrey 
got? 

He sings, but he Isn't a serious 
threat to Crosby. He tells pleasant 
little jobes, but nobody dies from 
excessive laughter. He emcees three 
shows, but spends most of his air 
time talking about his airplanes 
and his Virginia farm. 

According to the radio crowd, 
Godfrey’s got nothing absolutely 
nothing—except a large, loyal aud- 
fence who'd cheerfully slit the 
throat of anybody who says any- 
thing against him. 

What makes that audience 50 
large and so loyal is Godfrey's 
knack of making friends over air 
He's a male Margaret McBridge 
in that he can make himself sound 
like he’s right in the parlor, sitting 
in the best chair, gabbing with the 
foiks. 

His commercials are perfect ex- 

amples of his man-next-door tech- 
nique. Nothing highpowered, noth- 
ing persuasive, nothing flowery — 
just an easy-going, tongue-in-cheek 
ussion, 
We're offering this pot,” he'll 
=; talking about a gift offer one 
of his sponsors is making. “All you 
gotta do is send 50 cents and a box- 
top and we'll send you the pot. You 
wanna know why we're making 
this offer? The factory is short of 
box tops, that’s why.” 

His actual material, what there 
is of it, is delivered in the same 
e, It is sometimes difficult to 
when the commercials stop and 
he program begins. Which is God- 
fr diabolic scheme to get people 
to Usten to commercials. It works. 
—and the audience is happy and 
the sponsors are delirious with joy. 

His easygoing manner isn't a 
pose. He is a friendly, relaxed, in- 
formal man, He's got a big grin 
that spreads over his face in the 
morning and doesn't set until he 
goes to bed. He might even sleep 
it on. He's easy to talk to and 
to shoot the breeze with any- 


body, 


“I never want to become one of 
those stuffed shirts who hides from 
his public,” is the way he express- 
és it himself. 

While his restful pace is a delight 
to his listeners, it is—or, at least, 
it was—a pain in the kilocycles to 
the radio industry. By now the wri- 
ters and producers and technicians 
are used to it, but it still gives an 
old-style radio man the willles to 
watch Godfrey at work. 

In the first place, up unt! the 
moment he goes on the air, Arthur

For one show, Godfrey had hir- 
ed two table tennis professionals. 
Up until three hours before airtime, 
however, he didn’t know what they 
were going to do on the program. 
Then he ambled slowly onto the re- 
hearsal stage, picked up a paddle, 
and called out to his orchestra lea- 
der, Archie Bleyer, “Hey, Archie, 
did you ever play this game?” 

The two of them played table ten- 
mis for 15 minutes, knocking the 
ball back and forth and under the 
table while 50 high-salaried persons 
made cracks about their ability— 
or lack of it. And, as he played, he 
outlined the night’s stunt. When it 
came on, later that night, it was a 
polished performance, 

That's Godfrey, and be the good 
Lord willin’, he'll be around for 
quite awhile.

RECREATION’S VALUE 
IS NOT DISPUTED... 

The recent controvery over the Lindsay Arena and 
Recreation Centre has resulted in a certain amount of 
confusion in the minds of the people as to the issues 
at stake. : 

It should be pointed out that the Post has never 
at any time taken issue with the value of recreation 
to the individual, nor has it suggested that it was any- 
thing but beneficial to the community to have a rec- 
yeation-minded populace. The Post has taken, and 
will-continue to take, issue with a recreation program 
which is government sponsored and financed by grants 
from the local and provincial treasuries, which are 
built up with money from the taxpayer’s pocketbook. 

The Post is not now, nor has it ever been, opposed 
to making it possible for children to enjoy plenty of 
wholesome recreation no matter where it is to be 
found. This paper is concerhed at present with the 
methods used to control and regulate recreation by 
the provincial government through local authorities. 
It is in no way making an issue of the value of recrea- 
tion to young and old alike.

The 33-year-old Detroit truck dri- 
ver was held up while making a 
delivery at a deserted warehouse 
yesterday evening.

Police eventually came upon the 
truck . started looking for the 
driver . . .and freed him early this 
morning from his icy prison. 

The cops tried to take the near- 
frozen man to a hospital — but he 
would have none of that. Sald 
Gribble—“All I want to do Is sit 
near a hot radiator all day.” 
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Fire losses in Lindsay in 1949 tot- 
alled $41,274. This was revealed in 
the first annual report of Lindsay’s 
new police and fire chief, Arthur 
Webster. It is noted these were 
down from the year 1948 when los- 
ses totalled $69,400 and’ up from 1947 
when they only amounted to $35,- 
299. 

Prepared with neatness and clar- 
ity, the report was submitted to 
Town Council this week but was 
not read at the committee meeting. 
The statement of operations is read- 
ily followed and gives a complete 
breakdown of Lindsay's 1949 fire 
services, 

On opening the report the first 
thing which is noted is a statement 
on the types and number of fires 
and fire calls to which the brigade 
responded. 

There were 130 fire calls respond- 
ed to by the brigade in 1949 and 
they were of the following nature: 
46 dwelling fires, 51 chimney fires, 
18 grass fires, 8 car fires, one fire 
caused by a short circuit in an elec- 
tric motor, five out of town calls 
and one false alarm. In addition 
to the aforegoing brigade members 
responded to two calls re persons 
drowned. 

Monthly totals re fire losses are 
as follows: January $10,000; Febru- 
ary $1,965; March §2,646,00; April 
$2,776.00; May nil; June $3,632.00; 
July $15,212.00; August $290.00; Sep- 
tember $495.00; October nil; Nov- 
ember $1,208.00 and December $3,- 
050.00. 

Other details of the fire depart- 
ments operations are set forth as 
follows: 

Records show that 12,100 feet of 
2% inch hose and 600 feet of boos- 
ter hose were used in addition to 
such extinguishers as C.0,TWO, 
Five Gallon Water and Pyrene, etc. 

All equipment appears to be in 
good condition. 

One woman lost her life as a re- 
sult of burns; apparently her cloth- 
ing caught fire when she was at- 
tending a stove, 

Some fire prevention inspections 
Were made during the year and in 
this regard {t 4s the intention to 
reatly increase the work in this 
important phase of fire-safety. With 
the co-operation of our citizens, not, 
only are existing hazards eliminated 
but members of the Brigade become 
familiar with the buildings, better 
fitting them to fight a fire should 
one occur. 

Practice periods were carried on 
throughout the year and protec- 
tion provided at public functions, 
such as parades, dances, etc, as 
required. 

During the week of the Lindsay 
Central Exhibition the Fargo Truck 
and AR.P. pumper were stationed 
in the fair grounds from ten o'clock 
in the morning until the booths, 
midway, ete. closed at night.

‘They made a sin- 
cere appeal to the Town of Lindsay 
to increase the amount of its grant 
to the hospital.

Charged Too Much 

Mr, Al Garden, Bowlaway Lanes, 
appeared before Council to protest 
the amount he was being charged 
to operate his business. He stated 
that he was paying a fee of $135 
annually and contended that this 
Was unreasonably high in compar- 
ison with rates charged in other 
towns. He sald he was appealing 
for a reduction before he paid his 
business tax for 1950, Comparat- 
ive figures were cited as follows for 
similar establishments in’ other 
towns: Brockville $10; Pembroke 
$55; Barrie $80; Mimico $44; New 
Toronto $50; Fort Erle $45; Pres- 
ton $80; Weston $28 Welland $80: 
Midland $80; Waterloo $45 and 
Galt $65. Mr. Garden said the rate 
he was paying averaged $57.71 more 
than that charged in other towns 
cited. “I would like you to take ac- 
tion to remedy this injustice,” he 
stated: Ald. Ferguson said “Thanks 
Mr. Garden, we'll go into it.” Ald. 
Butler observed “You've been a bit 
hard hit.” Replied Garden: “A 
bit hard hit—yes.” 


Houses to go on Sale 
With Town's Blessing: 

Town Council has agreed to low- 
er its indemnity in wartime housing 
units in Lindsay in order to facil- 
itate an early opportunity for local 
veterans to purchase them. Under 
the terms of agreement the Town 
was to receive $400 if the houses 
were sold in the first five years, 
$200 if in the second five years and 
beyond that nothing. Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corpn. had asked 
Council to settle for $200 on each 
unit sold before the five year per- 
fod was up and this is what council 
has agreed to do. It was pointed 
out that taxes on these units was 
the equivalent of one month's rent 
at the present time but that when 
they became privately owned the 
taxes would rise sharply at once. 
Average taxation is something over 
$22 now and the estimated taxation 
after sale to a private individual 
would be $62.50 according to Town 
Assessor A. Kilner. Ald. Butler 
thought this side of the story should 
be made clear to prospective pur- 
chasers, Reeve Kingsborough said 
he thought the $62.50 figure was 
too high.

It is the desire of the members 
of your police force to insure the 
continuance of proper police stan- 
dards and to give adequate pro- 
tection to the citizens of Lindsay. 
An efficient police force is a dis- 
tinct civic asset, a first community 
essential, if the criminal element is 
to be held in check," 

Mr. Jordan’s brief cites prevail- 
ing wage scales in other munici- 
Pallties of comparable size. One 
town cited for comparison was 
Orillia with {ts population of 11,449. 
The chief of Orillia’s police draws 
$3,066 the brief submitted, whereas 
the sergeant receive, $2,720 and 
constables are paid as follows: 
$2,520, $2,420, $2,320 and $2,220, 
Hours of work at Orillia are 48 
weekly per man and the officers 
receive three weeks with pay. 

On the matter of holidays for the 
Lindsay force, Mr, Jordan's brief 
Suggests that “in this connection 
consideration could be given to the 
granting of one week's additional 
holidays per year in lieu of statutory 
holidays.”

Recreation and Arena 
Cost To Ratepayer 
Averaged $6.09 In ‘49 


It has been disclosed after check- 
ing with town officials that there 
i, a wrong impression given in the 
per capita cost of recreation to the 
ratepayers of Lindsay. In a prepar- 
ed statement issued following a 
meeting of the Lindsay Recreation 
Committee Tuesday night, it was 
stated that the actual cost per 
person, per annum for the 
financing of recreation to the Town 
of Lindsay with the addition of two 
grants of $4842.24 together with the 
Arena grant of $2400.00 based on 
2 9,000 population gives a cost of 
80 1-2 cents per person.” 


It develops, on investigation that 
only about 2,400 people pay actual 
taxes on property in Lindsay. This 
means that on the basis of the fi- 
gures set forth above the per rate- 
payer cost of recreation in Lind- 
say 1g $3.20. In simple language, on 
the bas!, of the figures above each 
taxpayer in Lindsay pays $320 per 
year toward recreation, 

However, a closer examination of 
the facts reveals that this does nob 
give @ true picture of the per rate- 
payer cost of recreation in the 
Town of Lindsay. As was explained 


by the town auditor in tne pre- 
sence of about 100 people on Mon- 
day night the combined operations 
of the Lindsay Arena and Recreat- 
fon Centre cost the town of Lind- 
say $10,229 in 1949. To this, in or- 


der to arrive at the total load the 
taxpayer must bear, needs to be 


added the payment on the arti- 
ficial {ce plant $3,271.00, 


2,400 people (approximately) pay 
taxes In Lindsay, therefore the ay- 
erage per taxpayer cost of recreat- 
jon and arena operations in 1949 
amounted to $6.09.

Behind The Headlines 


A Rubber Stamp Affair 


A British United Press Commentary 

Soviet Russia fs holding an elec- 
tion this year. The election means 
absolutely nothing, since it willbe 
a rubber stamp affair. But there 
is one item about the election that 
is highly important. 

The publication of the Soviet 
Union has jumped to around 201 
milliong --in spite of all the losses 
during the war. , 

Nor is this increase caused mainly 
by acquisition of new territories. 
At least half the increase in nat- 
ural growth. Another interesting 
factor is that Soviet cities are grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds, Moscow 
now hag five and one half million 
people, Leningrad three million. 
There are 16 cities in the Soviet 
Union with populations over half 
a million, half a dozen just under 
a million: 

This tremendous growth, in spite 

of the devastration in Western Rus- 
sia caused by the war and by the 
12 years of drought in the Ukraine, 
is very algnificant. It 1s probably 
what caused Soviet Forelgn Min- 
ister Vishinsky to boast on FPebru- 
ary 3rd that jn 10 or 15 yearg “So- 
viet economy would exceed that of 
; the United States.” 
The Russians claim their total 
| economy jumped 20 percent in one 
year 1948-49. Undoubtedly there 
has been a great growth in all So- 
vieb production, although Ameri- 
can economists seldom can make 
much head or tail out of official 
Soviet figures. 

One leading expert on Soviet Af- 
fairs, Professor Frank Lorimer of 
American University in Washing- 
ton, thinks Russia's population may 
reach 244 millions by 1970. Others 
think that estimate too high. 

Large population J, not in {tself 
an enormous asset to a nation to- 
day. Until 10 years ago, it was as- 
sumed that France was weaker than 
Germany because Germany had 
more manpower than France. But 
if the war proved anything, it pro- 
ved that manpower i, not para- 
mount, 

Germany used comparatively few 
troops to beat France. And after 


she had enslaved most of the man- 
4 


power of Europe, she was defeated 
herself. India and China, with inex- 
haustible manpower are weak coun- 
tries, Surplus population Uving on 
a comparatively high cultural level 
makes Italy a weak country. 

Manzj experts are wondering 
whether Stalin has not made the 
same fatal mistake which many 
another dictator has made in 
adopting policies to increase Rus- 
sia’s population. Under Lenin, the 
Soviet union opposed all big family 
bonuses and followed the theory 
that the population should be al- 
lowed to seek its natural level, to 
decline along with mechanization. 
Stalin has changed all that. Like 
Hitler and Mussolini, he gives bon- 
uses for more children, enforces 
strict marriage and divorce laws 
and otherwise seek, a huge reser- 
yoir of manpower for military and 
industrial purposes. 

And there is, as yet mo evidence 
that the undoubted increases in 
Russian production of food and 
other goods are keeping up with 
the growth of Soviet population. 
In some parts of the Soviet Union, 
the standard of living undoubtedly 
is rising, but the big question is 
whether it can keep on rising if 
the government stimulus to big fa- 
milies keeps up. 

New food products --like the new 
Canadian wheat that will grow un- 
der semi-arctic conditions --un+ 
doubtedly will help Russia in this 


struggle to feed the leaping popu- | 


lation. But some experts think the 
Soviet Union, vast as it is, already 
bursting with people and that it 
is almost an even bet as to whether 
the country will continue to grow 
stronger or will start weakening 
through overpopulation like China 
and India. It probably depends on 
how flexible and dynamic Commu- 
nism remains as an economic and 
political system. If it i, flexible, 
Soviet scientific genius may tri- 
umph over natural obstacles and 
the population policy of the govern- 
ment may be changed. If Stalinist 
idea, become frozen like Chinese 
Feudalism was frozen for centuries, 
then the Soviet union might pur- 


sue wrongful policies for so long 


plus 
the interest on debentures issued to 
finance the ice plant, $1125.00.

that Russia finally would become 
another starving China. 

As of now, Russian sctentists are 
trying hard to work out a vast pro- 
fect to restore the declining fertil- 
ity of much of the Ukraine and the 
Volga region. This declining ferti- 
lity is caused by the rapid shrinking 
of the Caspian Sea, That drains too 
much moisture out of million of 
acres of land. 

Schemes for bringing water from 
the Black Sea to the Caspian falled 
because they interferred too much 
with the fisheries and because ne- 
cessary canals would have intro- 
duced too much salt in the soil. 
Another scheme to bring water to 
the Caspian from the Oxus River 
failed because the water supply of: 
the Oxus turned out to be insuf- 
ficient. 

Now the Russians are working on’ 
a vast scheme, originally suggested 
by Czarist engineer, to bring water 
to the Caspian and the Volga from 
Arctic Rivers. Thig scheme also 
would create-a new inland sea in 
Siberia that might raise temper- 
ature of much of Siberia. However, 
the outside world has little idea 
whether any real progress hag been 
made on this scheme. If it should 
be carried out successfully, then 
Russia undoubtedly would be able 
to support a greater population 
than even is imagined today.

‘The Ross Memorial Hospital did 
mot haye a very successful year 
financially although its services 
were taxed almost to capacity, In 
the 47th annual report to the Board 


last week Secretary-treasurer F 
Weldon stated the operation of the 
hospital before making any pro- 
vision for depreciation showed a 
floss of $4199.28, At the same time 
the per day rate was set at 5.13 per 
person average as compared with 
6.83 in hospitals of like size. 

Statistics presented at the meet- 
ing showed there were 24,789 days’- 
stay of patient, in all categories 
during 1949, This compares with 
24,130 in 1948 and with exception of 
one year --1946-represents a steady 
increase in the number of days’ stay 
of patients since 1941 when the 
figure ,tood at 17,710. This is inter- 
preted to indicate that more and 
more people are seeking hospitali- 
gation at Lindsay. 

Other statistics show patients in 
residence as of January Ist, 1949, 
adults, children and babies, to be 
69. The number of patients admit- 
ted during the year totalled 2367 
and the number of births during the 
year (including stillbirths) totalled 
666. There were 2945 people dis- 
charged from the hospital in 1949. 
Deaths at the hospital during the 
year were broken down as follows: 
maternal 3, infants under one year 
30, surgical 10 and non-surgical 60. 

1098 operations were performed 
during the year ---460 major oper- 
ations, 267 minor operations, 216 
tonsilectomies and 155 blood trans- 
fusions. 

Other data taken directly from 
the secretary-treasurer’. report and 
quoted verbatim follows: 

“Some major additions and re- 
pairs were undertaken during the 
year including the completion of 
the elevator in the main building, 
the purchase of two heated food 
conveyors, a dish washing machine 
tray conveyor, new dishes through- 
out, operating room lights, an el- 
ectrocardiograph machine, an ox- 
yeen tent, an oxygen therapy regu- 
‘lator and a cast. cutter. The ordi- 
nary amount of repairs and redec- 
orating was also included in the 
year’s program.” 

“The staff dining room was chan- 
ged and made into a children’s 
ward, and the room formerly used 
as the children’s ward became 
available for the use of the Super- 
intendent, The nurses’ classroom in 
the basement of the maternity wing 


was utilised as the staff dining | 


Toom, and the classroom is now on 
the third floor of the wing.” 
“Your Board again wishes to ex- 
(pres, its sincere appreciation to 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary Board for the 
very special assistance that they

Where should Canadian farmers 
look for_foreign markets? ~ 
How do we dispose of our food 


surpluses? 
At what prices? 
Ernest ©. Drury, premier and 


leader of the only farm party ever 
to win control of Canada’s most in- 
dustrialized province, leaned back 
from his sheriff's desk In the stone 
county buidings at Barrie. 

Son of one of the province's 
earliest ministers of agriculture, and 
stil proud owner of the family 
homestead acres on the Old Pene- 
tang Road, E. C. Drury i, now a 
“civil servant” by day, and a farm- 
er the rest of the time through his 
children and grand-children. Tho 
independence of nature and the 
mental vigor which two decades and 
more marked his rise to the heights 
of political glory in Ontario are 
undimmed. 

Ontario’s Happy Warrior 

Seeing E, C. Drury in his office 
busy, friendly, and happy in his 
work as sheriff of Simcoe County, 
and recalling his public career, I 
was. reminded of Wordsworth's 
Happy Warrior. 

“Who if he rise to station of 

command, 

Rises by open means, and there 

will stand 


On honorabe terms, or else 
retire, 

And in himself possess his own 
desire.” 


He is 2 man who bases hi, opin- 
fon on sound principles that keep 
his. thinking straight and prevent 
him from being carried away by 
every new sophistry that promises 
us a better world without the ne- 
cessity of working for it. 

He quotes freely from Adam 
Smith, Macaulay, Arnold Toynbee 
and many more of the great think- 
ers from whom he draws inspirat- 
ion. 

I had prepared a number of ques- 
tions to ask him, but Mr. Drury 
took a hand in directing the course 
of the interview 

“You want my views on markets 
for our farm products, 4vell! Where 
Shall we begin?” he asked, 

U. S. Market Spotty 

I suggested we begin with the 
United States and asked if he be- 
lieved there might be a market 
there for our surplus agricultural 
products. 

“In spots-arid-at times we could. 
sell them, but only in spots and only 
at times,” he replied. “The Ameri- 
can market is Umited by the fact 
that it's a protected market and 
therefore narrow one; further- 
more you canmever depend on it. 

“Tt is an Article of Faith with 
the Americans to emcourage their 
own producers by buying at home: 
and they have never hesitated to 
shut out Imports by government 
action whenever their own produ- 
cers complained of outside compet- 
tion. 

“Outsider, who depend on that 
market live always under the threat 
of being excluded from it by sud- 
den changes In the American tariff. 
Canada has had this experience 
several times.” 

Britain's Free Market 

“The British market,” he added, 
“on the other hand, has been our 
most dependable market in the 
past and in my opinion {t can be 
again if we cultivate it Properly. 

“Let us consider for a moment 
what made it such a wonderful 
market. It was a free market. All 
the world wag welcome to ship its 
surpluses to Britain; and all the 
world looked to Britain as a market 
in which it could buy anything it 
wanted, 

“Britain never consumed all the 
wheat we sold her. She found sale 
for it In other countries; and the 
millers of other countries looked 
to British grain merchants for a 
steady supply of the kinds of wheat 
they required in their business, 
These merchants made a profit for 
themselves to be sure, but they ren- 
dered a useful service to those from 
whom they bought, and also to 
those who bought from them 


The Best Thing for Us 
“The same was true of 


many other markets. The 
thing that could. happen to 


that free British market. 

“If we would make a éontribu- 
two things we must do, We must 
Prices, and we must open our own 
market, to the goods that Britain 


and her customers have to sell,” 
Asked for 


“Natural prices are prices arrived 
at in the open market where buyers 
and sellers are free to come and go 
at will, to bid and to offer, to buy 
and to sell, according to their own 
interest; and their own 
without being hampered 


by trade 
restrictions.” M 


Just, Functional Prices 

“They are prices reached by the 
free operation of Nature's law of 
supply and demand. Such prices 
are the only prices that can be 
considered just for they are func- 
tional prices, that is, prices of which 
goods move most freely, and the 
needs of humanity are most effi- 
clently supplied. 

“Western farmers made a seri- 
ous mistake when they undertook, 
through their wheat pools, to dictate 
the price at which they would sell 
wheat; and gambled on their abili- 
ty to make the world pay it. They 
are making another mistake today 
in asking that all grains be sold 
through a single government board. 

“Our dairy farmers made a mis- 
take when they opposed the manu- 
facture and sale of oleomargarine 
They are lucky they didn’t get what 
they asked for. To those who can’t 
afford butter, margarine is a satis- 
factory substitute; and as long as it 
is available there will not be much 
complaint about the present high 
price of butter. But if margarine 
were not available today, the 
government would be under tre- 
mendous' pressure to force the price 
of butter down; and the dairy far- 
mers would ‘not liké that.” 


What About Production Costs? 


present price-of. butter is. justi- 
fied by the high cost of producing 
and marpeting it, ard that the price 
the western pools set on their wheat 
at the time referred to, was only 
a fair price based on their produc- 
tion costs. 

“Quite true,” he replied, “and 
that is precisely where the farm- 
ers went wrong. They thought that 
the market value of a world com- 
modity should depend on the cost 
of producing it in Canada. But it 
shouldn't and it doesn't. 

“Value is not cost, nor cost and 
plus. The value of an article is what 
you can get for it and no more. If 
that 1, not sufficient to cover our 
production costs, then our costs 
must be too high. 

“There is aways a market for 
foodstuffs if we are willing to ac- 
cept the prices it offers. Our fa-m- 
ers today are making a mistake in 
centering their attention on prices 
\and forgetting about costs, They 
should be thinking of cost that are 
threatening their solvency. 

“Let us get this clearly into our 
minds: that we must sell our sur- 
plus products on the world’s mark- 
ets at the prices those markets can 
pay; and we must bring our costs 
into line with those prices.”

Mr. Pearson. naturally did not 
tread on the toes of any of his fel 
-low cabinet members, but it might 
be wholesome if some of these com- 
patriots could have a similar en- 
lightening experience, Mr. Pearson's 
remark is almost the first indica- 
tion that Canadians haye had from 
any official source that anyone re- 


ing. But one might question whe- 
ther our commitments in external 
affairs are as much open to ques- 
tion as our expenditures at home. 
Tt is true that there have been gifts 
and loans running into billions, but 
they wouldn't be so noticeable if 
we hadn't adopted a still more open- 
handed domestic policy. . 

Everybody {s developing that 
Oliver Twist proclivity for asking 
for more. The Canadian Federation 
of Agriculture, representing a mil- 
‘lion and a half farmers, is serious- 
ly demanding that the government 
should support farm prices. This 
in the face of startling’ evidence of 
where such support leads, For we 
have seen United States goyern- 
‘ment bureaus dumping bags of po- 
tatoes at one cent a bag for which 
they had paid $2.10. With a growing 
trend toward unemployment, the 
propaganda, for higher wage; and 
far reaching pension plans, with- 
out a means test, continues.

Wainman said his under- 
standing was that the project was 
intended for the benefit of child- 
ren and not for adult classes. He 
said there had been a suggestion 
that it be turned over to private 
individuals to operate but intimat- 
ed that the Kiwanis Club still had 
a voice in the way it was operated. 

Mayor Lamb told Mr. Wainman 
that the Kiwanis Club had nothing 
to do with the rink now but Ald. 
Wainman said they had. It appeared 
from the discussion which followed 
that the Kiwanis Club had written 
certain conditions into the bill of 
transfer which must be carried out 
if the town was to retain control. 

Mayor Lamb said he was glad Ald. 
Wainman had left out the adults in 
his reference to the operation of 
the project. ‘We're all behind it for 
children but we are against it being 
used for adults,” he declared. 

Ald. Puffer said it was necessary 
that adult classes be carried on if 
they were to continue to receive a 
grant from the government. 

After the whole matter had been 
virtually settled, Ald. Puffer made 
it known that he had a letter from 
the Kinsmen Club offering to take 
the Arena and Recreation Centre 
over. The offer was rejected. 

And that winds up the Arena- 

Recreation Centre controversy for 
the time being. 
N.B. It has been learned since the 
meeting that the Kiwanis Olub act- 
ually does still exert a considerable 
degree of control in the operation 
of the Arena and Recreation Cen- 
tre. Under the terms of the deed it 
is stipulated that the Arena be used 
for recreation purposes as approy- 
ed by the Province of Ontario. An- 
other provision is that before it 
can be sold it must be put to a vote 
of the people and a third is that 
the building retain the name “Ki- 
wanis” in its title.

Felt Hats 
Make a habit of brushing the felt 
hat after each wearing. It accumu- 
lates dust very rapidly, and there Js 
nothing so glaring as a dusty hat on 
f sumshiny day. 
Clean Drain 
Place a large lump of washing 
soda in the sink and then pour 
boiling water over it until it has 
washed down the drain. Grease will 
not accumulate and stop up the 
drain. Do thi, about once a week. 
The Whisk Broom 
Trim the old whisk broom to a 
point in the center and it will be 
very useful for remoying dust from 
‘the corners of the room or stairs. 
The Complexion 
A muddy complexion can be clear- 
ed by drinking buttermilk. If one 
would drink a quart a day, a de- 
cided change would be noticed in 
the complexion after a few weeks. 
Curtains 
The curtains will always hang 
straight if the selvage is cut off and 
@ narrow hem sewed on in its plac- 
es. Sometimes this is all that caus- 
es uneven curtains. 
Eggs 
If eggs are to be stored, store 
them with the small ends down, and 
they will keep mucn better. 
Suede Shoes 
The shiny spots on suede shoes 
May be removed by rubbing them 
with fine sandpaper. 
Batter 
When stirring a cake or batter 
of any kind on an enamel table, 
place a damp towel under the pan 
end it won’t turn and slide as you 
beat, 


Glassware 
When washing delicate glassware 
slip it into the water edgewise. It 
{s when it {, placed in bottom first 
that it {s lable to crack from the 
shock of the hot water. 
Lipstick Stains 
Tf lipstick stains cannot be remo- 
ved from washable fabrics with or- 
dinary washing and sponging with 
carbon tetrachloride, try rubbing 
them with a colorless grease such 
as white Vaseline jelly. Then 
sponge again with carbon tetra- 
chloride, or bleach with per- 
oxide of hydrogen. 
Boiled Syrup 
A boiled syrup can be kept from 
crystallizing if a pinch of soda is 
added to it while cooking. 
Sweetening Jars 
Old lard and butter jars can be 
sweatened by filling them with very 
hot lime water and leaving until 
they are cold. The jars will then 
be as sweet as when new, 
Wall Paper Cleaner 
A good wall paper cleaner is made 
by mixing together two cups of 
flour, four level teaspoons of bak- 
ing soda, two and one-half table- 
spoons of household ammonia, and 
enough water to make the mixture 
the consistency of thick batter, 
Steam it for an hour and a half 
and knead it until it is firm and 
smooth. 
Felt Hats 
Make use of the old felt hats as 
protection for tables from hot plates. 
Brush the hats thoroughly and then 
cut into the desired shapes. Pictures 
may be pasted on them for decorat- 
jon.

How Can | 


Q. How can I pick up from the 
floor all the particles of a b’oken 
piece of glass? 

A, When glass has been broken 
and there is danger of particles re- 
maining on the floor, wet a piece 
of absorbent cotton and pat around 
the place where the glass has scat- 
tered. The small pieces will readily 
adhere to the cotton, 

Q. How can I prepare the buttered 
crumbs which some recipes call for? 

A, Melt the butter, add crumbs, 
and mix well; then sprinkle on top 


of the food. The butter will not 


mix evenly with the crumbs if it 
is just paced in dots on the food. 

Q. How can I keep the frying 
pans bright and clean? 

A. First rub them with a crust of 
hard bread; then wash them in hot 
water and washing soda, 

Q. How can I remove tobacco 
stains from copper or brass ash 


trays? 
A. Apply @ lttle denatured alco- 
hol with small brush. 


Q. How can I clean a white win- 
dow shade? 

A. Spread a clean sheet on the 
floor; uwnroll the shade onto this 
sheet, Then scrub it with magnesia 
and water, using a soft cloth. After 
one side of the shade is treated, 
turn it over and scrub the other side, 
Allow the shade to remain on the 
sheet until thoroughly dry. 

Q. How can I butter slices of 
bread without so much difficulty, 
when making chopped meat sand- 
wiches? 

A. It will not be necessary to but- 
ter the bread if a lump of butter 
is worked into the meat paste be- 
fore spreading. 

Q. How can I remove dirt from 
leather? 

A. Before attempting to polish 
the leather seats of chairs; or other 
similar article of leather, wipe the 
surface thoroughly with a cloth 


Q. How can I render fat? 

A. Cut the fat into small pieces, 
or run through the food chopper. 
Then melt in the upper part of the 
double boiler. Strain through 
cheesecloth, laid jn a wire strain- 
er. 

Q. How can I prevent the coil 
springs of a bed from rusting? 

A, Rub them occasionally with a 
cloth dipped in melted paraffin. 

Q. How can I remove bluing staing 
from table linen? 

A. These stains can be removed 
with very little trouble by using a 
little wood alcohol, 

Q. How should I launder linen 
that has egg stains? 

A. This linen should be soaked in 
cold water before laundering. Do 
not use hot water, as it is very 
Mable to set the stains. 

Q. How can I keep a nice glossy 
appearance on palm leaves? 

A. Sponge the leayes of the 
palms about once every weck with a 
solution of milk and water, 

Q. How can I easily remove the 
oven-browned stains from pie di- 
shes? . 

A. By soaking in a strong solu- 
tion of borax and water. 

Q. How can I prevent the corners 
of bed sheets from tecying while 
hanging on the line when the wind 
is high? 

A. Fasten the sheets by all four 
corners, 

Q. How can I remove acid stains 
from fabrics? 

A, Dampen the spots, then cover 
with salts of wormwood. Allow the 
salts to remain for about five min- 
utes, then rub the stains.with a dry 
cloth. 

Q. How can I treat fruit so that 
it will keep longer? 

A. The fruit will keep much lon- 
ger than in a basket or box, if it 
1s spread out in an airy, dry place, 
allowing no two pleces to touch. 

Q. How can I remove perfume 
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FROZEN FOODS 
Frozen foods are becoming more 
popular and many of our shops are 
getting in freezing plants to ac- 
commodate the demand, There is 
@ great variety in fruits, fish, veg- 
etables and meat and increasing 
sales in this line, It gives those who 
havent home freezers a chance to 
enjoy our summer crops from one 
year to the next. 
BREAKFAST 

You can tell the family how much 
a hearty breakfast means to their 
well being—but a lecture doesn’t 
make them eat their oatmeal. 

Nutrition experts usually back up 
their statements about breakfast 
food yalue with a few menu sug- 
gestions. A person should get about 
a third of his daily food require- 
ments from the morning meal. In- 
steady of trying to fix fancy dishes 
that mean early rising—mothers 
can tempt youngsters by adding 
quick dress up touches to the mor- 
ning cereal. 

For instance, you can put two or 
| three stuffed prunes on top of any 
ready-to-eat cereal. Simply pit the 
prunes and stuff them with orange 
marmalade, Put them on top of 
the cereal, and then let the child- 
ren add sugar and cream. 

Or you could chop three or four 
dates and place them in the bot- 
tom of the oatmeal bowl. Add cook- 
ed oatmeal, then sprinkle a few 
wheat and barley kernels in a ring 
around the top of the bowl. 
Another way to combine both 
fruit and cereal is to chop raisins, 
dried apricots or figs and then add 
them ¢o either wheat flakes or bran 
flakes. The dried fruits can be 
used one at a time or mixed all to- 
gether. 

For a sprinkled topping on any 
hot cereal, mix together equal a- 
mounts of chocolate malt powder 
and sugar. Or let the youngsters 
sprinkle something besides gran- 
ulated sugar over the top of their 
hot cereal. For a change offer them 
maple sugar. colored confectioner’s 
sugar or brown sugar, 

Besides varying the food given to 
children for breakfast, child ex- 
berts suggest serving {t in novelty 
dishes now and then. Give them a 
fancy mug for milk or a special 
bowl for cereal. The good breakfast 
habits theyll form during grade 
school days may mean good health 
later on. 

CHEESE ROLLS 

Here’s a new way to serve cheese 
as an appetizer or with cocktails. 
Swiss cheese is mixed with egg and 
cream sauce and rolled to make 
tiny, finger-length logs. Then they're 
rolled in melted butter and bread 
crumbs and browned in deep fat, 

To make about 12 of the fing- 
er-length rolls, use one-fourth 
pound of diced Swiss Cheese and 
one-eighth pound of grated Swiss 
cheese, Mix the cheese with one 
egg that's been slightly beaten and 
one pint of thick cream sauce. Add 
salt and pepper to taste, put the 
cheese mixture in the refrigerator 
to set, Then roll {t into Jong thin 
rolls about one-inch in diameter, 
and cut the rolls into finger-length 
sections. Roll each section in mel- 
ted butter and then in bread 
crumbs. Fry in hot, deep fat until 
golden brown.

_ Egg Eatng 

Eggs now are moving to market 
in abudnance and at prices which 
are kind to the food dollar. In terms 
of nourishment alone, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture points out, it’s 
a wise home-maker who takes ad- 
vantage of both good supply and 
price. Eggs provide protein, yita- 
mins and minerals, 

Eyen a veteran may by-pass some 
of the cookery details which help to 
make eggs appetizing, For instance, 
there's a rule about cooking -heat 
for eggs --and it applies to all 
kinds of egg cookery, in water, fry- 
in pan or oven. Cook eggs with Tow 
to moderate eyen heat. Like other 
protein foods, eggs cooked at too 
high a heat become leathery. 

To keep eggs from curling when 
you're making custard, mix the su- 
gar with the egg and not with the 
hot milk. Add hot liquids or mix- 
tures to beaten eggs a little at a 
time and don’t overcook, 

Egg whites whip up best when 
they're at room temperature, For 
a large amount of foam, add a pinch 
of salt before beating. 

To combine beaten egg whites and 
other mixtures, fold --don’t stir --- 
using a light oyer-and-under mo- 
tlon. For omlets and souffles fold 
the heayy mixture into the beaten: 
whites- -instead of the whites into 
the mixture,

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EDITORIALS — 


There plenty of food for thought in the following 
commentary on the operation of the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation contained in the current issue of 
the Printed Word. 


RIGHT TO KICK 

One good thing about the annual fee of $2.50 paid 
by honest or unfortunate owners of radio receiving 
sets is that it gives them an indisputable right to kick 
about the way their license fees are spent or misspent 
by the ultimate receiver, the G.B.C.. It is true that 
the operators broadcasting stations have a similar right, 
for their annual license fees also go to support their 
leading competitor. Yet their public comments may, 
be restrained by the recollection that their competitor 
is also their judge, who may at any time decide to put 
them off the air. 

Owners of radio sets, as a class, have not made 
the most of their right to kick. They are used to paying 
taxes of all kinds and some of them may not even 
lmow that the C.B.C. is the recipient of the license 
fees. The may even think that advertising pays the 
entire upkeep and profit of C.B.C. stations as it does for 
the independent broadcasters. 

Aroused by the demand of the C.B.C.’s chairman 
for a hundred per cent increase in this nuisance tax, 
listeners did show some signs of healthy rebellion. The 
case for an increase in fee, as presented to the Royal 
Commission on National Development in the Arts, Let- 
ters and Sciences, rested chiefly on the statement in 
the C.B.C.’s brief that “unless the financial basis is 
changed, services and standards will have to be dras- 
tically reduced”; to which the answer from many lis- 
teners was: ‘Who cares?” 

The arrogance of the C.B.C: in the matter of its 
financing has not tended to endear it to the public. 
Questions about details of its expenditures are dodged 
in the House of Commons with the stock answer that 
to publish such details “would not be in the public 
interest.” The public has had no way of finding out 
whether the C.B.C. is extravagant or economical. It 
has no chance to discuss proposed expenditures, Told 
by the C.B.C. brief that the Corporation is budgeting 
for a deficit of $325,000 in the current year and ex- 
pecting a deficit of $900,000 in 1950-51 if the license 
fee remains unchanged, the public wants to know 
more.. 

After all, the public holds the purse strings. The 
C.B.C. can obtain more reyenue from taxpayers only 
if Parliament, the people’s representatives, vote in fayor-. 
of the increase; and the people’s representatives will not « 
be doing their duty by their constituents if they do not 
insist on receiving more detailed information about 
expenditures than the C.B.C. has hitherto been Wann 
to disclose. 

Perhaps the rad{fo listeners are too kind-hearted 
to tell the C.B.C. where economies could be made. 
They know economies mean loss of jobs, and they feel 
that even radio tenors have a right to live. 


FIERY PROSPECT ...-.

data and suggestions relative to fires and fire preven- ~ 


tion in rural areas, 

It’s an old saying, but mighty true: Prevention 
is better than the cure, And that certainly goes for” 
fires. ; 

Before th e year 1950 is over, fire will have 
destroyed some 10 million dollars worth of Canadian 
farm property. : 

At least that’s what statisticians predict. ~ 

And what's worse, many men, women and chil- 
dren will never see the dawn of 1951, Their charred 
bodies will be found among the smouldering ruins of 
what had been happy homes. 

A rural fire is infinitely more terrifying than one 
in an urban centre where a modern fire brigade is 
only as far away as the corner fire alarm box. When 
a farm building catches fire the best that can usually 
be mustered is a bucket brigade of neighbouring 
farmers who are willing but often helpless. It is 
vital, therefore, that every farmer institute his own 
fire protection programme. 

To check the quick spreading of flames, curtains 
and other fabric materials in the home can be treated 
with certain flame proofing chemicals. Fire retardant 
paints are now on the market. Inexpensive fire ex- 
tinguishers can be hung in easily - accessible places 
about the house and barn. 

Outbreaks of fire can be prevented if a few simple 
Tules are followed. Keep basements, attics and out- 
buildings free of rubbish, Store gasoline and other in- 
flammable liquids at:a safe distance from main build- 
ings. Provide a-safe place to dispose of hot ashes 
from stove or furnace. Watch the careless smoker 
and the child with matches. Be careful using kero- 
sene when starting a stove fire. 

Be gure hay is well cured before putting it in the 
loft unless there is a safe mow-curing system. Inspect 
the lightning rod system once a year. If there isn’t 
one it would pay in the long run to have one. 

Hach spring and fall check over chimney and 
flues for cracks that allow flames to reach other 
parts of the house. A ladder long enough to reach 
the top of the highest buildings on the farm should be 
kept in a handy place. If there is a water system, a 
few well-placed hose connections are good protection. 
If not, a barrel of water painted red and lettered for 
fire only should be kept near every building and used 
only in case of fire. 

If the statistics mentioned in the first paragraph 
could be halved or eliminated altogether, we're posi- 
tive the statisticians won’t mind being wrong in their 
predigtions. In fact, they'll be extremely pleased.

That Body of Yours 


By James W. Barton M.D. 


About Rheumatism. 
Authoritative Information 

When most of us think or speak 
about rheumatism we may have in 
mind pain or swelling in the joints, 
or pain in the muscles which we 


call muscular rheumatism. It 
may come as a Surprise then to 
Jearn from “The Primer on the 


Rheumatic Diseases” something a- 
bout its yarious forms. The Prim- 
er is published by a committee of 
the American Medical Association, 
and a copy has been purchased by 
the Canadian Arthritis and Rheum- 
atism Society for distribution to 
every member of the medical pro- 
fession in Canada. 

The term “rheumatism,” as it is 
employed by the Society, includes 
the large and rather miscellaneous 
group of diseases and disorders of 
the supporting tissues which are 
of concern to the American Rheu- 
matism Association, namely, rheu- 
matic fever, the various forms of 
arthritis and the large group of 
less clearly defined disorders such 
as fibrositis (inflammation of the 
fibrous end of the muscle fibers 
which are inserted into bones) 
myosites (inflammation of muscle 
fibers), bsrsitis (inflammation of 
lining of bag holding water to pro- 
tect a joint) neuritis (inflammation 
of nerve fibres) and neuralgia 
(pain in nerve). 

Rheumatism causes more disabil- 
ity and Joss of time than any other 
ailment except nervous and mental 
diseases. 

Because rheumatic diseases cause 
ho pain, unhappiness and loss of 
time, an organized effort to combat 
rheumatic diseases is in progress 
throughout the civilized world. The 
American and Canadian Commit- 
tees on Rheumatism and Arthritis 
have roughly divided rheumatic dis- 
eases into rheumatic fever, arthrit- 
is, and the forms of rheumatism not 
connected with joints. 

The majority of cases fall into 
seven important groups: (1) arth- 
ritis due to known microbes in 
teeth, tonsils, gums, gall bladder, 
large intestine; (2) the arthritis of 
rheumatic fever; (3) rheumatoid 
arthritis, disturbance and destruc- 
tion of ends of bones forming 
joints; (4) degenerative (wasting 
Joint disease); (5) arthritis due to 
direct injury (blow, fall, poor post- 
ure such as sagging abdomen)? (6) 
arthritis of gout and (7) the non- 
articular (not in joint) forms of 
rheumatism. 

It is admitted that the cause and 
treatment of all the above forms of 
arthritis are unknown, but the above 
information will help us all to bet- 
ter understand more about these 
crippling ailments. 


Drugs To Reduce Appetite 

While the ideal method, of re- 

ducing weight in healthy indi- 
viduals is to increase exercise or 
physical work, there is always the 
fact that exercise increases the ap- 
petite. More food is needed to give 
energy for the exercise and to build 
up the cells of the body worn or used 
up by the exercise. But the extra 
food is seldom used up entirely and 
this little extra food is stored in the 
body fat. 
, However, if exercise is taken and 
no extra food is eaten, then all 
the food eaten build, up muscle 
tissue and uses up some of the fat 
in and on the body. 

What can be done for the in- 
dividual who does not, cannot, or 
will not take exercise, yet because 
he |, hungry all the time, eats too 
much? 

It is for these individuals that 
physicians sometimes, to prevent 
the danger of overweight, prescribe 
the drug amphetamine or Benze- 
drine Sulphate. Another drug with 
similar action in decreasing appe- 
tite for food is called dexedrine. 

In “The Western Journal of 
Surgery,” Dr. 8, Charles Freed (San 


Francisco), states that dexedrine 
and Benzedrine are about equally 
effective in curbing the appetite to 
reduce weight. With dexedrine there 
are fewer such reactions a, ner- 
vousness, nausea, headache, palpit- 
ation of the heart and dry mouth. 
Both drugs cause constipation. 

In making a choice between dexe- 
drine and Benzedrine, Dr. Freed 
states that Benzedrine is less sult- 
ed to persons with a more nervous 
and sensitive nature, who are very 
responsive to drugs. Individuals less 
Neryou, and senitive do better with 
Benzedrine Sulfate. If a person is 
cutting down on food intake, tak- 
ing regular exercise, and getting 
no weight loss, he is justified In 
asking this ph%scian about the 
use of one or the other of these 
drugs to curb their appetite. 


Don't Be Scared Of Your Heart 

A few years ago I was making 
a call on a friend who had had 
an attack of coronary thrombosis 
and was spending some weeks in 
bed. As I chatted with him, the 
superintendent of the hospital, a 
physician of the same age as my 
friend, walked in. After I introduced 
my friend to him, the superintend- 
ent said, “What have you got, a 
coronary? Well, that’s nothing, I've 
had half a dozen. I go to bed for 
@ few weeks and then get on my 
feet and do my daily job again un- 
til the next attack occurs,” 

While all patients with heart 
attacks are not a, fortunate as this 
superintendent, it is only too true 
that most men and women who 
have a heart attack (coronary 
thrombosis) feel that they should 
lie in bed or sit in a chair the 
rest of the lives, instead of carrying 
on at their regular work on a 
slightly lower level of activity. 

Some months ago, the American 
Heart Association launched a driye 
to spike the host of groundless 


|.superstitions about heart disease -- 


“superstitions that likely cause more 
suffering among patients ahd their 
families than the actual ailments 
themselves.” I am quoting Dr. Paul 
D. White, Boston, the outstanding 
authority on heart disease, in 
“Maclean's Magazine.” 

There is no worse disease than 
fear and thousands of heart pa- 
tients are living in needless terror 
because of old wives! tales that doc- 
tors discarded years ago. 

Instead of leading an easy-chair 
life, Dr, White suggests exercise 
(except im cases of very weak 
hearts) ss bodily health depends on 
good circulation and only an actiye 
heart can pump enough blood to 
the vital organs. 

Taking exercise to maintain and 
strengthen the circulation doesn't 
mean “playing competitve golf, 
tennis, or other vigorous games. 
Heart disease should neither be 
feared nor taken lightly. Eating 
nourishing but light meals and 
resting for a few minutes after 
meals is an important part of the 
treatment, Overweight must be 
avoided, as it may shorten the life 
Span by several years. Accordingly, 
the advice to the heart patient is 
to “watch the midriff,”: avoiding 
particularly the fat foods --butter, 
cream, fat meats. 

Regular examinations, at which 
the physician advises the amount 
of exercise that can safely be taken, 
and overcoming the fear of heart 
attacks often lengthens the life 
span to what it would be if heart 
disease were not present.

vard Medical School, Boston, and 
Massachusetts General Hospital; 
states that systematic and thorough 
| questioning by the physician may 
/ reveal many symptom, in addition 
to the chief complaint, such as dif- 
ficulty In doing hard work and 
difficulty in meeting emotion-pro- 
voking situations “1 can’t do my 
housework”; “I can’t take marches,” 
or “I can’t stand a noisy argument 
or a noisy room” are typical state- 
ments. 

Among other symptoms present 
are headaches, blurred vision and 
giddiness, difficulty in breathing, 
feeling of smothering, inability to 
get enough air, sighing, breathless- 
tess on exertion or even when sit- 
ting, choking freeling in groups or in | 
a car or bus, a feeling of gas around _ 
the heart. 

The average age for the onset of 
these symptom, is 25; generally 
they appear between the ages of 18 
and 35. Most of us have experienced 
one or all of the above symptoms 
at various times, but these patients 
are afflicted with them practically 
all the time. 

The cause of neurocirculatory as- 
thenia is not known, except that 
circumstances haye exhausted the 
physical, ‘mental and emotional 
strength of the individual. As to 
treatment, Dr. Cohen states that 
after a thorough examination, re- 
assurance and explanation should 
include telling the patient that the 
disorder is one with which the phy- 
siclan is familiar; that while the 
disorder is uncomfortable it is not 
permanent and will pass away; it is 
never fatal; it is not cancer, in- 
sanity or heart disease; in fact, the 
patient may resume games and 
athletics,

ANOTHER REMEDY FOR 
MIGRAINE 

I write about migraine (one-sid- 
ed headache with nausea and vom- 
iting) not bescause the, cause has 
been found, but to remind readers 
that in the great majority of cas- 
es, relief may be obtained by the 
use of ergotamine tartrate (gyner- 
gen), and also quinine sulfate. 

There is no general agreement as 
to the “likely” cause of migraine, 
some investigators being of the op- 
inion that there is too much blood 
in the blood vessels and others 
that there is not enough blood in 
the vessels. 

The fact that migraine attacks 
occur mostly in women at.the men- 
strual period and toward or at the 
menopause seems to point to some 
disturbance in ovaries and uterus, 
On the other hand, other research 
workers believe that migraine pat- 
fents are mostly tense individuals 
who work hard mentally and phys- 
ically, are not careful about their 
eating habits and allow themselves 
to become constipated. The result 
is that undigested foodstuffs and 
wastes from foodstuffs cause the 
formation of poisons in the blood 
and migraine results. Eye defects 
also are considered a cause. 

The first step on the treatment 
of migraine is to establish regular 
eating habits. The patient should 
avoid highly spiced foods,’ .alcohol 
and cut down on tea and coffee. He 
should exercise regularly, but avold 
fatigue. 

When the eyes and nerves are al, 
fault, quinine ts the remedy of 
choice and It is not only an effec- 
tive remedy, but is almost the spec- 
iff remedy for migraine. It must, 
however, be given early and in large 
doses, 

In addition to the above drugs— 
ergotamine tartrate and quinine— 
Dr. R. F. Grenfell, in “The Amert!- 
can Practitioner,” Philadelphia, 
states that, with the idea that mig- 
raine might be due to a temporarily 
Insufficient blood supply, he gave 
| Injections of nicotinic acid into the 
veins to cause dilation of the blood 
vessels.

Members of the powerful Can- 
adian Federation of Agriculture

To sum up,.it wants (1) a 36 
dollar floor price on Wiltshire sides 
of bacon at seaboard until July 
the Ist., or until the present Brit- 
ish contract is filled. The present 
support is 32 dollars 50 cents. 

(2) A 30 cent floor price for cheese. 
(8) A rise to 42 cents for eggs, in- 
stead of the 38 cents recently an- 
nounced. 

(4) A floor price for poultry. 

(5) Retention of the 58 cents floor 
price for butter. 

(6) The Canadian Wheat Board to 
be the sole marketing agency for 
wheat and coarse grains. 

And (7) Continued freight rate as- 
sistance for feed grains. 

He appealed to the government 
to hold the line on what he called 
the balanced farm purchasing level 
of 1949. 


Ask Conference Too 

The Federation also asked thet 
the Government call a Provincial- 
Dominion Conference of Agricul- 
ture officials and farm organizations 
to speed up the work of organizing 
producer marketing boards. 

The Federation told cabinet mem- 
bers that Jack of uniformity is now 
hampering this development. A 
Provincial-Dominion Conference, it 
sald, would allow it to go ahead 
with the establishment of Provin- 
cial marketing boards and a na- 
tional marketing agency. 


Potato Marketing Muddle 

The potato marketing business in 
the states seems to be getting into 
®@ worse muddle than ever. 

Last week there was that Wash- 
ington announcement that the 
government was to dump 25 to 40 
million pushels of potatoes, pur- 
chased under price support. 

The government even offered to 
sell them for a cen} a hundred 
pounds, but there was few takers. 

Today there’s a coal-to-NNew- 
castle story from New Orleans, 
where one million pounds of Canad- 
ian potatoes has just been unloaded 
for sale. 

‘The importer is J. Segari, who 
says he can buy choice Canadian 
potatoes and ship them to New Or- 
leans cheaper than he can purchase 
them from Maine or Idaho. 

As Segari admits: The economics 
of this potato business are too deep 
for him, and we agree. 

However the Canadian producers 
aren’t growling. Seems the Canad- 
ion potatoes can be landed in New 
Orleang at four dollars a hundred 
pounds, after paying shipping frei- 
ght and import duty of 75 cents. 

‘The same quality from Idaho, ac- 
cording to Segari, would cost four 
dollars 40 cents, 

What's more Segari says he’s not 
along in importing the Canadian 
potatoes. He reveals that a boatload 
comes into Savannah, Georgia, 
Tampa, Florida, Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida, and other points south every 
two weeks. 

Coal-to-Newcastle is certainly 
the way to describe that one. 


Still Mighty Wary 

Ontario farm reports show caat 
farmers are still mighty wary about 
purchasing baby chickens this year 
...-an indication that poultry and 
poultry products may be scare in 
the province next fall. 

The same reports say that the 
one bright spot on the Ontario 
farm front at present is the price 
being paid for dairy cattle. Amer- 
ican buyers are offering as high as 
350 dollars for -pure-bred heifers, 
with grade cows bringing up to 225 
dollars, 

A lot of farmers now believe that 
the old dairy cow will be their big 
standby in a tough marketing year. 
(BUP). 


Just how tough 1s it for Caneda 
to grab markets overseas. 

The story that follows bears 
mainiy on manufactured goods... 
But the nation’s farmer, are vitally 
tied up with it. A lot of their farm 
products are involved. 

The story is published in the 
Financial Post which says that 
Canadian exporters are facing @ 
ling-dong battle in what they hop- 
ed would be one of their lusher mar- 
kets. 

The Post says exporters and the 
Canadian Trade Department had 
visualized Latin-America a6 a 200 
million dollar a year market. But 
the newspaper says the best they 
have been able to do in the face of 
British, U-S and European compet- 
ition is to sell 90 million dollers 
worth of exports @ year. 

The Post says that Canadian ex- 
porters are running into the fier- 
cest competition faced anywhere 
when@hey try to sell in the 20 coun- 


tries of the Latin American group. 
The paper says: “Theyre being 
underquoted ...outbid in trading 
terms in scores of lines. And the 
promise is that competition will 
be stepped up with a reborn Ger- 
man industry making an all-out, 
drive that's aimed at a ten-fold ex- 
pansion in trade in 1952, with Ja- 
pan beginning to knock at the door. 

It’s not a very encoureging out- 
Jook..., that one. 


The Great Potato Frasce 

The story of the great U-S po- 
tato mess is still in the headlines. 

The latest development is the 
action of the American Potato 
Council --a producers’ organization. 
--which has called upon the U-S 
Government to ben imports of 
Canadian potatoes. 

It claims that the importetion 
of Canadian supplies --in effect --- 
increases America’s over-production 
and gives the Canadian grower & 
higher income at the expense of the 
American taxpayer. 

This whole potato business came 
to a head this week with the an- 
nouncement from New Orleans that, 
a dealer there was unloading near- 
ly one million pound, of Canadian 
spuds from a Swedish ship. At the 
same time the United States go- 
vernment was buying up millions 
of bushels of America produced po- 
tatoes for dumping ....under ite farm 
support program. 

One U-S dealer summed up the 
situation in these words: 

“You can buy Canadian potatoes 
at about the same price as U-8S 
potatoes, but it's cheaper to ship 
them from Canada by sea than 
it is to rail them from the Mid- 
West of the United States. 

A second explanation comes from 
the Canadian side of the border, 
where it is claimed that Canadian 
producers are willing to take a price 
of 85 cents a bushel for their pota- 
toes, loaded for shipment. In the 
United States, however, at the re- 
quest of U-S producers, the govern- 
ment supports the price at one 
dollar 90 cents a bushel. These com- 
parative prices are om no one 
quality stooks in Maine and New 
Brunswick. 

Because of the price differential- 
and even paying the full duty of 75 
cents a bushel, New Brunswick po- 
tatoes can be delivered by water 
in New Orleang at two dolars 40 
cénts a bushel, while Maine pota- 
toes, by the same water route, come 
to two dollars 95 cents. If sent by 
rail the whole way, they cost three 
dollars 15 cents a bushel. 

Incidentally the Canadian ship- 
ment of nearly one million pounds 
--unloaded at New Orleans --came 
from Grand Falls, New Brunswick, 
Coal Eating Hogs 

Hogs, it’, been found by hus- 
bandrymen at the University of 
Wisconsin, like to eat coal. Teste 
have revealed that hogs will eat a 
fifth to a quarter of a pound of 
coal daily. 

But apparently it doesn’t do ’em 
much good in the way of fattening 
-Since they gain no weight on coal, 
it’s judged that the hogs like to 
eat it simply because it’, crunchy. 


Million Dollar Wheat 

For the last few months): we've 
been reading about so-called “won- 
der drugs” to kill disease -rheuma- 
toid arthritis, and rheumatic fe- 
ver. 

Now it seems it’s the wheat far- 
mer’s tum ...with Ottawa more 
than enthusiastic about a new type 
of wheat which surely earns the 
nom-de-plume of wonder. 

In fact, Agriculture Minister 
James Gardiner describes it as a 
new boon to the west .... million 
dollar gift to wheat farmers from 
the men who developed it. 

The new “wonder” wheat is cal~ 
led Saunders. And the Ottawa en- 
thusiasm for it isn’t hard to un- 
derstand when the experts explain 
just what it can do. 

‘They say it will push wheat-grow- 
ing into areas of Northern virgin 
soil hitherto untapped. 

It likes a short growing season 
and early frosts. > 

It yields more to the acre. It 
ripen, earlier. And it doesn't care 
what kind of soil it gets. 

It even grades higher if is 
hit by an early frost. 

Well....there it 1s. A new “wonder” 
wheat, and the experts say that no 
matter how they look at it, this 
Saunders mean, only one thing. 
Wheat growing is going to take 
place in Northern areas of the 
prairies where only a slap-happy 
farmer would have dreamed of til- 
ling the soil five, 10 or 16 years 
ago. 

The new variety is already being 
used by some northern farmer, in 


Alberta and British Columbia and 
hteir reports are summed up by one 


phrase --"It’s more than satis- 
factory.” 

Here is what A. A. Guitard, of 
the Dominion Experimental Stat- 
fon at Beaverlodge, Alberta, ha, to 
say about it. His remarks follows 
50 tests from 1945 to 19409. 

He says: it is adaptable to all 
types of climate ....dry, wet, warm, 
cold, drought and frost. 

It shows consistently the same 
high qualities on all types of soll .... 
from grey-wooded to shallow-black. 

It yields up to a bushel an acre 
more than Garnet and Thatcher, 
and one and a half bushels more 
‘that Red Bobs. 

It matures three days earlier than 
Thatcher and three and a half 
days before Red Bobs. 

Tt is highly resistant to disease, 

Tt is more easily threshed than 
"Thatcher, yet it holds its kernel 
well for combing. 

It is about one inch shorter than 
‘Thatcher and slighty more resistant 
to lodging. 

And with that report farmers 
might be excused for wondering 
just how they got along for all 
these years without this new 
Saunders wheat. 

In the spring of 1948 and 1949 the 
Beaverlodge Experimental Station 
supplied some 810 farmers in the 
Peace River District of Northern 
Alberta with sampes of this “won- 
der” wheat, 

And Beaverlodge says the 1951 
season small quantities of foundat- 
ion stock should be available from 
private sources. The station expecta 
general distribution by 1953. 

New Fungicide 


A new “jet puverized” wettable 
sulphur, claimed to give better con- 
trol of fungous diseases of fruit 
trees, has been introduced by the 
agricultural chemicals division of 
Canadian Industrie, Limited. 

‘The improved fungicide was made 
specifically to control apple and 
peach scab; powdery mildew of 
apples and peaches; and brown rot 
of peaches, cherries and other stone 
fruits. It i; also claimed to be use- 
ful in the treatment of black spot 
on roses and the control of diseases 
of carnation and snapdragon. 

The wettable sulphur is especially 
prepared for spraying by the ad- 
dition of wetting agents which 
provide for uniform dispersion in 
water. The “jet puverized” or micro- 
fine properties give an active con- 
trol of fungus diseases, better cov- 
erage and greater adhesion to fol- 
iage. The extremely fine particle 
size enables a deeper penetration 
of rough skinned fruits and there- 
fore a higher concentration where 
®reatest protection is needed. 


New Strawberry Varicties 

New varieties of strawberries are 
being developed and offered to 
growers at a rapid rate by experi- 
mental stations in the United 
States and Oanada. Many of 
these varieties are not widely adapt- 
ed, having been selected under spec. 
{al local conditions. It is essential 
that all varieties be tested to es- 
tablish their merits in a particular 
region and growers can benefit by 
consulting with government insti- 
tutions for varietal evaluation. 

Some sixty varieties fruited at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa 
in 1949, report D, 8. Blair and L, P. 
Spangelo of the Horticultural Div- 
ision. Of these Fairpeake, Su- 
wanee and Temple, all United States 
Department of Agriculture intro- 
ductions; Sparkle, a New Jersey in- 
twoduction, and Robinson, intro- 
duced by J. ©. Haley, Dowagiac, 
Michigan, were particularly note-| 
worthy. | 

Fairpeake is a late mid-season 
yariety and produces large, attrac- | 
tive, glossy red fruit of medium 
texture and good quality. ‘The 
plants are very vigorous and pro- 
duce heavy crops. Suwanee ripens 
after Premier and impressive be- 
cause of its productiveness and high 
quality and is recommended for the 
home garden. Temple is similar to 
Premier in season. The berries are 
of commercial size, attractive, firm 
and of good quality. It is a produc- 
tive yariety that ships well. Sparkle 
ig a mid-season variety of consider- 
able promise. The berries are of 
good size, bright glossy red, attrac- 
tive, firm and of good quality.At ot- 
tawa it is a productive variety with 
a long fruiting season and with- 
stands drought exceptionlly well. 
Robinson is a large fruited variety 
of Premier season, holds its size well 
and is productive, Although it is | 
inclined to be rough and a big soft, 
because of its size and productive- 
nese it is worthy of extended trial. 


Don’t Plant Weed Seeds 

Seed drill surveys in Canada 
show that many of the weeds, 
which later farmers fight by cul- 
tivation and chemical weed killers, 
are there because they were planted 
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the farm, is not to plant them. But 
they will be planted unless care is 
taken to sow only seed that is as 
free from weed seeds as is hum- 
anly possible. 

Much of the seed used in Canada 
is still farm grown and is cleaned on 
the farm. It is false economy not to 
clean it thoroughly. It should not 
be a matter for congratulation if 
the material screened out is not 
large, unless there is assurance that, 
the remaining seed is clean and as 
free from weed seeds and other 
material as possible. Small seeds in 
particular, such as clover, alsike, and 
red clover, are ‘not easily cleaned, 
and these seeds are often sown 
when they would be classed as “re- 
jected” under the regulations of the 
Dominion Seed Act, or at least would 
grade only No. 2 or No. 3. Many 
progressive farmers prefer not to 
Sow No. 3 seed.* 

A simple purity seed test can be 
made by spreading about a pound 
of seed on a clean surface in a good 
light. This should be carefully picked 
over and all foreign seeds remoyed, 
and the general quality of the seed 
and the size of the kernels should be 
noted. This test will give a good in- 
dication as to whether the sced 
should be recleaned. If any nox- 
fous weeds are found, or if there 
is reasonable doubt of the purity 
or quality of the seed after rec'ean- 
ing. it is advisable to obtain other 
seed. 

Still Making Headlines — 

The old lowly spud ig still making 
the headlines in the United States 
x rather we should say the Can- 
adian-grown spud. 

The latest to enter this potato 
controversy i, Assistant Commis- 
sioner of customs, David B. Stru- 
binger. 

In fact he's reported to have told 
a Montreal Star representative in 
Washington that potatoes have re- 
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placed diamonds a, the chief head- 
ache in smuggling from Canada. 

Seems the U-S Customs Bureau 
has only two men to cover a com- 
mon frontier of more than 200 miles 
between Aroostook County, Maine 
and New Brunswick, the heart 
of Canadian potato production and 
strubinger claims that plugging all 
the roads across the border is too 
much for his men. 

‘The smugglers’ prize is more than. 
one dollar (U-S) a bushel, The 
Canadian producer can get only 
about 80 cents for hi, product at 
home. But just across the border 
the U-S government pays one dol- 
Jar 90 cents for the same potatoes 
and then sell, them back to the 
producer at one cent per 100 
pounds, for use as livestock feed or 
fertilizer. 

That's why assistant customs 
chief strubinger claims this potato 
busines, has become a gold-mine 
for smugglers, 

He was pushed to say just how 
many tons of illegal Canadian po- 
tatoe, were going across his bor- 
der ....but he wouldn't set a figure. 
If I knew that, he said, we'd be 
stopping it. But Strubinger looks 
with the utmost suspicion on what 
he claim, are considerable concen- 
trations of potatoes at New Brun- 
swick points near the U-S border. 

He says it’s too late this year to 
do much about it....but--and those 
smugglers, if they really do exist in 
force, had better note --Strubinger 
say, he'll have an adequate customs 
grabbing guard on the border points 
for next fall's crop.

Britain's Ballot: 


Socialism vs ‘Managed’ Capitalism Is the 
Real Question; Welfare State Remains

When Britain goes to the polls 

Feb, 23 to vote in a general elec- 
tion, the voters will be deciding 
whether to push forward on the 
road to socialism or turn back to- 
ward a sort of “managed” capital- 
ism. 
The eyes of the world—and espec- 
ially the United States—will be fix- 
ed on the British Isles that day. For 
it will mark the first great test of 
Britain's widely heralded socialist 
experiment— now nearly five year 
old. Labor governments in Australia 
and New Zealand have toppled af- 
ter long years in power. Will Brit- 
ain’s Labor regime; the last rem- 
aining in an English-speaking nat- 
fon, stand or fall? 

Whatever the outcome, the “wel- 
fare state” is not at issue. Both maj- 
or parties, Labor and the Conserva- 
tives, propose to maintain and de- 
velop the social services usually 
lumped under that label. 

The battle lines over sociaism are 
drawn between these two parties. 
The Liberals, the Communists and 
a handful of splinter parties are in 
the fray, but no one expects them to 
get far. 

Labor is standing on its five-year 
record and promising more of the 
same. It is proud of the social rev- 
olution it has engineered. Great in- 
dustries like coal, electric and gas 
utilities, rall and truck transporta- 
tion, civil aviation and overseas 
communications have been brought 
under public ownership. Vast new 
services like the much-disputed na- 
tional health program have been 
launched. 

Yet Labor's biggest boast is “full 
employment”. British unemployment 
rolls are at the lowest peacetime le- 
vels in many years, Industrial out- 
put 1s 30 per cent above pre-war 
times. Production per man has ris- 
en six per cent in a year and is 


sail climbing, 
For tomorrow, Labor's leaders 
pledge to maintain jobs for all 


and “fair shares” for all. Aware 
that irksome rationing and price 
controls are alienating many Brit- 
ishers, the party proclaims {ts in- 
tent to relax these bonds where and 
when it’s possible. 

Labor likewise would extend pub- 
Uc ownership to such industries as 
Sugar, cement, meat, water supply. 
It would “mutualize” industrial

insurance —put the companies in 
the hands of the policy holders. 

And, of course, it would carry out 
the nationalization of the steel in- 
dustry which already has been voted 
by Parliament. The scheduled date 
for that move is January 1951. 

Observers note that Labor plans 
to nationalize at a slower pace from 
here on. Industries already taken 
over amount to about 20 per cent of 
the British economy. The new pro- 
gram would add only around five 
per cent, leaving 75 per cent still 
more or less free. 

What do the Conservatives offer 
the voters as an alternative? 

They, too, promise full employ- 
ment. They would keep all existing 
social services but extend and “im- 
prove” them. They would reduce 
taxes, both direct and indirect. And 
they pledge to wipe out current 
food subsidies that give consumers 
grocery shop prices below world 
market levels. To offset this move 
they would protect the poor by up- 
ping family allowances, pensions 
and other*cash benefits. 

While their stand on taxes and 
subsidies sets them apart from Lab- 
or, the Conservatives distinguish 
themselves from their main rivals 
chiefly by their intent to “bring na- 
tlonalization to a full stop here and 
now.” 

They would leave the steel indus- 
try in private hands. No new efforts 
at government ownership would be 
undertaken. They would consider 
restoring to private control the ciy- 
il aviation business and parts of 
the trucking industry. Coal mining 
and rail transportation might be de- 
“centralized and reorganized to 
stimulate competition within those 
fields. But they rate it impractical 
to return all nationalized business 
to private management, 

The differences between the two 
Parties on this general {issue are 
crystal clear, But the Conservatly- 
es’ support of the welfare state, 
with a footnote reading “we can 
manage {t better,” seems sure to 
draw fire as a British version of 
the “me-tooism” so often criticized

within our own Republican party. 

And in the field of foreign policy 
the two big contenders in Britain 
look more alike than they do any- 
where else. Both are primarily de- 
voted to advancing the cause of 
the British Commonwealth, but they 
also want to work more closely 
with Western Europe and the Uni- 
ted States, 

The Labor Conservative parties 
each recognize that Britain’s ec- 
onomic futture depends on restoring 
sound trade balances with the rest 
of the world, particularly with this 
country. 

Thus far in the campaign the La- 
bor party has appeared shy about 
acknowledging the large role played 
by U. S. aid in getting Britain back 
on its feet. Conservatives have been 
frank to admit the fact, and haye 
gone on to accuse Labor of squand- 
ering the help recklessly. 

That's the theme running thr- 
ough the Conservatives’ argument: 
That they will be more efficient 
managers, giving the Britisher more 
welfare for his Money and at the 
same time keeping him relatively 
free to earn the rewards of his in- 
itiative and enterprise. They prop- 
ose, in other words, a managerial 
revolution. 

As for Labor, {¢ simply proposes 
to get on with the Same socialist 


revolution that it started back in 
1945.

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Slow--Easy Is First Prescription 
At Only Hospital That Teaches Talk

New York—(NEA) — In almost 
every room of the old sevyen-storey 
building that houses the National 
Hospital for Speech Disorders hangs 
a sign that reads, “Slow—Easy.” 

It's the opinion of the hospital's 
medical director, Dr. James S. 

reene, that a sufferer from a 
speech defect has a much better 
chance of overcoming that defect if 
he takes life slowly and easily, and, 
particularly, if his attempts to talk 
ere slow and easy. 

The hospital is the only one in 
the nation devoted exclusively to 
treatment of speech disorders. To 
4g come men, women and children 
whose speech is impaired by many 
types of ailments. 

There are those with cleft pal- 
ets. ‘There are persons whose lar- 
ynxes have been removed, learning 
to talk all over. There sre adoles- 
cents, who still use “baby talk” and 
are trying to learn adult enuncis- 
tion. And there are Httle children, 
trying to overcome habits of stut- 
tering. 

On the days set aside for child- 
ren, the halls are crowded with 
nervous mothers shepherding wide- 
eyed youngsters. E 

“Don, worry, Bobby,” says one 
mother to a little blond boy of 
about four, as he goes into the doc- 
tor’s office, “the doctor won't hurt 
you. He just wants to look in your 
throat.” 

But a few minutes later, loud 
Walls are heard from the office, and 
then out comes Bobby with a tear- 
streaked face. He wasn’t hurt, but 
scared. 

“Most of the young stutterers,” 
believes, “are very high- 
tionally. Stuttering isn’t 
al ailment, {t's a sign of

nervousness. They all have anxiety, 
they have fears, they are frustrat 


It is Dr. Greene's belief that the 
stutterer (and stammering is a form 
of stuttering) must be helped emo- 
tionally. Much of the trouble, he 
feels, comes from the child's rela- 
tionship with his parents. 

“Parents are terrible people,” he 
says. “Theyte policemen most of 
the time.” 

As each child enters, he is given 
a general medical examination, then 
special ones. His nose and throat 
and ears are checked, to see if 
there is a physical basis for his 
trouble. Then 2 careful speeah test 
is given, to locate the exact nature 
of the speech disorder. 

After that come neurological and 
psychological tests, to try to put

the medical finger on the basis of 
any nervous or emotional disturb- 
ances that might be at fault. 

When all the medical information 
is collected, one of the hospital's 
staff of physicians discusses the 
case with thep arents. The treat- 
ment may be something that can be 
effected by the parents at home. 
Or the child may have to come to 
the hospital for special treatment. 

Believing strongly in neryous ten- 
sion as the root for much speech 
difficult Dr. Greene set up a 
special department for relaxation 
therapy. In a darkened room, a- 
bout 25 persons, including scme 
children, lie down on specially built 
deck chairs. 


A phonograph plays a quiet ar- 
rangement of “Stardus After 
the record is finished, the clinician 
in charge, Murry Snyder, begins to 
talk. His voice is rich, restful, sooth- 
ing. He tells them how relaxing 
may help. hoy it doesn’t help to get 
excited when you stumb’s over a 
word, how it’s a good thine to be 
“slow and easy” about speech. 


“Why not get  relaxation-con- 
scious instead of speech conscious?” 
he concludes, and then puts on an- 
other record, “When Day is Done.” 

The hospital, in 1949. gave 1943,- 
933 treatments to- 3941 patients, 
some coming from as far away as 
China: A good proportion are char- 
ity patients. 

“You see those people in the 
hall?” asked Dr. Greene, who foun- 
ded the hospital in 1916. “I bet you 
we'll be lucky if two of them can 
pay. ‘They're poor people; they 
can’t pay, but what can you do?” 


“This is a funny business,” he 
said, patting a little girl on the 
head. “You can’t get anywhere un- 
less you've got a heart. You've got 
to want to help these people. It’s 
a fine feeling when you succeed.” 


White House Debris Makes Big Pile 
But Don't Write In for Souvenirs

Washington—(NEA)—How to dis- 
tribute pieces of wreckage being 
torn out of the White House to all 
the U. S. citizens who want them 
as souvenirs has everybody stump- 
ed. 

So they’ve decided just to bury 
much of the prized debris, secretly 
sell some of’ the usable material as 
unidentified wreckage, and use some 
of it (still unidentified) In other 
Federal buildings. 


According to the “interim plan” 
for disposal adopted by the Com- 
mission on Renovation of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion, only “complete or- 
naments” such as mantels, carved 
pieces of woodwork and sections of 
decorative tile will be stored in 
warehouses for distribution to mus- 
eums and libraries sometime in the 
future. 

There will be tons of usable build- 
ing materials such as plumbing 
and electrical equipment which will 
have a small resale value, plus a 
high souvenir value Public Build- 
ings Administration will get first 
choice of this for uke in repair 
and maintenance of other govern- 
ment offices. 


What PBA doesn’t use will be of- 
fered for sale in such a way “as 
may be necessary to avoid com- 
mercial exploitation of the relation- 
ship to Ahe White House” The 
wreckage which the Commission 
defines as “debris” will be buried 
in some secret place, also to avoid 
“commercial exploitation.” 

Pieces of flooring and beams, or 
sections of plaster decorations which 
haye no reuse or artistic value will 
be kept in a big pile, covered and 
guarded, on the White House 
grounds for possible future distri- 
bution. 

So far, the Commission has been 
able to reach only one unanimous 
decision on the souvenir problem. 
Members don’t want any more let- 
ters from citizens asking for pieces 
of the historic structure. They've

received close to 40,000 such re- 
quests to date. 

The Commission has turned down 
sll suggestions so far. At one ex- 
treme a group of PBA officials 
wanted to destroy all the wreckage, 
immediately, save for a very few 
large items. The other extreme 
would be to sell every nail, bit of 
wood, brick and piece of tile as a 
souvenir. 

Col. Douglas H. Gillette, an Army 
engineer who Is assistant director 
of the Commission, got his ears 
pinned back by the Commission 
when he innocently did some per- 
sonal research on the matter. 

He carved some of the wood into 
gavels. And he made a paper- 
weight by pouring clear plastic into 
a can that contaimed a White House 
nail. The tremendous demand for 
items scared the Commission. He 
stopped his experimenting. 

All this has made the job of 
guarding the White House grounds 
much tougher. Workman on the 
project are subject to search every 
time they leave. Notices have been 
posted warning that there ts severe 
penalty for apyone caught walki 
out with a pocketful of rusty nails, 
for instance. 

Col. Gillette's best guess is that 
it will be many months before the 
Commission will be able to decide 
the souvenir question.

Ram Jets Qutrace Sun In New Lab 
At 2600 MPH and 15-Mile Altitude

Wood Ridge, N, J—(NEA)—Some- 
day, the timetable of the U, S. air 
traveler could read something like 
this: 

Ly, New York 10 a.m. 

Ar, Chicago 9.18 am. 

Lv... Chicago 9.25 a.m. 

Ar. San Francisco 8,07 a.m. 

The plane that outraced the sun 
for} such a trip would probably be 
powered by the ram Jet, an engine 
thdt has to outspeed the sun to 
Stay aloft at all, 

Today-the ram jet already is fly- 
ing much faster than that in a new 
jJet:engine laboratory at the Wright 
Aeronautical Corp. here which can 
simulate flight speeds up to 2600 
miles an hour. 

The new test chamber is unique 
not only for the high supersonic 
speed it creates, but also for the 
altitude of 80,000 feet—more than 
15: miles high—it can simulate. 

And it has licked another prob- 
lem; according to Wright engineers 
that is currently baffling experts 
at/ the new tunnel built by the N-a 
tidnal- Advisory Committee for Aer- 
onautics near Cleveland. 

At the N.A.C.A. project, ram jet 
tests under 1500-mile-per-hour con- 

ditions set up» such tremendous 
noise and vibration that residents 

of five surrounding communities 
have threatened court action. 

Engineers recognized this prob- 
lem in building the new test 
chamber! under a contract with the 
Air Force. It rests on a 200-ton 
concrete bed and 120 springs, which 
absorb the vibration. ‘The steam 
and compressed air, which togeth- 
er create the speed and altitude, 
are carried away in three 45-foot, 
silencer stacks,

Untold thousands of bushels’ of 
potatoes are being smuggled across 
lonely stretches of the Maine bord- 
er. By avolding the duty and tak- 
ing advantage of the high support 
price-in. this -country, illegal opera- 
tors are making from 30 to 45 
cents a bushell. 

Tf this traffic isn't controlled, 
Agriculture officials admit {t might 
mean that*the net cost of the spud 
surplus will be higher than the $100, 
million top estimate made by Sec- 
retary Charles F) Brannan.

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Experts See a Close 
British Vote, Labor Victory

The experts forseee a fer closer 
election in Britain this time than 
five years ago, when Labor swept 
the boards to win a commanding 
edge in Parliament. 

Right now the leading public op- 
inion poll gives Labor @ slim one 
and a half per cent advantage. A 
month back the Conservatives led 
by 10 per cent, but Labor's recent 
rush has more than closed the gap. 
It will be the distribution of the 
yote, however, that will tell the 
story on election day. 

When Britain ballotted in 1945 
the Conservatives were enjoying a 
200-seat margin in the House of 
Commons, the important lower 
chamber, A 12 per cent swing to 
Labor put that party in power with 
= similar 200-seat edge. 

This time the experts think an 
eight per cent shift is needed to 
return enough Conservatives to af- 
ford them good working control of 
parliament. A narrower swing would 
leave them vulnerable, for under the 
British system @ government may be 
tossed out any time {t fails -to win 
a vote of confidence. 

‘The present concensus among the 
forecasters—and the people too— 
is that the Conservatives won't 
make the grade. The belief is that 
there will be a tum toward them, 
but that Labor still will win by = 
fair margin. Labor itself talks of a 
60-seat lead. 

Any outcome much closer than 
that might throw the two parties 
into vitual deadlock and hand @ 
balance of power to the Liberal 
Party. The Liberals now hold but 
10 seats in the House, but they have 
entered 400 canditdates in the el- 
ection. Eyen 50 seats would make 
them a potent factor in » tightly 
balanced alignment. 

For the Liberals, it's do or die 
this time. The once great party is 
making s stubborn comeback bid. 
If it fails, observers agree it's 
through. Ironically, more than one 
analyst contends many Britishers 
would rather vote Liberal than Con- 
servative or Labor. But they think 
their votes would be wasted, if is 
said, because they doubt the Liber- 
als’ chances. 

‘The Conservatives are enraged at 
the Liberals for entering 400 names. 
They argue that the net effect will 
be merely to split the opposition 
vote in many areas and Jet the La- 
bor candidates ride in. Some Con- 
servyatives are running under joint 
Conservative-Liberal labels in an

effort to lick this problem. 

This year the spoils of political 
war are fewer. Voting districts, call- 
ed “constituencies” in Britain, 
have been remodeled to accommo- 
date population changes. The result 
is the new Parliament will have just 
625 House seats against @ present 
640. 

The final lineup in the old one 
showed Labor holding 382 seats, 
Conservatives 202, National Liber- 
als 13, Liberals 10, Communists two. 
The rest were scattered among 
splinter groups and independents. 

The Communists, incidentally, 
have entered 99 candidates this 
time, as compared with 21 in 1945. 
But no one concedes them much 
chance’ of boosting their represen- 
tation. 


There's another new factor in the 
1950 election. The government has 
limited a candidate’s campaign ex- 
pense to $1260 plus a small allow- 
ance for each yoter in his constitu- 
ency, This outlay is supposed to be- 
gin Feb, 3, official opening date of 
the campaign. 

British industries facing nation- 
alization have been propagandiz- 
ing, however, for a long time. Can- 
didates fear that money spent for 
this purpose in their areas may be 
Charged against them. Should they 
win, court action to unseat them 
might follow on the ground their 
expenses were illegally high. 

Conservatives are not alone in 
worrying over this” Labor men are 
afraid the expenses of Labor's daily 
press might be assigned to their 
campaigns, 

Industry is definitely puzzled. 
Some billboard posters have been 
covered up, while others still blaz- 
on their message. The steel industry 
already marked for public owner- 
ship, defiantly insists on “inform- 
ing” the voters of its case. 

The symbols of this phase of the 
battle are a little crew of imagin- 
ary characters that might be com- 
pared to America’s ‘Howdy Doody” 
except that politicaly significance 
has been added. 

There's Mr. Cube, 2 belligerent 
little square of sugar eager to fight 
the government; Mr. Mix, his coun- 
terpart in the cement field; Si 
Loin, a doughty battler who thin 
Labor means to squeeze the juice 
out of him by nationalizing the 
meat trade, and Miss Pru, demure 
darling of the insurance world, who 
is.trying hard to resist the govern-

ment’s “advances” in her direction. 

Prime Minister Clement Attlee, 
who, though long pictured as weak 
and colorless, now has his party's 
confidence as a fair-minded, effic- 
jent leader and an impersonal ic{- 
cle able to cool down Labor's often 
overheated prima donnas. 

Winston Churchill, his Conserya~ 
tive opposite number, old John Bull 
himself, still a glamorous figure, a 
stirring orator who can breathe fire 
and brimstone (though his friends 
hope he won't because they think 
his 1945 tirades hurt his party). 

Big, beefy Emest Bevin, Labor's 
foreign minister, onetime trolley dri= 
ver and dockworker, who brought @ 
new bluntness to international dipr 
lomatic combat. 

Anthony Eden, aging and not 60 
well now, but still a dashing figure 
certain to take Bevin’s place in ev- 
ent of a Conservative triumph. 

Sir Stafford Cripps, Labor chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, so thar- 
oughly the embodiment of Britain's 
economic “austerity” and self-den~ 
ial that a foreigner quipped as he 
left a European conference to go 
home: “There he goes, back to his 
bed of nails.” 

Lord Woolton, the Mr. Fixit of 
the Conservatives, who was the 
chief rebuilder of the party's ma- 
chinery after its 1945 debacle and 
would rank high in a new Con- 
servative government. 

There are many others. But 
these are the best known. They're 
all mounting the political barricades 
now to do battle over the big issue: 
Is it to be more—or less—socialism 
for Britain?

USDA Puts Buttermilk in the Ice Cream and 


Soy Beans In Merinque to

Washington—(NEA) — In their 
zeal to expand the American walst- 
ling by devising insidious ways to 
get citizens to take aboard more 
farm products, the U. S, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture test tube boys 
are doing their best work these days 
in ice cream and potatoes. 

It’s had enough for the calorie- 
counter to pass up dessert, So 
they've made it even tougher by 
devising an {ce cream that is much 
“smoother and more delicious” than 
the regular product. Its made of 
sweet-cream buttermilk instead of 
the usual concentrated skim milk. 

Just to make sure that companies 
start making ice cream with this 
new base, they invented a special 
manufacturing process for sweeten- 
ed condensed buttermilk. 

For the past 20 years, every time 
a scientist has gotten within 10 
feet of a soy bean, he has found 
a new use for it. They’re still at if. 
And in the ice cream department, 
too. 

Latest soy bean offspring 1s call- 
ed “gelsoy.” When put in {ce cream 
mix, it gives the batch super whip- 

ping properties, with the final 
product more tantalizing to the 
taste. 


Spur More Eating 


Gelsoy also has been proven ex- 
cellent for sealing cork or paper 
to metal, for preparing gummed 
paper and as a foaming agent in 
fire-ext\nguishing preparations. and 
{t makes such meringue as you've 
never geen before. 

Then there ts “whey”, which is 
usually left over when you make 
cheese. It’s elther fed to the pigs or 
thrown awey, That is, it wes until 
the scientists discovered last year 
that whey, instead of milk in sher- 
bet, makes it “smoother and more 
refreshing to taste.” 

If the potato had never found 
{ts way here from South America 
centuries ago, Agricultural officials 
would probably be much happier 
today, But since they are forced to 
live with potatoes in excess quan- 
titles, there’s Ittle else but to try 
foisting them on the American 
public in every way possible. 

Now potato puffs, a new product 
with commercial possibilities, haye 
been developed: The potatoes are 
diced and boiled in a salt solution, 
then agitated by a stream of hot 
air for s few minutes, after which 
they puff and become crisp , and 
light brown. “They can be eaten 
straight, used as croutons, or 85 
an ingredient in other foods,” says 
the USDA.

The scientists have devied a way 
to sort out the most nurishing pots- 
toes by putting them in a salt 
water solution. The ones that sink 
are the best for baking. This sink- 
or-swim process also isolated the 
eight best varieties for potato chip 
manufacturing, which uses about 
20,000,000 bushels of spuds a year.

The Other Side 


The big fire which gutted three 
houses in a terrace on the east side 
of Cambridge St. N. Tuesday mor- 
ning was witnessed by hundreds of 
Lindsay people. Many of those who 
saw it in progress got their view 
from Cambridge St. buf it was just 
as exciting In the laneways at the 
rear and there was no smoke to 
obscure the view. 

It was just after 9 am, when 
someone called the Post to say 
there was a big fire on “Kent 
Street.” 

Hurrying down to the main street 
@ quick glance was sufficient to 
satisfy anyone that there might be 
a fire but it certainly wasn’t on 
Kent Street. Back in the office the 
report was checked and the fire's 
location pinned down. 

Someone in the back shop of the 
Post said “‘you can see it from here” 
and sure enough you could. Smoke 
was belching out the attic windows 
at the rear of the first house in the 
Cambridge St. terrace, which ad- 


joined the premises of National 
Grocers Ltd. 
Hurrying across the laneway 


which winds around behind the 
houses, an obstructed view of the 
fire from east side of the doomed 
buildings was the lot of the hand- 
ful of people who chose to watch 
its progress from this vantage point. 

The fire by this time (around 
920 am.) was making strong head- 
Way and smoke was pouring out of 
the first house from a dozen plac- 
es. At first glance it looked bad 
for the house and National Grocers 
Ltd's office and warehouse was ob- 
viously in great danger. 

Water irom hoses on the west 
side of the building could be seen 
shooting up over the roof of the 
first house and cascading down the 
east side. Coming in closer a hose 
was being played on the burning 
building from the adjoining back 
Kitchen. 

At this time all efforts seemed to 
be centred on saving National Gro- 
cers’ building and trying to control 

> the inferno which was raging in 
the first house. 

It soon seemed apparent, as the 
fire got: draught from broken win- 
dows at the rear of the first house, 
that the biting southeast wind was 
carrying the flames into the upper 
storeys of the two houses to the 
north. The prospect was grim and 


bystanders were already predicting 
the doom of the entire terrace. 
Around 10.15 the smaller pump- 
ing unit was moved into position 
directly behind the first two hous- 
es in the terrace. A hose was hur- 
riedly strung from the pumper, al- 


ong the laneway leading out to Kent 


Street beside the Olympia and 
coupled to a hydrant there, Fire- 
man Spencely made the connection 
whil, other volunteer firemen un- 
tangled the hose and connected 
them with the pumper. Spencely, 
ice covered and with water-filled 
rubber boots, waited at the Olympia 
corner, while a representative of the 
Post, having helped Jay the hose, 
stood at a point visible to Spencely, 
to relay the signal for him to turn 
on the water when it was given by 
the firemen. All this happened in a 
matter of minutes and in no time 
flat another stream was brought 
into play on the burning buildings. 

By this time the roof of the first 
house sagged and fire shot out into 
the open. Despite the tons of water 
that drenched the as yet intact 
roofs, the fire raced along uncheck- 
ed to devour them with increasing 
fury. 

The rear view of the fire had at- 
tracted scores of other spectators by 
now and they were on hand for the 
final orgy of fire. Dense black 
clouds of smoke, billowing white 
clouds of steam, interspersed with 
shooting tongues of flame, marked 
the climax of the fire as it ravaged 
the upper storeys and roofs of the 
last two houses. 

What did the people talk about 
as they watched this fiery spec- 
tacle? 

They talked of the need of more 
and better fire-fighting equipment— 
they expressed sympathy for those 
rendered homeless—they complain- 
ed of the bitter cold weather —they 
said they were sorry for the hard- 
pressed firemen and they speculat- 
ed on the possibility of its spread- 
ing further. 

And when it was over they walk- 
ed away—saddened by a spectacle 
of destruction and probably vowing 
to be careful with fire in their 
own homes and places of business. 

And that is the eye-witness story 
of one who viewed the holocoust 
which left 33 people homeless from 
the east side of the big fire.

Cant Account For Trouble 


Water Bd. Supervisor, 
Fire Chief Deny 
Hydrant Was Frozen Up 


“The frozen hydrant was slow 
in operating”. That sentence in the 
report of Tuesday's big fire on 
Cambridge St. N., has been brand- 


ed as incorrect. by. Robt. Reynolds, 


Lindsay Waterworks superintendent. 

Mr, Reynolds called the Post last 
night almost before the ink on the 
day's edition was dry, to emphati- 
cally deny that the hydrant referred 
to was frozen. He declared that the 
hydrant located at Cambridge ‘St. 
and Kent Street, had been check- 
ed on the morning of the day pre- 
vious and that it was in working 
order and that there was no reason 
to believe that it was frozen Tues- 
day morning. Mr. Reynolds was not 
denying that the water may have 
seemed slow in starting to flow into 
the hose but pointed out that since 
it did eventually come through this 
indicated that it had not been fro- 
zen, He was not prepared to give 
a specific reason for the flow of 
water being slow in starting if such 
was the case. The superintendent 


- stated that since he was not at the 


fire hydrant when the connections 
were being made, he could not pos- 
sibly give a specific reason for any 
alleged difficulty experienced. 

Fire Chief Webster told the Post 
that he didn’t see kow the hydrant 
could have been frozen because full 
flow was eventually established 
through the first two Ilnes of hose 
which were coupled up with the 
hydrant.

Chief 
Webster thought mechanics of the 
hydrant may have been affected 
by the sub-zero temperatures pre- 
vailing —it was an estimated 10 be- 
low when the fire broke out, 

The Post has no hesitation in ex- 
pressing its regrets if a wrong 
impression was given in its report. 
However it will be realized that 
certain facts are hard to come by in 
the excitement and turmoil of a big 
fire. In the meantime it will try to 
find out what really did interfere 
with the flow although this may 
always remain a matter of specu- 
lation.

Lindsay’s new fire pumper failed 
to respond the way the men handl- 
ing it expected it to when it was 
pressed into service in its first big 
workout of the New Year on Tues- 
day. Fire Chief Arthur Webster says 
the truck didn’; function the way it 
was expected it would from the time 
it was put in operation at the out- 
set of the fire until after it was 
pulled out of service towards the 
fire's climax. He is not prepared to 
give an official statement on what 
was wrong with the truck's mechan- 
ism until after he completes his in- 
vestigation. Chief Webster says he 
has absolutely nothing to hide in 
connection with the truck's failure 
and when the facts are available 
they will be brought out into the 
open. 

The department head said also 
that the truck had been started 
that morning and was working okay. 

Unofficially the breakdown is be- 
ing attributed to two factors: (a) 
that the truck was new and had not 
had its engine thoroughly broken 


-in and (b) that it was’ pumping at ~ 


full speed but only being supplied 
with a fraction of the amount of 
water it was capable of handing. 
This combination of factors is alleg- 
ed to have caused’ the tappets in the 
motor to become loosened, necessit- 
ating pulling it out of service at 
the earliest possible moment. 

Meanwhile the truck is back in 
the Fir Hall following reparis at 
Fee Motors. The garage people are 
forwarding a report of their findings 
to the Fire Department. 

Regarding the fire itself ~ 

Speaking of his experience-in con- 
nection with the fire itself, Chief 
Webster says the department was 
summoned by Mrs. Allan personally 
after she reportedly failed to reach 
them by telephone due to a delay in 
making a connection. He said the 
new truck was being moved into 
position even before the fire bell 
had finished tolling for the first 
time, The chief said the men first 
entered the house at number 10 
Cambridge N. with extinguishers, 
following up with hose and water. 
He declared that when he turned 
, hose up into a partition on the 
south side of the Allan house char- 
red embers fell from above indicat- 
ing that the fire had advanced well 
up into the wall before the depart- 
ment had arrived. Smoke was pour- 
ing out of the upper storeys when 
he and his men went into action, 
the chief sated. 

Chief Webster told the Post that 
the new pumper was kept in opera- 
tion at a fraction of its normal cap- 
acity until it became apparent that 
all the department could hope to do 
was to keep the fire confined and 
dampened down, After this the 
heavy unit was sent in for repairs 
and the smaller pumper pulled out 
from the rear of the building to 
take over. 

It was at this time, when the 
height of the fire had apparently 
been passed, that he left to give 
evidence at the Yuzwa murder trial 
in the County Court House, the 
chief advises. 

The unofficial estimate of da- 
mage today stands at between $27,- 
000 and $30,000 but Chief Webster 
still has nothing official because 
insurance adjustors have not com- 
pleted their investigations yet. 

Likewise there is still no official 
report as to the cause of the fire 
available yet.

Henry Houzer, widely known Lind- 

say businessman, was rooming in 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
Allan, owners of the first house to 
be destroyed. He lost all his petson- 
al effects in the fire. Ironically, he 
says he could have sayed most of 
his things if he had realized how 
bad the fire was going to be, He 
thought it was probably just a little 
affair which would be dealt with 
quickly and went out of his room 
leaying all his belongings behind. 
“Yl know better next time”, he 
observed today. 


Those rendered homeless by the 
fire numbered 33 and they are as 
follows: Mr. and Mrs. Jack Allan, 
their grandchild and six roomers, 
residing at 10 Cambridge St. N. Mr. 
and Mrs. E. Coukelle, Betty. Pogue, 
Edgar Pogue, Milton Deyell, Harold: 
Frost, Eldridge Ross, George Fan- 
ning, Reuben McGuire, Frank Rivet, 
Jack Rehill, Mr. and Mrs. Duffty 
Jr. and Mrs. Duffty Sr. Alex Kidd, 
Don McDonald, Ken English and 
Lyman Hart, all residing at 12 
Cambridge St. N. (Many of the 
roomers and boarders in this house 
reportedly are employed by Visking 
Corpn.) Mr, and Mrs, Cragg, their 
small daughter and three roomers, 
residents of 14 Cambridge St. N. All 
members of all households escaped 
without injury. 


Checking with the Water Board 
office at the height of the fire, the 
Post was advised that pressure was 
being maintained at between 65 
and 70 pounds. Pressure at the 
pumphouse was given at about 82 
pounds. 


The good neighbour policy was 
displayed at the scene of the fire 
by John Picket, Coca Cola sales- 
man from Peterkoro. Happening to 
be in the vicimty at the time the 
fire broke out he was quick to plunge 
in and help out. When his uniform 
became saturated, he donned fire 
fighting equipment and carried on, 
He told a bystander that he was 
always glad to help out and closed 
in to grapple with the fire again. 


Mr, Coukelle lost $60 in the fire. 
He had the cash in a wallet in a 
dresser drawer. Mrs. Coukelle, while 
feeling badly about the whole affair 
is not without thoughts for those 
who were her roomess and boarders, 
She says she is glad they all escap- 
ed unhurt. 


Mrs. Allan, still very upset over 
the calamity which befell her nei- 
ghbours and herself, is stunned to 
think that such a terrible happening 
could originate in her premises. She 
has expressed sincere sympathy for 
the loss of all those who suffered 
through the fire. However, she and 
her husband now realize that al- 
though they lost very heavily in 
material things they must be thank- 
ful that the lives of the 33 people 
inyolved were all spared.

THIS MATTER SHOULD 
BE CLEARED UP 
Attention is again focussed on the alleged short- 
ages of gasoline and cement which were reported to 
have occurred during the 1948 Couneil’s administra- 
tion. Im a letter to the Post today, a former mayor 
of Lindsay urges that this matter be cleared up once 
and for all. This letter, appearing on the same page 
as this editorial under the Voice of the People column, 
deserves the thoughtful consideration of all citizens. 
As is pointed out, a serious shortage of town- 
owned gasoline and cement was reported by the in- 
coming 1949. Council. Much publicity was given the

Interesting History Of 
Church At Omemee 


Omemee (PNS) Along the highways 
of Ontario are found many quaint 
villages, one of which {, our village 
of Omemee. Omemee can boast 
of several interesting landmarks, one 
of these is the Anglican Church, on 
the left side of the highway as you 


tha well built, red brick building 
covered over with English ivy, has 
stood for half a century. 

The first Anglican Church, made 
of logs was situated on south 
Sturgeon Street. It was built by 
four men -Mr. Morton, Mr. Mont- 
gomery, Mr, Corneil and Mr, Han- 
nah in the year 1824. The first 
minister came from the village of 
Cavan. Since there was no grave- 
yard, burial took place at St. John’s 
Church Ida. On the top of Craw- 
ford’s Hill was situated the first 
rectory, a stone house which fs still 
standing, and is as present occu- 
pied by Mr, Charles Spencer. 

In the year 1835 the second church 
was built on the lot north of Mr, 
Smith Nurse's Garage. Another new 
one was built on the same property 
in the year 1872. This church 
was moyed in 1901 to the 
south side of the highway, where 
{t now stands. Rey. Mr. Langfelt was 
the minister at the time it was 
moved, and Mr, Cottingham one of 
the first settlers of Omemee, lived 
beside the church. His home, how- 
eyer, was burned down and in its 
place was built the rectory which 
still serves as the home of Rey, Mr. 
Pooley, the, present Minister, Some 
of the intervening rectors were Rey. 
Mr. Teaney; Rey. Mr. Earle; Rey, 
Mr, James; Rey. Mr., Weir; Rev. 
Mr, Johnson. The present rector 
Mr, Pooley, has been giving his ser- 
vices to the cowmunity for the past

Her two children (Edgar Pogue 
and Betty Pogue) had just gone to 
school. She shouted the alarm to 
her 17 roomers. Mr. Coukelle had 
gone to his work at Baldwin’s 
coal & wood yard. Mrs, Coukelle 
kept repeating “ what a loss! What 
a loss!” but on enquiry She told 
Post reporter she just paid for fire 
insurance last Friday. 

HUSBAND JOINS HER: 

Nearly frozen and feeling badly 
she went into the office of police 
at rear of fire hall. Here her hus- 
band joined her and at once she 
broke down crying, “What can we 
do”? He comforted her saying, “I 
threw out some bed clothes and our 
bed and they were piled with an 
assortment of articles in the middle 
of the road just north of the fire 
hall. But, covered with ice and wat- 
er they looked'as if they were badly 
damaged.” 

CRAGGS BURNED OUT TOO 

Mr. Chas, Cragg of No. 14 whose 
home was gutted also, works at the 
Arsenal. He and his wife and two 
roomers escaped, but contents des- 
troyed by smoke, water and fire.

Fire Wipes 
Cut Orono 
Church — 


ORONO, Feb. 20 — Park Street 
United Ohurch, which had stood 
for 87 years and was renovated only 
Jast summer at a cost of $25,000 
burned to the ground Sunday after- 
noon. Loss was estimated at $80,- 
000. 

After three hours of battling the 
flames, firemen from Orono and 
Newcastle had to abandon the 
church and concentrate on saving 
the parsonage. 

Almost the entire population of 
600 Mned the street, watching sil- 
ently as the old church burned. 
Scores of cars from the surround- 
ing countryside brought in volun- 
teers who joined villagers and fire- 
men in trying to save the church. 

The blaze started at 3.30 p.m., re- 
portedly from an overheated fur- 
nace. When water being pumped 
from cisterns ran out, firemen turn- 
ed to a creek that runs through the 
village. Dense smoke made it im- 
possible for firemen to enter the 
burning building. 

Park Street Church was the only 
United church here, It was built in 
1862, Last summer the congregation 
decided to renovate it. Besides a 
complete redecoration of the main 
church auditorlum, a new organ, 
chimes, Sunday school room and: a 
pulpit were added.

Upsets Opposition 


Winston Churcnill’s proposal for 
a new conference with Josef Stalin 
on the atom bomb may have almost 
as much impact as the famous 
Fulton speech. 

That was the 1946 address in| 
which Churchill, speaking as the 
guest of President Truman at a 
celebration held by a small college 
in Missouri, first warned the 
world against Russia. 

At that time, Churchill demanded 
that the United States do every- 
thing fn its power to keep the secret 
of the atomic bomp --and he sald 
that the Russians could be re- 
strained only by superior power. 

Now, four years later, at the 
climax of a political campaign in 
which he {s surviving for a come- 
back, Churchill virtually promises 
the British people that if he’s el- 
ected, he will try to get Mr. Truman 
and Stalin together once more. 

There's no donbt that the Chur- 
chill statement {s a good political 
move in Britain.

In Emmett Kelly’s case, it should 
not be difficult. He’s a clown but 
a clown with a strong element of 
pathos in hi, portrayal. You laugh 
at him, but there's a lump in your 
throat when you do. 

America’s best-known circus buf- 
foon has been in Hollywood for se- 
veral weeks, discussing a screen 
career which has passed from talk- 
dng into action. 

Producer David ©. Selznick =-soon 
he, Kelly under a year’s contract, 
with options, Selznick is determined 
to turn Emmett into a movie actor, 
and the clown is delighted with 
the idea. 

After 30 years under canvas -- 
with everything from a dog and 
pony show to Bamum and Bailey-- 
he's beginning to wonder if he's 
not getting into a rut --a rut several 
thousand miles long, consider- 
ing the circus's annual schedule. 

“Nothing definite has yet been 
decided,’ Kelly says. “All I can 
say -is that Mr, Selznick does seem 
to have some good plans for me, 
and I'm getting well paid to stand 
by.” 

If it’s to be a circus picture that 
is to launch his screen career, 
Emmett's ready for it. But he would 
like to do other types of roles as 
well --including the dramatic. 

Kelly, the clown, is no extrovert. 
He's not there with the wisecrack 
or the witty saying. He', as som- 
ber as the melancholy Dane, ex- 
cept that he's Irish ..a proper 
background for the famous char- 
acter he has enyolved for the cir- 
cus, 

You'll remember him, of course, 
that is if you've been to Barnum 
and Bailey's Circu, in recent years. 
The man in the tattered pants, the 
droopy coat he got from a side- 
show giant, the 14-inch shoes, and 
the crushed derby he paid a dollar 
for 18 years ago. All this he tops 
with a greasepaint beard and a 
putty nose. 

In such costume ad makeup, 
Emmett Kelly becomes a bedrag- 
fled caricature of the traditional 
tramp --a forlorn, © wistful “bum, 
who never smiles, never engages in 
horse-play. with tHe other clowns, 

He possesses a talent for panto- 
mine which has made him an 
aristocrat of the big top. He has 
no act, as such. He roams the tan- 
bark as he pleases, at times munch- 
ing on a head of cabbage, at other 
time, sticking his putty nose be- 
tween patrons in the front row... 
never changing that wistful, lost 
expression, 

After several years in the small- 
time, during which he was with 
show, so hard-pressed he'd have 
to double as a stake-pounder, he 
finally worked out the routine 
which made him famous. Eyen 
then, it took him four years to get 
the “feel” of the character. Fs 

“Finally I made it,” he says. “I 
got to the point where, if T_ picked 
up @ peanut and looked at it, I 
felt that I was looking at the last 
peanut in the world. And when I 
squatted down, built a fire and be- 


gan cooking, I was really having 
stew, like any other tramp.” 

He has been doing these rotf* 
tines for such a long time now that 
he no longer needs to alert his 
salivary gland, in order to get into 
the mood to portray a huyery hobo, 
Frequently his thoughts are far 
away from the circus, and the 
crowd that's watching him, 

For instance, during the baseball 
season his “prop, often include a 
paper bag which conceals a por- 
table radio. As he chomps away at 
his cabbage he keeps up with the 
Dodgers. 

Kelly left Hollywood Tuesday for 
Lafayette, Indiana, where he will 
visit his mother and sister. Then 
he's going to Cleveland, where his 
girl friend will be appearing with 
an indoor circus. 

After that he's returning to Holly- 
wood, by whici: time he hopes plans 
for his first moyie role will have 
kelled, 

Says Kelly: 

“Anything I do for the next year 
will be under Mr. Selznick’s gui- 
dance. I don’t care much what it 
is, as long as it comes under the 
head of acting. 

“If he wants to send me back to 
the circus for a while, for the pub- 
licity value of such appearances, I 
don't mind. In fact, along in the 
spring, when the circus starts pack- 
ing to hit the road, I imagine I'll 
begin longing to be with it again. 

“After all, you know the old say- 
ng --once a tramp, always a tramp.”

Throne Speech 
Stresses Need 
For Vigilance, 
Preparedness 


Ottawa Feb. 16 (BUP) A new ses- 
sion of parliament opened in Ot- 
tawa today on a stern note. 

In the speech from the Throne, 
the government said Canada must 
be prepared to meet any aggressor. 
It says that total preparedness for 
war must n-o-t be undertaken at 
the expense of maintaining adap- 
tability of defense equipment. 


The speech, read by Governor- 
General Alexander, added “the cold 
war still continues and imposes on 
all the free nations heayy burdens 
for the provision of defense forces 
and modern armaments,” It con- 
tinued, “preparedness to meet any 
sudden onslaught 1s essential and 
the means must be provided.” 


The speech --a statement of go- 
vernment plans and policy for the 
new session --said: “the free nat- 
‘ons also face a test of endurance, 
and our staying power could be en- 
dangered at attempting to achieve 
complete preparedness at the ex- 
penses of our adaptability to new 
development, in weapons and te- 
chniques of warfare, or the effici- 
ency of our social and industrial 
Systems,” 


The speech again pledged Cana- 
da’, support for the United Nations 
And .that measures to preserve 
peace-- as contemplated in the 
North Atlantic Treaty --are being 
undertaken as fast as possible. The 
Government statement added: ‘The 
wholehearted co-operation of all 
the signatories to the treaty is en- 
couraging evidence of their deter- 
mination to deter aggression, by 
& combination of actual and po- 
tential strength calculated to re- 
Move the possibility of successful 
aggression.” 

THRONE SPEECH 2 
ON EMPLOYMENT 

On the domestic scene, the speech 
sald employment and prosperity are 
still at a high level, the same can 


be said for private investment and 
consumer damand. 

But the address cautions, “sea- 
sonal and local factors have given 
rise to a significant amount of tem- 
porary regional unemployment dur- 
ing the past few months. And the 
security provisions established un- 
der unemployment insurance legis- 
lation have been called upon to 
meet the first important test since 
they were brought into effect.”

New School Grants Designed 
To Smooth Out Inequities 


Toronto, Feb, 18 (BUP) 
Ontario government will grant 41- 
million dollars to provincial schools 
this year under a new plan intend- 
ed to smooth out inequities caused 
by increases and shifts in the proy- 
ince’s population, 


Education Ministsr Dana Porter 
today informed the Ontario legis- 
lature that the 1945 plan, which 
kept school grants under ceilings, 
had been antiquated by increased 
population and high building and 
maintenance costs. 

Grants from the government now 
will be made on major expenditures, 
especially those for teachers sal- 
aries, transportation and debenture 
charges, in the case of elementary 
schools, And grants of 16-dollars 
per pupil will be paid Instead of 
former grants for minor expendi- 
tures, 

In secondary schools, where such 
a wide variety of conditions is not 
encountered, the general grant will 
vary between 40-dollars and 150 
dollars per pupil, according to the 
per capita assessment and the type 
of school which ts operated. 

This year’s government grant of 
4i-million dollars is an increase of 
three and a half million from 1949 
snd almost 15-million from 1945.

In some parts of the rural United 
States, there's a standing gag to 
the effect that the principal in- 
dustry is running for public office, 

Well, the kingdom of Greece is 
getting ready to hold its first post 
Civil-War election right now and 
so many Greeks are candidates 
that it makes “politicking” in the 
U.S, look like small potatoes. 

‘There are 28-thousand candidat- 
es in the Greek elections for only 
250 jobs — seats in the Greek par- 
liament, 

The 28-thousand hopefuls rep- 
resent no fewer than 80 parties and 
not a blessed one of them fs running 
as an individual. All are on party 
lists and the voters can only vote 
for the party lists—not for men. 

The selection will be by proport- 
ional representative. This is some 
improvement over the system used 
in the 1945 election when the Roy- 
alists managed to obtain a huge 
parliamentary majority by means 
of a gerrymandered district majority 
system. 

The Royalists got a majority of 
the popular’ vote then but their 
parliamentary majority was swol- 
len by the system which gave them 
all 20 of the seats from the Athens 
district, for example, although they

Marshal Papa- 
gos alone seems to have emerged 
from the Civil War as something of 
a hero and he is not a candidate for 
civil office. 

A spirit of conciliation—an easing 
of the fanaticism that marked both 
sides in the Civil War—has develop_ 
ed as the electoral campaign pro- 
gressed. And it's hoped that if the 
elections bring new men to the fore 
this conciliatory spirit will spread 
and intensify. 

If it does, the Greeks fee] they

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GREATER USE OF THE 
RIVER IN- PROSPECT 

The time was when the Scugog River was the 
source of a great deal of pleasure fo Lindsay boating, 
fishing and swimming enthusiasts. As the years went 
by and the town grew and wastes were poured into 
the river, people were forced to almost abandon using 
it north of the Lindsay St. Bridge. Besides not being 
pleasant to use, the once lovely stream became un- 
pleasant even to look upon —~- scum floated on its 
surface and life was almost becoming extinct in its 
sluggish body. It seemed as though it was doomed 
to be.an eyesore and a nuisance for the rest of its 

-days rather than a thing of beauty and a source of 
pleasure to all who chanced to come upon it. Then 
something happened and the future of the Scugog 
River was at once brighter. That something was the 
decision of Lindsay’s 1949 and 1950 Councils to pro- 
ceed with the construction of a sewage disposal plant 
which would eliminate the necessity for pouring the 
blighting wastes of modern Lindsay into the river. 

This effort to restore the beauty of the Scugog 
River will be watched with interest by all who appre- 
ciate the many benefits which would be Lindsay's 
once this waterway is cleaned up.

It should 
be: carried on to include a general beauty treatment 
and possibly the creation of an attractive park along 
jis banks. Such a project would undoubtedly gain 
the support of the people and afford coming genera- 
tions unlimited pleasure. 


OUT OF ORDER 

For more years than most people can-or care to 
recall, the births, deaths and marriages report at the 
end of each month made very interesting reading to 
the citizens of the Town of Lindsay. Until recently 
the courtesy was accorded the press by town officials 
of making data concerning these vital statistics avail- 
able to-them. For some unknown reason the Vital 
Statistics Department of Ontario stepped into the pic- 
ture and ordered that the names of children born, 

. their parents names and the names of those entering 
into marriage and of those who had passed on, be 
withheld from the press. 

This would appear to be another instance where- 
in the provincial officials have overstepped.the bounds 
of their authority. The publication of this data is 
purely a local matter and should be decided by local 
authorities. If the people of the community involved 
had no objection and the local government approved, 
why should the provincial authorities take It upon 
themselves to interfere? 

Steps should be taken by town officials to put 
this situation right and it is apparent that- eternal 
vigilance must be the order of the day if the rights 
of this- and other- municipalities are going to be 
treated with respect by outside agencies. 


LOTS OF WAYS TO GET 
INTO DIFFICULTY WITH THE LAW 


If anyone is thinking of going: fishing, hunting 
or trapping it might pay them to brush up on the 
law in connection with whatever pursuit of wildlife 
they are figuring on participating in.. The laws cover- 
ing Ontario game fish and wildlife are very numerous 
and it is exceptionally easy to run afoul of them with- 
out intending to, either through ignorance thereof or 
sheer bravado. Evidence that being in either category 
isn't a short cut to success is found in the fact that 
187 convictions for violations of the fish and game 
laws was registered throughout the Province of Ontario 
for the month of January. 

Largest single group of offenders apprehended by 
Conservation Officers consisted of those found hunting 
without a licence, forty-three being charged and con- 
yicted in this category. 

Other succesful charges laid were: Angling with 
more than one line-seven; allowing dogs to run at 
large—one; fishing in close season-three; hunting in 
prohibited hours-fourteen; hunting on private land- 
one; hunting with unplugged shotgun-fourteen; illegal 
possession of furs-five; Mlegal possession of gillnet- 
two; Jack-lighting deer-six; loaded firearm in motor 
car-four; obstructing officer-one; possession of fire- 
arms on Crown Game Preserve-two; possession of 
firearms in Jumber camp-one; possession of traps in 
lumber camp-one. 

Further convictions were registered for: posses- 
sion of venison.in a lumber camp-one; possession of 
wild duck in close season-one; possession of venison 
{n close season-five; shooting from highway-one; shoot- 
ing partridge in close season-two; shooting pheasant 
in close Season-six; taking rabbits by hand when using 
a ferret-three; trading pelts without a fur dealers 
licence-one;trapping without a licence-seven; taking 
more than legal limit of deer-one; trapping on Crown 
Game Preserve-one; resisting arrest-one; receiving an 
antedated licence-one; using a licence issued to an- 
other person-one. 


BEWARE OF SUBSIDIES 

A contemporary has made a contribution worthy 
of note to the current discussion on subsidies for 
agriculture.- Here are its views on this matter which 
has become one of the most controversial subjects of 
the day: 
U.S. FARMERS LOST CONTROL OF 
THEIR INDUSTRY THROUGH SUBSIDIES 

Hon. Jas. Gardiner, Minister of Agriculture, has 
>sed to put a permanent price floor under Canad- 
ricuiture. -At the coming session of ypariia- 
ment, he told the Canadian Federation of Agriculture 
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Convention at Niagara Falls, the necessary legislation 
will be introduced. : 

It is to be hoped that Ottawa will consider this 
plan most carefully. If it doesn’t the move may prove 
costly indeed for the taxpayers, costly indeéd for Can- 
adian agriculture. < 

C.F.A. delegates only had to journey a few hun- 
dred yards to see for themselves just what can hap- 
pen when the state steps in and subsidizes agriculture, 
Right across the Niagara River, American farmers 
have lost control of their own industry. c 

To American consumers, government price sup- 
ports for agriculture have meant continuing scarcity; 
and fantastically high prices; to American taxpayers, 
an annual bill already running into billions of dollars 
and with no limit in sight. 

We don’t want to see that disastrous experiment 
repeated in Canada. But we will unless Parliament 
faces its responsibility seriously. Every possible angle 
must be explored and brought into the open. 

No responsible citizen wishes to have agriculture 
penalized. Regardless of where we live or where we 
work not one of us could escape the consequences. 
A depression along the concession lines cannot be 
isolated. But this does not mean that we should rush 
into ill-advised measures, that in the end will do far 
more harm than a little temporary good. 


THE INCREASING INTEREST 
IN LOCAL GOVERNMENT 

Ever since the inaugural meeting of Lindsay’s 
Council there been a sustained interest in the man- 
agement of the town’s affairs. The inaugural meeting 
itself was well attended by ratepayers and each suc- 
ceeding meeting has. been marked by a good turnout. 
A continued display of interest by personal attendance 
at these meetings is to be encouraged. 

To date there has not been a marked display of 
interest on the part of the town’s womenfolk. This 
despite the fact that a representative of their sex 
occupies thethird highest office in Council—that of 
deputy-reeve. It has been suggested that more ladies 
come to these meetings for two reasons (1) to lend 
moral support to their representative and (2) to gain 
an insight into the workings of Council so that rep- 
resentation by the fa'r sex members may be perpetu- 
ated and possibly extended in the years ahoad. 

If the men and women of Lindsay will but con- 
tinue to take an interest in the management of public 
affairs there is little doubt but what the town’s busi- 
ness will be conducted on a high plane. And, if the 
same interest in public affairs were but displayed in 
governments through the nation, the good effects 
would probably surprise the most skeptical. 

Will you contribute to this end in your own com- 
munity? Your presence at these meetings will be 
your answer.

NEW STANDARD DIET 
FOR CANADIANS 

During World War II the Canad- 
jan government issued a booklet on 
the daily food needs of men, wo- 
men and children, It was a helpful 
booklet, in that it showed the house- 
wife how to select the most nutri- 
tious of the necessary foods with 
the lowest current cost, 

Now, after two years of study by 
the Canadian Council on Nutrition, 
@ new peacetime dietary standard 
for Canada has been approved. In 
“The Canadian Medical Association 
Journal,” L. P. Pett, Ph. D., Ottawa 
Canada, states that this new diet- 
ary standard is jintended to be 
used: (1) as a scientific basis for 
planning food supplies for indiv- 
iduals or groups; (2) to assess the 
amount of each food stuff provided 
by a diet acoording to the needs 
of an individual or group; (3) to 
show the floor, or very least amount 
of food below which health can- 
not be maintained, This means not 
the “amount” of a food substance 
needed but the amount that the 
body can digest and use. 

No single food is-complete in it- 
self for all human needs, therefore 
the Canadian Council on Nutrition 
has issued the following instruc- 
tions: 

These foods are good to eat. Eat 
them every day for health, Have 
at least three meals each day. 

1. Milk—Children (up to about 
12 years): at least 1 pint. Adoles- 

cents (teen-agers): at least 115 
Pints. Adults: at least % pint. 

2. Fruit—One serving of citrus 
frult, (oranges, grapefruit) or toma- 
toes or their juices, and one serv- 
ing of other fruit. 

3, Vegetables—At least one serv- 
ing of potatoes, and at least two 
servings of other vegetables, pre- 
ferably leafy, green or yellow, and 
frequently raw. 

4. Cereals and bread—One serv- 
ing of whole grain cereal, and at 
least four slices of bread with but- 

ter or fortified margarine, 

5. Meat and fish—One serving 
of meat, fish, poultry or meat alter- 
nates (such as dried beans, eggs 
or cheese). Use liver frequently. 

Tm addition: Eggs and cheese at 
least three times 2 week each. Vit- 
amin D or cod llver oil for all 
growing persons and expectant 
and nursing mothers. Todized salt is 
recommended. 


Treatment For Flat Feet 

It is told of the late President 
‘Woodrow Wilson that he suffered 
so much with his feet that it was 
not unusual for him abruptly to 
leave nis walking companion and 
seek a place where he could remove 
his shoes and rest. Most of us earn 
@s much money with our feet as 
we do with our heads, and to be free 
of painful feet removes many of the 
tmental and emotional hazards 
that spoil our appearance and pre~ 
vent enjoyment of life, 

Shoes are the most important 
item in maintaining foot health. 
Shoes should be long enough for 
complete freedom of the big toe, so 
that while standing, it does not 
touch the end of the shoe. Always 
stand on your feet when having 
shoe, fitted Standing permits your 
feet to spread to their full width. 
‘The inner line of the sole from the 
heel to the toe should be a straight 
line, and the front end of the shoe 
should be “rounded,” not cut out- 
‘wards to make a narrow or pointed 
toe. The heel should’ have a large 
walking surface. With all the pe- 
culiarities of our teen-age girls, it 
must be admitted that the heels of 
their shoes are a good size and not 
more than half a, high as they were 
just a few years ago. A low or 
cuban heel is best from the stand- 
point of foot health. 

The commonest foot ailment, 
aside from corns, 1; flat feet. Flat 
feet not only pain the feet but 
cause backache, pain in knee, irri- 
tability, and other symptoms. A 
strong arch, which keeps tHe body 
on. sort of spring, has three posts 
oy piers to support it --the big 
eel bone at the back, the front 
obne fitting into the bone of big 
toe, and the bone fitting into little 
toe. Ligaments (hard bands of 
tissue) are stretched between the 
heel bone and the two front bones. 
} These ligaments, the bones forming, 

the arch, and the muscles holding 

up these bones, are what give the 
foot its proper or claw-like shape. 

In flat feet these ligaments lose 

their “stretch”, allowing the bones 

to sag, and the muscles are not 
strong erough to hold the arch up 
in position. 

Where the ligaments are weak 
but this arch i, not flat on the 
floor, exercises, such as picking up 
an Object with the toes or walking 
a few times around the room on 
outer sides of feet, help to life the 
arch, 

In advanced cases, when the arch 

D iccomes rigid, a plaster cast is 


made of the foot and suitablé arch 
Supports made from these casts. 


Surgical Treatment for Severe Cases 
of Asthma 

In my student days we knew of 
no treatment to cure asthma; all 
that could be done was to use a 
drug to “ease” the breathing, . The 
patient coughed and coughed until 
he coughed up a tiny plug of muc- 
ous which gave him relief. The 
attack might be a matter of min- 
utes, but if prolonged the pat- 
ient might become exhausted. 
One “home” treatment was hav- 
ing the patient kneel. on a chair, 
put his hands down on the floor 
to. steady himself and then cough 
away till he removed the muccous 
plug. 

In recent years it has been found 
that many cases of asthma are 
caused by allergy, that is, sensit- 
iveness to various substances’ (pol- 
len of plants, house dust, food, furs, 
feathers and can be cured or great- 
ly helped by the use of drugs, an- 
tihistamine drugs, which cause the 
patient to become less sensitive to 
histamine (which is manufactur- 
ed in the body, and is the underly- 
ing cause of asthma, hay fever, 
sczeme, the common head colds, and 
other ailments.) 

Notwithstanding all that has been 
learned about asthma and the great 
number of patients that have been 
helped and are being helped, there 
ar still a number of asthmatics who 
are unable to get relief from at- 
tacks by any known methods of 
treatment, In these “intractable” 
cases, as in many diseases, when 
medical treatment fails the physic- 
ian turns to the surgeon for help. 

In “Postgraduate Medicine,” Dr. 
Brian Blades, Professor of Surgery, 
The George Washington University 
School of Medicine, Washington D. 
C., states that within the past two 
years, the staff have seen over 200 
cases of severe asthma and have op- 
erated on 26 cases, operation con- 
sisting of cutting certain’ nerves 
supplying the lungs. There was only 
one death, a man of 73 with assoc- 
jated heart, blood vessel 4nd lung 
complications. Of the 26 cases, 19 
are pleased with the regults. It was 
not necessary to persuade these 
severe cases to undergo operation 
as no other form of treatment had 
given them relief. 

Thus while present methds of 
treatment— removing the allergic 
condition and removal of nose and 
throat defects — cure or give the 
necessary relief in nearly all cases 
of asthma, it is gratifying to know 
that surgery can give relief in a 
great percentage of the rest. 


ALCOHOL AND THE LIVER’ 

Some months ago a newspaper 
headline stated that in examining 
the liver of alcoholics after death 
there seemed to be no difference be- 
tween cirrhosis or hardening of the 
liver’ in alcoholics and the same 
condition in those who drank soft 
drinks. The implication was that 
soft drinks were as harmful or as 
harmless as alcoholic drinks, This 
was not the idea that these re- 
search workers had in mind. It. is 
like the story of the alcoholic who 
challenged the temperance lecturer, 
asking “if water will rot the sole of 
my shoe, wnat will it do to the lin- 
ing of my stomach?” 

The true condition of the work-, 
ing cells of the liver and kidney is: 
determined by the length of time 
it takes these cells to remove harm- 
ful or unwanted substances from 
the blood. A picture of the damage 
done to the liver cells by alcoho} Is 
recorded in “Gastroenterology” 
(stomach, liver, intestine) by Drs. 
Walter L. Voegtlin, William R. Broz 
and Margery H. Moss, These’ re- 
searchers performed tests of’ the 
working ability of the liver (rem- 
oving unwanted substances, manu- 
facturing bile, storing sugar) on 265 
malé and 35 female chronic alco- 
holicg (average age about 43) all of 
whom were from the upper and 
middle classes of society, none be- 
ing destitute or showing evidences 
of alcoholic deterlorization, They 
found that there was slowness or 
delay on the part of the liver cells 
in ridding the blood of harmful sub- 
stances and in doing their other 
jobs. That is, there was a sluggish- 
ness in the work being done in the 
liver of the alcoholic. In what is 
known as a screening procedure 
they were able to detect in all pat- 
jents some degree of liver damage. 

The result does’ not conflict with 
the report of the research workers 
who did not find hardening of the 
liver (cirrhosis) more prevalent in 
alcoholics, because it is “fatty gen- 
eration,” rather than cirrhosis, that 
is the resultant damage from alco- 
hol, The lesson for us from above 
information is that alcohol does 
damage the liver by causing fatty 
degeneration, just as serious a con- 
dition as cirrhosis (hobnall, hard- 
ening) of the liver. 


New Treat For Goiter 

When the thyroid gland in the 
neck becomes overactive, all the 
body processés are speeded up. This 
means that the heart may be beat- 
ing at the rate of 100 or more a 
minute instead of the normal 72 for 
men and 80 for women.. If this ex- 
tra number of beats per minute 
continues for some time it could 
cause overtiredness of the heart 
and finally slowness and weakness 
of the circulation of the blood 
through the blood vessels. Death 
often results. 


When the thyroid gland is over- 
active, in addition to the increased 
rate there i, bulging of the eyeballs 
an trembling and neryousness of the 
body, This condition is called goi- 
ter, If severe exophalmic goiter. Its 
medical name is Grave's disease. 


To prevent the heart muscles 
wearing out the stomach and in- 
testines working too rapidly, and 
great loss of weight, the thyroid 
gland i, often completely or almost 
completely removed by surgical op- 
eration. Immediately after the op~ 
eration, the heart rate becomes 
slower, the patient is less nervous 
and there is a gradual increase in 
weight, 


In case, In which the patient re- 
fuses to. undergo operation or the 
physician and surgeon consider it 
unwiss to opérate, various drugs 
are used which keep the patient in 
@ fairly safe condition and decrease 
the symptoms. 


Another treatment is the use of 
X-ray and radium, which gradually 
destroy the thyroid tissue, but this 
method takes months before satis- 
factory results are obtained, where- 
as operation is a matter of days. 

When new method comes from 
an institution of high standing and 
one particularly famous for its 
operations in goiter, and this new 
method gives results in many ca- 
ses as Satisfactory as surgery, then 
it attracts great attention among 
physicians and surgeons. 

In “Post Graduate Medicine,” Drs. 
Mavis P. Kelsey, Samuel F. Hains 
and F, Raymond Keating, Mayo 
Clinic, report their results with .ra- 
diolodine in the treatment of 69 
patients with exopthalmic goiter, In 
49 of these 69 cases, the goiter had 
returned after operation, ‘Heart, di- 
sease was present in half of the 
69 cases and was a severe type. 

In 55 of the 69 cases who had been 
given radioiodine, the patients were 
followed from four to 24 months, 
This gave time to. estimate the 
value of this treatment. In 51 of 
the 55 cases, all sypmtoms disap- 
peared. 

Notwithstanding -these favorable 
results in this selected series of ca- 
ses, these Mayo physicians and sur- 
geons still consider surgery, after 
suitable preparation, the treatment 
of choice for ordinary uncomplicated 
exophalmic goiter.

wes 125 tons per acre, although 
British Columbia, Nova Scotia and 
Ontario yields were above this 
average with B. C. leading at 1.7 
tons per acre. 

While the average yield is 1 1-4 
tons per acre, it is not uncommon 
to find farm, on which 2 1-2 tons 
per acre are produced regularly. 
Such high yields can be duplicated 
on most farms if essential principals 
of grassland management are ob- 
served, he contends. 

Productive grasslands are possible 
only from soils in a good state of 
fertility. Application of commercial 
fertilizer is profitable in most areas. 
In a typical experiment, 600 pounds 
of super-phosphate were applied on 
a test pasture plot every three years. 
Over an eight-year period these 
treatments increased every three 
years.

BEGINS ON FARM 
Soil conservation, like charity, is 
much more effective when it begins 
at home. Most farm operators can 
find signs of the need for soil con- 
servation practices by periodically 
making a careful survey of their 
own farm. Every year a little bit 
of somebody's valuable top soil 
either blows away or i, washed 
away. With it goes not only much 
of the natural soil fertility, but the 
value of the farm is also lowered 


etandard of living declines. 

Soil conservation doesn't mean 
that a farmer should do something 
for nothing. The practice of soil 
conservation is simply a sound pro- 
position, paying good returns over 
# long-term period: It ts/only good) 
busines, to protect an investment 
and that is what every farmer does 
when he takes steps to prevent soll 
wastage on hi, own farm. 

No farmer will willingly see many 
tons of soil per acre washed off his 
fiekis if he knows he oan correct 
this by planting on a well planned 
contour system. Tests have shown 
that plote planted: to grass or-le- 
gumes, or other crops cultivated on 
the contour, lose little or no soil. 
‘A farmer's experience may teach 
him that some soils, and some fields 
should never be left without some 
kind of cover; in fact he may find 
that in the Jong run it is better farm 
practice to put some of these soils 
under gras, for the production of 
seed or livestock. 

There is no official “must” about 
preventing soil wastage on & man's 
own farm, but if the operator hopes 
to stay and make a living there, the 
top soil must remain there too. Soil 
erosion is nothing new. Whether 
due to wind, rain or overgrazing, it 
has played a vital part in the rise 
and fall of nations throughout re- 
corded history. The story —and the 
lesson — 1, there for those in Can- 
ada, who wish to learn. Gone are 
the days when a farmer could 
plough, up wear out and move on 
to greener pastures. To day the wise 
farmer knows that if he take, care 
of his soil, the soil in turn will look 
after him.

Abe Burrows: A Bald 


Phenomenon With Glasses

New York—(NEA)—One of the 
phenomena that keeps radio young 
and virile is the fact that a bald, 
bespectacled, hoarse-voiced, unim- 
pressive-looking guy like Abe Bur- 
rows can become a star. 

Abe has a couple of good points 
that make people forget sthat he 
looks like a druggist and sounds 
like a cab driver—he has possibly 
the sharpest wit on the air, he has 
a personality that creates lasting 
friendships in a twinkling, and he 
has a knack for satire that bites 
but doesn’t chew. 

Among radio comedians, Abe's 
path to popularity is a unique one. 
Where most funnymen are alumni 
of vaudeville, burlesque or the stage, 
Burrows graduated from account- 
ancy, a rather infrequent contribu- 
tor to humor. 

He did post-graduate work in 
Wall Street and as a salesman for 
maple syrup and labels. It was the 
career of a travelling salesman’ that 
undoubtedly prompted his next 
jump. He began writing for radio 
comedians. 

Among radio writers he was—and 
still is—unusual. He belfeves that 
humor is a little something more 
than simply mentioning such nam- 
es as Le Brea Tar Pits or Arusa. He 
prefers a real, full-bodied gag like 
this: 

“Oh, she was beautiful. She was 
sweet sixteen, And kinda chubby. 
Weighed one eighty. She was five 
feet tall—in any direction, But 
she was a wonderful girl to know 
at school. 'Cause the way she was 
built, no matter where I sat in the 
classroom I was right next to her.” 

But it wasn't his gag-ability that 
pushed him ahead. It was his songs. 
Strictly for his own amusement, 
Burrows had long written parodies 
on Tin Pan Alley's standard-type 
songs. He'd write both words and 
music for love-type songs like 
“Qlick-Click-Click, Rap-Rap-Rap,, 
You're Playing Ping-Pong With My 
Heart” and anniversary-type songs 
like “Oh, How We Danced On The 
Night We Were Wed, I Needed A 
Wife Like A Hole In The Head.” 

The word of Burrows and his 
wacky ditties got around. He be- 
gan to be invited to parties, and 
they laughed when he sat down at 
the piano and started banging out 
his type-tunes. Burrows became a 
featured player at Hollywood's bet- 
ter-type brawls. He was as much 
a fixture as the punch bowl. 

That started the Burrows ball 
rolling good. And one evening,

Joan Davies held her studio aud- 
ience after the show and tumed 
them over to Burrows. They liked 
him, and so did the big-type pro- 
ducers. They offered him a con- 
tract which he thought over a lorfg 
time—two seconds, he says. 

Burrows’ brand of burlesque bal- 
lads is still the high spot on his 
programs. Most were originally ad 
libbed in his party-going days. He 
never wrote any of them down un- 
til he became a performer, and 
many of the 150 are still galloping 
loose through his head.

Nation’s Only Split State 
Seeks 4-Mile-Long Bridge

Mackinaw City, Mich—(NEA) — 
America’s only split state Michigan 
—is trying hard to weld together its 
two peninsulas with a span of steel. 

The proposed bridge over the his- 
toric Straits of Mackinac would be 
an engineer's delight, since it calls 
for the longest single suspension 
span in the world, 4600 feet, It 
would exceed the Golden Gate 
Span, now the biggest, by 400 feet. 

Michigan residents have long 
been nettled by the four-mile wide 
straits that bisect their state. As 
early as 1920 agitation for a bridge 
began, but in 1923 a ferry system 
was inaugurated, 

The automobile age, however has 
out-distanced the chugging ferry 
boats. Traffic across the straits has 
doubled every decade, reaching an 
all-time high of 652,404 cars last 
year. 


At one time during the deer- 
hunting season this winter, a line 
of cars stretched elght miles out of 
Mackinaw City waiting for the 
ferry boats to catch up with the de- 
mand. 

The most eloquent group back- 
ing the plan is the Mackinaw 
Bridge Citizen's Committee, com- 
posed of prominent men from 
Michigan's leading cities. They 
claim that the bridge could be 
built for $50,000,000 half to be ob- 
tained from the Federal Govern- 
ment and the rest to come through 
the issuance of state bonds. Tolls 
would be used to retire the bonds. 

Experts are divided over the 
feasibility of the structure. Next 
to the length, the main problem is 
anchoring the gigantic piers, Some 
geologists claim that the rock 180 
feet below the surface of the 
stra{ts {s solid enough, and others 
say it is not. Engineers may have 


the answer in their new techniques 
of distributing the weight of the 
supporting piers, reducing it from 
20 tons per square foot to eight. 

Other critics say that the bridge 
would be a prey to the elements— 
snow, ice and high winds. Snow 
might be eliminated by installing 
an iron grill roadbed that would 
allow the flakes to fall harmlessly 
through. It is expected that ice 
pressure and winds can be met with 
new and better engineering meth- 
ods; 

The Straits of Machinac link 
Lakes Michigan and Huron and 
are only 40 miles from the entrance 
to Lake Superior, A final engineer- 
ing problem -is that of preserving 
the waterway for the vital com- 
merce that flows through it. That 
necessitates the 4600-foot span and 
also calls for the bride to be 160 
feet high.

Washington—(NEA)—A method of 
dropping s hydrogren bomb which 
does not require a suicide mission 
has been worked out. And huge jet 
bombers which can carry the new 
weapon are being developed. 

This information is part of @ 
hitherto secret priority schedule 
for push-button warfare revealed 
in the Air-Force annual report. 

Since early in World War 0, AF 
experts have been seeking various 
ways for an airplane to drop a 
bomb without going directly over 
the target, > 

Such bombing technique has sev- 
eral obvious advantages: The: plane 
doesn’t have to fly through the 
anti-aircraft fire usually concen- 
trated around a city. And if a 
bomber can drop its load from 50 
to 100 miles away from the center 
of the city, it's impossible to con- 
centrate sufficient ack-ack guns in 
an area of that wide radius to be 
effective. 

The same theory applies to air 
cover, It's extremely difficult and 
costly to intercept and shoot down 
an attacking plane that comes no 
Closer than within 100 miles of a 
target to accurately drop a bomb. 
While the idea of escaping the blast 
of°a super-bomb was not original 
inspiration for this Une of study, 
the H-bomb now gives it added rea- 
son. 

There are several methods, now 
in advance development, for guid- 
ing bombs to targets, 

Electronic gear in the bomb's 
nose can direct it to heavy con- 
centrations of light, sound and heat 
as it falls. This is done with con- 
trol vanes. 

The best method yet developed 
permits the bombadler, by means of 
radio, to guide a bomb into a tar- 
get. Control vanes on the missile, 
plus small wings, give the bombar- 
dier more control over direction 
and greater range to the bomb.

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Dropped from a Navy dive-bomber, a guided bomb called the “Bat” 
Mother plane, “briefs” the bomb on target to be hit; after release it 
most extensive maneuvers by means of its own radar. 


The Navy's “Bat” is such a mis- 
sile. 

The bombardier watches the path 
of the dropping bomb on the radar 
scope, which also shows the target 
and thus can tell how to direct the 
course by radio. 

Many of the details and descrip- 
tions of the various guiding syst- 
ems and thelr application are top 
secret. So are the effective ranges 
of guidance. 

To further insure the safety of a 
crew in a plane assigned to drop an 
H-bomb, the Air Force is working 
on several new giant jet bombers, 
all about the size of the B-36, which 
will have speeds in the 600-mile-per- 
hour range. Only one, the XB-52 
which is being built by Boeing, has 
been announced officially, and only 
the barest details are available on 
it. 

According to present plans, the 
XB-52 will be powered by eight new 


efficient than anything yet made‘ 
It will be large enough to carry an 
H-Bomb, It will have a range of 
10,000 miles or more. In shape it 
will resemble the B-47 “Stratojet,” 
with slim sweptback wings. 
Although little is known about the 
exact specifications of the H-bomb, 
it is generally agreed among the 
experts that the B-36 is the only 
plane flying today that could carry 
it. At a speed of about 300-miles- 
per-hour there is good reason to 
worry about the chances of a B-36 
getting out of range of the blast af- 
ter dropping an H-bomb. 
However, with the speed of the 
new jet “heavies’ combined with 
the various bomb guiding systems, 
it is generally assumed that by the 
time a decision has to be made on 
whether or not to drop the H-bomb 
on an enemy, the suicide aspect of 
the mission for bombing crews will
